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The  Tenth  Annual  Boston  Poultry  Show 


To  tliose  not  fa?uili;ir  with  it,  all  specimens  of  any 
varifty  of  fowls  .seem  lo  have  a  perfeit  lesemblance. 
To  the  orilinai  y  vi--.itor  at  a  poultry  show  all  poultry 
sliow.s  look  very  much  alike.  Having  seen  one  or 
tW'i,  he  has  seen  them  all  —  that  i.s,  as  much  as  he  can  see  of 
tiiem.  Familiarity  with  fowls  brings  capacity  for  distinguish- 
ing the  inilividual  ditfereiices  of  fowls  of  the  same  family. 
Familiarity  with  poultry  shows  likewise  brings  some  power  lo 
sec  more  in  any  exhibition  of  poultry,  anil  with  this  comes  an 
almost  instinctive  capacity  to  see  or  "sense"  the  differences 
wliich  distinguish  ditlerent  shows. 

Many  things  combine  to  give  to  a  show  its  individuality. 
Perhaps  the  most  important  of  these  are  the  personalities  of 
the  management  of  the  show,  and  the  general  character  of  the 
population  of  the  city  in  which  the  show  is  held,  and  of  its 
environment.  Couhl  a  New  York  show  be  transported  bodily 
to  Boston,  or  a  Boston  show  to  New  York,  all  entries  and 
exhibits  being  the  same,  but  the  management  and  general 
attendance  iu  each  city  remaining  as  now,  neither  show  would 
look  or  seem  the  same.  'I'he  people  in  attendance  and  the 
atmosphere  of  the  show  would  in  each  case  remain 
a.s  now,  and  this  as  well  as  the  ditl'erences  in  staging 
adapted  to  the  ditierent  halls  and  ditlereut  manage- 
ment, gives  a  general  difference  between  the  shows 
which  miglit  not  at  all  impress  a  casual  visitor  to 
both,  but  which  grows  on  those  who  attend  them 
regularly.  Ttiese  ditferences  make  comparison 
between  America's  two  great  shows  difficult.  We 
may  compare  them  class  by  class  and  point  by  point, 
making  correct  judgments  every  time,  and  making 
a  record  as  we  go,  and  yet  when  we  have  finished 
such  an  itemized  comparison  and  try  to  make  a 
summary  or  strike  a  balance  that  will  represent  a 
general  and  tiual  result  we  find  ourselves  no  nearer 
a  sati.sfac'tory  verdict  than  we  were  at  the  begin- 
ning. 

And  though  those  who  regularly  attend  both  shows 
agree  that  they  have  grown  too  big,  that  there  are 
so  many  enti  les  and  exhibits,  and  so  many  people 
iu  attendance,  that  it  is  impossible  for  anyone  to 
get  a  comprehensive  and  comi)lete  idea  of  either  of 
them,  I  think  most  will  still  agree  that  failure  to  see 
either  of  them  leaves  a  large  void  among  the  things 
whii  b  those  who  ought  to  keep  po>ted  on  poultry 
matters  need  to  know.    With  all  due  consideration 
for  the  growing  importance  of  other  large  shows, 
it  may  also  be  said  that  none  of  them  have  yet  made 
for  themselves  a  place  which  makes  attendance  at  it 
seem  essential  to  those  who  have  taken  in  Boston 
antl  New  Y'ork.     The  time,  liow-ever,  is  rapidly  com- 
inu'i\  hen  the  number  of  shows  (jf  first  importance 
will  be  doubled,  trel)liMl,  or  even  quadrupled.  It 
rests  witu  the  management  of  a  show  held  in  any 
large  city  to  maintain  it  on  a  basis  that  n  ill  com- 
mand cordial  support  from  the  fanciers  in  its  terri- 
tory generally.  If  they  do  this,  every  year  adds  to  the  prestige 
and  influence  of  their  show,  but  if  there  are  divisions  in  the 
management,  or  an  attitude  on  its  part  that  divides  its  natural 
support,  or  if  for  any  reason  a  year  i.s  allowed  to  pass  with  no 
show  being  held,  a  show  loses  slanding  just  as  a  neglected 
business  does,  and  its  m.magers  may  find  the  task  of  making 
up  lost  ground  no  easy  one. 

The  unfortunate  l)reak  in  the  series  of  Boston  shows,  which 
occurred  in  I'JOi,  had  a  marked  effect  on  tne  show  of  last  year, 
which  though  a  good  one,  was  not  up  to  the  average  for 
Boston  shows.  'I'his  year's  show  marks  a  rise  above  that 
average.  Tnough  the  show  was  still  weak  in  some  classes 
tlii'.t  ought  to  be  strong  here,  i'  had  some  piitnomenal  classes, 
and  nearly  ail  classes  were  good,  making  on  the  whole  one  of 
the  best  balanced  shovvs  ever  cooped.  The  perfect  weather  of 
last  year  was  not  duplicated.  That  kind  of  weather  happens 
in  January  only  once  or  twice  lii  a  life  time.  Yet  when  not 
tine,  the  wcatlier  was  not  so  bad  as  to  discourage  attendance, 
and  the  receipts  at  the  iloor  w;ere  the  largest  in  the  hi^tory  of 
tue  asKOciatiou, 


As  to  the  .story  of  the  show  :  — The  expressions  of  appreci- 
ation of  the  story  of  the  New  Y'ork  show,  in  whicli  1  departed 
so  far  from  the  conventional  ways  of  making  show  reports, 
put  me  iu  somewhat  of  a  dilemma.  It  would  seem  to  be  poor 
policy  to  go  back  now  to  any  of  the  old  methods,  yet  perhaps 
the  new  one  has  only  the  merit  of  newness,  and  repeated  a 
few  times  will  fail  to  interest  readers.  However  that  story  of 
two  days  at  a  great  poultry  show  fell  so  far  short  of  giving  an 
adequate  impression  of  it  and  of  many  collateral  matters  that 
may  be  logically  introduced  into  such  a  narrative,  that  it  has 
seemed  to  me  entirely  safe  to  write  in  much  the  same  style  the 
story  of  this  other  great  show  which  each  year  comes  in  for  at 
least  as  much  as  a  full  week  of  the  fifty-two  into  which  our 
year  is  divided.  And  as  for  future  shows  —  "  sufficient  unto 
the  day,"  etc.    The  nearest  is  nearly  a  year  away. 

The  Mechanics  Building,  iu  which  the  ten  shows  of  the 
Boston  Poultry  Association  have  been  held,  furnishes  in  its 
several  connected  halls,  with  their  stages  and  galleries,  the 
largest  floor  space  available  for  poultry  show  purposes  in  this 
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country,  the  total  floor  area  apiiroxiiiiatiii','  five  acres.  No 
siiiiile  floor  in  it  will  compare  in  size  and  in  ada]it.ibility  to 
spectacular  effect  with  the  Madison  .Stiuare  (ianlen,  but  the 
great  floor  space  admits  of  giving  more  room  lo  displays  of  all 
kinds,  anil  at  the  same  time  makes  it  possible  to  see  most  of 
the  exhibits  comfortably,  even  when  the  ljuilding  contains,  as 
it  did  on  Thursday,  the  largest  crowd  that  ever  entered  a 
poultry  show  in  this  country. 

The  show  opens  on  Tuesday  morning,  but  anyone  who  i* 
interested  enough  to  go  to  the  ball  on  Monday  has  no  trouble 
in  jKissing  the  door  keeper  at  the  side  door,  opposite  which  is 
a  long  line  of  express  wagons  backed  up  to  the  curl).  To  and 
from  these  wagons,  through  the  door,  and  to  and  from  all 
parts  of  the  immen.se  building,  busier  than  ants  ever  were, 
rush  exhibitors,  expressmen,  and  worktnen,  their  comings 
and  goings  a  mixture  of  system  and  confusion  inseparalile 
from  the  inauguration  of  so  large  an  affair,  bringing  together 
so  many  independent  interests  in  so  short  a  space  of  time  as  is 
allowed  between  the  getting  out  of  one  show  and  the  getting 
iu  of  another. 


Inside  we  lind  the  coojjs  for  I  he  fowls  generally  occupying 
the  spaces  assigned  tliem,a  gang  of  workmen  busy  securing 
the  partsot  the  coops  in  place,  littering  lh<  ir  floors  with  jdaner 
shavings,  putting  feed  and  water  cui)s  in  each  coop,  and  clear- 
ing away  whatever  debris  may  have  lieen  left  in  their  wake. 
Another  gang  is  sorting  out  as  they  arrive  the  shipping  coops 
of  exhibitors  not  accompanying  their  birds,  and  transferring 
the  fowls  to  their  proper  places  in  the  exhibition  coops.  Tliis 
work  moves  with  both  dispatch  and  accuracy  if  those  lo  whom 
it  is  entrusted  are  at  all  caieful  and  the  exhibitors  have  fol- 
lowed instructions  in  regard  to  the  cooping  of  their  birds,  and 
given  each  entry  its  separate  coop  or  compartment  identilied 
by  the  tag  furnished  for  it  by  the  secretary. 

Exhibitors  who  come  with  their  birds  are  looking  after 
them  themselves,  stopping  occasionally  to  greet  an  ac(pjaint- 
aiu  e  or  to  look  into  the  coops  of  a  competitor  and  get  if  pos- 
sible an  idea  of  the  class  of  comiietition  they  have  to  meet. 
The  fowl  that  K  aves  its  owner  at  home  gets  as  much  attention 
as  any  other  fowl  coming  under  t!ie  same  circumstances,  but 
in  the  nature  of  things  this  is  much  less  than  falls  to  the  lot  of 
the  fowl  that  is  accompanied  by  its  own  attendant. 
The  show  employee's  interest  in  the  birds  he  handles 
from  shipping  to  exhil)ition  coop  goes  no  further 
than  to  see  that  the  birds  are  alive  and  well,  ami 
put  in  their  proper  places.  The  exhibitor  as  he 
handles  each  bird  looks  it  over  with  care.  It  a 
feather  is  broken  or  out  of  place,  he  gives  it  pio- 
per  attention.  If,  as  may  happen  in  spile  of  his  best 
precautions,  the  plumage  of  a  specimen  is  ruffled  or 
soiled  he  smooths  or  cleans  it.  Any  little  injury  or 
slight  lack  of  condition  that  may  be  remedied 
before  the  judging  he  gives  its  appropriate  treatment. 
Should  it  happen  that  a  bird  is  in  condition  to  spoil 
a  chance  of  wininng,  he  may  |)roduce  a  substitute 
brought  on  for  just  such  an  emergency.  Or  if  on 
inspection  of  the  class  bis  judgment  says  his  chances 
of  winning  will  be  bettered  by  making  some  chan^'es 
in  the  birds  entered  for  the  various  classes,  he  makes 
such  changes.  Here,  for  instance,  is  one  who  looking 
over  his  class  concludes  that  be  has  no  chance  to  win 
a  first  in  the  open  classes  —  that  is,  in  the  single 
entries,—  but  if  he  combines  in  his  yard  the  best  he 
had  in  the  single  entries  he  may  win  first  [len. 
The  necessary  changes  are  promptly  made,  while 
had  the  exhibitor  not  been  present  or  lackeil  in 
judgment  of  the  class  he  would  have  let  the  birds 
remain  as  he  had  planned  to  enter  them,  and  won 
no  im|)ortant  prize  in  any  class. 

The  incubator  and  supply  people  are  busiest  of  ail. 
Competition  in  these  lines  is  hotter  in  Boston  tlian 
anywhere  else  on  earth,  and  we  have  all  kinds  of 
competition,  from  live-and-let-live  to  cut-throat. 
The  sharper  competition  becomes  the  higher  go  bids 
for  space,  competitors  come  to  closer  quarters  on 
the  floor,  and  the  atmosphere  of  that  part  of  the 
hall  is  already  charged  with  antagonistic  feeling  which  will 
manifest  itself  in  various  ways  during  the  show.  But  don't 
think  for  an  instant  that  these  people  are  sinners  above  all 
others.  It  is  only  that  the  interests  involved  are  so  much 
greater  than  when  Greek  meets  Oreek  or  T'.edskin  meets  Ked- 
skiii  in  the  poultry  alleys. 

E;icli  concern  exhibiting  here  piles  up  in  its  space  goods 
enough  to  stock  a  store,  some  have  enough  to  stock  a  good 
sized  store.  Neither  lal)or  nor  expense  is  spared  to  make  the 
exhibit  attractive  in  the  way  the  proprietors  think  nio.st 
effective.  Nowhere  else  have  the  appliance  and  supply  dealei« 
been  given  the  recognition  they  get  in  thit)  show.  The  be-t 
space  on  the  floor  is  theirs  if  they  want  to  pay  for  it. 

The  poultry  press,  too,  has  from  the  first  been  treab-d  most 
liberally  here.  The  papers  are  assigned  space  to  right  and  left 
as  you  enter  the  hall,  and  with  very  rare  exceptions  this  sp;K;e 
has  been  given  without  charge  in  recognition  of  the  liberal 
policv  of  the  papers  in  giving  publicity  to  tl>o  show.  I  think 
the  (inlv  exception  was  in  the  case  of  a  prominent  journal 
*  which  had  one  year  been  extremely  oeglifient  or  stingy  about 
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noti<»<'»'  i;oiitril)UletI  as  little  as  posfibie  in  that  way. 

Wnet  il^  repre.'-eiitutive  appeared  at  the  show  looking  for 
*^;>ace  he  was  iuroriiieJ  that  if  he  wuDteii  xpaue  he  lou^^t  pay 
lor  it.  He  puiil.  L>ouijtiei>8  that  juuroal  wais  mere  ready 
thereafter  to  recognize  the  mutual  feature  iu  privileges  of  thiH 

The  repreitentativeif  of  the  paper.-*  are  busy  erecting;  and 
decorating  their  stands.  Kak.m-Polxtkv,  as  usual,  has  the 
Tj^ht  of  the  liue,  the  position  assigned  it  at  the  drst  show,  antl 
o  cupied  at  every  .-how  ljutone,  when  a  change  Id  the  arrange- 
ment of  coops  put  all  the  papers  acro>s  the  way.  This  year 
•we  spread  ourselve.s  a  little  on  decorations,  and  the  result  is  a 
fl^nd  that  makes  our  neighbors  who  have  given  little  attention 
l(.  cll'<nlay,  feel  that  il  does  not  pay  to  neglect  it. 

Kvcryi)ody  is  at  work  but  a  few  young  men,  and  .-ometinjes 
vuing  women,  looking  for  work.  We  might  stay  here  till 
mi'ioight  and  find  plenty  to  interest  us.  There  will  be  new 
arjivals  every  few  ujinute.s,  and  the  hu>tleaDd  bustle  will  con- 
tiLLB  well  through  the  night,  for  the  show  must  be  ready  for 
iLe  judges  early  next  morning.  But  if  you  have  no  business 
li»re  it  Is  wiser  to  go  home  and  go  to  beil.  There  are  live 
more  days  of  the  show,  and  everyone  will  be  tired  out  before 
the  close. 

The  opening  of  the  doors  at  ten  o'clock  Tuesday  morning 
finds  every  Ijird  in  place,  everything  iu  order,  and  the  judges 
turd  at  work.  The  attendance  today  will  not  be  large.  Most 
j«ople  do  not  want  to  come  until  the  awards  are  up.  As 
niny  e.xhibitors  as  are  able  to  be  here  are  here  and  variously 
(>:':upied.  Some  are  grooming  their  birds  in  order  to  have 
liiem  looking  their  best  when  the  judge  reaches  them.  .Some 
h:  e  watching  the  judg  who  handles  their  class  to  see  that  he 
does  not  fail  to  give  their  birds  a  thorough  inspection.  Should 
the  awards  not  suit  them  the  story  of  how  they  watched  the 
judge,  and  how  he  failed  to  do  his  full  duty,  may  be  repeated 
liKlf  hourly  from  the  putting  up  of  the  awards  to  the  clo-ing 
of  the  show.  Here  is  an  exhibitor  skirmishing  about  the  alley 
In  which  a  judge  is  at  work  on  a  class  in  which  he  is  inter- 
ested, and  occasionally  making  a  comment,  not  to  the  judge, 
but  to  someone  else  antl  at  the  judge  —  designed  to  give  him  a 
tip.  It  is  labor  lost.  Judges  may  be  susceptible  to  various 
kinds  of  influence,  but  this  is  not  one  of  them.  Another 
exiiibitor  follows  up  a  judge  noting  the  m\stic  signs  placed  on 
some  of  the  coop  numbers,  and  trying  to  tigure  out  just  what 
they  mean. 

Thejudging  hereis  done  by  comparison — the  natural  method. 
The  judges  are  an  interesting  group.  There  is  .\therton,  of 
the  American  •Stock-Keeper,  equally  Interested  in  dogs  and 
poultry,  popular  all  round  judge,  chairman  of  the  boanl  of 
selectmen  in  his  home  town,  etc.  There  is  Ball,  one  of  t'je 
few  veteraTis  who  have  seen  our  poultry  and  fancy  interests 
grow  from  their  beginnings.  Should  you  happen  to  get  into 
conversation  with  him  you  will  find  him  equally  Interested  in 
and  posted  on  fruit  and  vegetable  culture  and  music.  Bum- 
ford,  who  is  to  judge  the  Light  Brahinas,  is  one  of  the  long 
time  breeders  of  that  variety,  though  I'it  Games  claim  a  share 
of  his  affections.  Buttertield,  of  Canada,  if  you  catch  him 
after  the  awards  are  up,  is  one  of  the  most  satisfactory  judges 
on  the  circuit.  I  know  of  none  who  can  take  you  throui:h  his 
classes  and  show  you  what  is  best  worth  seeing  In  them  as 
nicely  as  he  does.  1  tried  to  get  "Sharp,"'  as  he  is  familiarly 
called,  to  come  in  and  talk  to  the  Sul)urban  Club,  Imt  he 
declared  that  it  was  impossible.  He  would  talk  lo  any  of 
them  Informally  on  the  floor,  but  to  stand  up  and  talk  to  the 
crowd  he  declared  was  something  he  never  could  do. 

Card,  who  judges  the  Polish  and  waterfowl,  you  may 
remember  by  the  interesting  account  he  gave  us  last  year  of 
the  origin  of  the  ButT  Laced  Indian  Game.  Coflin,  who  plnces 
awards  on  K.  L  Reds,  is  godfather  at  large  to  the  fancy  in 
Freeport,  Me.,  one  of  the  best  poultry  towns  in  the  country, 
and  has  been  prominently  iiirntified  with  a  number  of  varieties 
of  fowls.  Cornman  comes  from  Pennsylvania  lo  judge  tlie 
Games  and  Game  Bantams.  Every  breeder  of  these  classes 
knows  him  as  one  of  the  most  successful  of  their  number. 
Cothran,  who  will  pass  on  the  Hamburgs,  is  a  Silver  Laced 
Wyandotte  breeder  nowadays,  but  not  on  a  commercial  scale. 
He  grows  a  few  iu  his  back  yard,  and  you  will  usually  find 
at  least  at  one  big  show  a  non-competing  exhibit  of  his  birds. 

The  youngest  judge  on  the  list  is  Denny,  to  whom  are 
assigned  the  Bufl'  Rocks  and  Wyandottes.  Though  young  in 
years,  he  is  older  in  experience  than  many  of  twice  his  years, 
for  a  knowledge  of  fine  fowls  is  among  the  things  his  mother 
taught  him.  You  might  class  Fletcher  w  ith  the  veterans.  He 
looks  like  one,  and  belonged  to  their  time,  but  seems  to  feel 
always  as  young  as  the  youngest,  and  as  enthusiastic  as  any. 
Graves,  who  must  develop  a  headache  over  the  White  Wyan- 
dotte class,  is  a  specialty  breeder  who  came  into  quick  prom- 
inence as  a  judge  in  one  of  the  most  difficult  classes.  There 
have  been  White  Wyandotte  judges  whose  first  big  show  was 
also  their  last,  but,  though  his  lirst  class  was  at  a  minor  New 
England  show  only  two  years  ago,  he  has  since  passed  on 
several  of  the  largest  classes  ever  shown,  including  that  it  the 
St.  Louis  World's  Fair,  where  over  800  birds  were  ntered. 

The  Partridge  and  Columbian  Wyandottes  are  assigned  to 
Manley,  who  was  prominent  in  the  development  of  the  former 
variety,  and  who  ranks  high  in  the  list  of  judges  who  have  the 
cour.Hge  of  their  convictions.  No  one  ever  heard  of  his 
sneaking  off  after  the  job  was  done. 

May,  several  years  past  three  score  and  ten,  is  at  work  on 
the  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks.  He  has  judged  here  often,  :tnd 
maintains  his  reputation  where  more  than  one  man  iu  the 
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prime  of  lite  has  lost  it.  He  ought  to  know  the  Barred  Rocks, 
for  lo  him  is  generally  given  credit  f.ir  the  production  of  the 
tirst  really  gootl  ones  shown,  aiiil  for  the  inauguration  of  the 
double  mating  system. 

McGresv  ought  to  be  in  Cincinnati  at  the  A.  P.  A.  meeting, 
iMit  though  he  has  ever  been  one  of  the  most  faithful  in 
attendance  at  those  meetings  he  has  not  an  unbroken  record 
there,  while  here  the  record  may  be  kept  inviolate.  He  is  at 
present  associate  editor  of  the  Feallter.  Older  readers  of 
F.-P.  will  remember  him  as  a  frequent  contributor  to  this 
pajier  some  years  ago.  Nichols,  who  judges  Cochins  and 
Cochin  Bantams,  is  one  of  the  few  presidents  of  the  A.  P.  A., 
who  have  been  able  to  preside  at  its  meeting  in  a  creditable 
manner.  He  was  in  the  chair  when  the  revision  of  the 
Standard  was  made  at  Boston,  in  1S9S,  and  many  who  were 
there  then  must  ha\  e  wished  again  and  again  that  he  had  I'fen 
as  prominent  in  the  last  revision. 

The  Minori:as  are  judged  by  Northup,  best  known  of  all 
breeders  of  Minorcas,  the  originator  of  the  R.  .0.  Black 
Minorcas,  and  the  most  successful  •  poultry  salesman  in  the- 
world.  Oke,  of  Canada,  is  assigned  Orpingtons,  Laiigshans, 
and  Andalusians.  Oke  is  the  man  to  whose  shoulders  genial 
••  Billy"  McNeil  is  shifting  his  mantle,  and  his  knowledge  of 
fancy  fowls  would  make  Solomon's  accomplishments  look 
small.  He  makes  no  large  professions,  but  those  who  are  in 
lite  way  of  finding  it  out  find  him  well  informed  all  along  the 
li-f. 

SlioiiKl  the  juilges  meet  and  need  a  chaplain  they  need  not 
go  outside  of  their  own  number.  Let  us  only  hope  for  the 
sake  of  his  flock  that  Petersen  knows  his  Bible  as  well  as  he 
knows  Houdans.  Wheeler,  who  is  handling  the  Silver 
Penciled  Wyandottes,  has  been  best  known  as  a  breeder  of 
Light  Brahmas,  and  has  judged  some  of  the  largest  classes  of 
that  variety  at  past  Boston  shows.  Wittman,  who  is  judginsr 
Leghorns,  was  long  one  of  the  leading  S.  C.  Brown  Leghorn 
breeders,  but  closed  out  his  stock  a  few  years  ago,  and  has 
since  been  giving  his  attention  to  Penciled  Plymouth  Rocks. 
Williams,  I  think  the  oldest  man  on  the  list,  is  nearer  eighty 
than  seventy,  but  still  a  keen  judge  and  breeder.  He  is  known 
the  <-ountry  over  as  "Uncle  Phi."  short  for  Philander.  He 
doesn't  know  what  he  is  "up  against''  in  his  class.  There  is  a 
string  of  birds  there  belonging  to  a  rival  he  has  no  reason  to 
love.  You  may  be  sure,  however,  that  the  judging  will  be 
done  fairly. 

They  are  an  interesting  lot  of  men,  these  judges.  Some 
were  born  to  be  poultry  judges,  and  some  had  their  first  job  in 
this  line  thrust  upon  tliem,  and  have  never  since  been  able  to 
wholly  avoid  engagements,  for  poultry  shows  multiply  apAce, 
the  number  of  shows  requiring  the  services  of  special  judges  Is 
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ci)n -I. mlly  increasing,  and  tuere  :irf  imi  ne  i:!*  eoouj;u  judges 
lit  first  rate  qualifications  and  general  acceptability  to  do  the 
work. 

By  early  afternoon  the  awards  will  lie  up  io  some  of  the 
umal.er  classes;  but  let  us  begin  the  rounds  of  the  show  with- 
out walling  for  them.  You  don't  get  much  out  of  a  show  if 
you  caunot  see  it  iudepeodently  of  the  awards,  and  each  and 
every  class  is  a  part  of  the  exhibits  of  its  class  for  a  term  of 
years  as  well  as  one  of  the  classes  io  this  present  show. 

At  headquarters  for  Asiatics  we  look  to  find  a  magnificent 
display  of  Light  Brahmas,  and  we  are  not  disappointed.  The 
class  is  larger  than  a  year  ago,  fully  twenty-five  per  cent 
larger,  but  as  much  below  the  smallest  previous  class.  How 
well  I  remember  the  first  class  of  this  variety  I  saw  at  Boston 
eight  years  ago.  There  were  over  300  birds  in  it,  and  it  was  a 
strong  class  all  through.  This  class,  though  only  a  little  more 
than  a  third  as  large,  contains  many  better  birds.  In  fact  in 
both  males  and  females  the  best  shown  here  this  year  are  the 
best  that  have  ever  been  exhibited.  Some  of  them  we  saw  at 
New  York,  others  were  held  back  for  ihis  show. 

In  Dark  Brahmas  we  see  a  small  class,  the  males  rather 
i letter  than  at  New  York. 

In  Bull' Cochins  we  find  an  even  quarter  of  a  hundred  Wnls, 
all  but  one  of  them  exhibited  by  Oakland  Farm,  which  for 
\ears  has  haij  almost  undisputed  claim  to  first  place  in  this 
variety.  Their  birds  are  not  shown  in  quite  as  good  condition 
as  wheu  they  bad  some  competition,  but  there  is  still  little 
room  for  criticism.  In  color  I  like  the  present  type  better 
than  that  of  six  or  eight  years  ago.  Then  a  very  light  clear 
I'Uff  was  favored  in  the  judging.  Now  a  deeper,  souuder  buff 
is  preferred. 

There  is  little  competition  in  Partridge  Cochins.  The  class, 
though  a  nice  one,  is  not  up  to  what  we  saw  at  New  York,  and 
ihe  White  Cochins  will  not  compare  with  the  New  York  lot. 
The  Black  Cochins  impress  us  more  favoraldy.  As  I  recall  il 
there  has  rarely  been  a  show  at  Boston  without  a  good  repre- 
sentation of  this  variety. 

In  the  Black  Langshans  we  observe  a  confusion  of  types 
that  gives  a  not  wholly  favorable  impression  of  the  class  as  a 
w  hole.  Possibly  there  are  as  good  birds  here  as  have  been 
exhiliited  at  past  shows,  but  there  is  not  the  uniformity  of 
type  that  marked  the  finest  classes  here  and  at  New  York. 
The  trouble  is  with  the  introduction  of  the  stilted  English 
type.  I  stop  to  exchange  a  word  with  an  exhibitor,  some  of 
whose  birds  I  notice  show  a  tendency  toward  this  type  which 
used  to  be  foreign  to  his  stock.  "  I  don't  like  it,"  says  he. 
"  but  I  suppose  we  have  to  come  to  it.  The  judges  seem  to 
favor  that  type.''  His  comment  gives  you  an  insight  into 
something  worth  knowing  and  keeping  in  mind.  It  is  one 
thing  to  have  a  uniform  Standard.  To  secure  a  uniform 
interpretation  of  it  is  quite  a  difl'ereut  matter.  It  is,  in  fact, 
impossiltle.  The  American  Standard  does  not  call  for  the 
stilted  English  type  of  Langshan.  but  the  judges  are  giving  il 
the  preference.    White  Langshans  are  scantly  represented. 

I'he  B:u  red  Plymouth  Rock  class  is  the  smallest  ever  shown 
here,  with  no  leaders  in  this  variety  exhibiting,  but  there  are 
some  nice  specimens  here.  The  small  size  of  the  class  will 
bring  a  pang  of  regret  to  those  who  have  seen  classes  here  that 
for  number  and  general  quality  were  nowhere' excelled,  but 
for  some  reason  or  other  Barred  Rock  exhibitors  who  get  into 
the  awards  at  New  York  soon  quit  exhibiting  elsewhere. 
Why  this  should  be  I  don'tquile  understand.  In  White  Rocks 
the  class  is  almost  as  large  as  the  largest,  numbering  iu  all  200 
specimens,  and  the  quality  unsurpassed.  The  Buff  Ruck 
class  is  a  small  one,  but  good.  The  first  cockerel  strikes  me  as 
a  belter  bird  thau  the  one  which  made  fame  for  itself  and 
others  by  bringing  SotH)  here  several  years  ago,  and  the  general 
quality  of  the  class  is  good. 

Partridge  and  Silver  Penciled  Plymouth  Rocks  are  shown 
here  for,  I  think,  the  first  time. 

Let  us  leave  the  fowls  and  give  an  hour  or  two  to  the 
people  who  have  come  to  see  the  show.  The  crowd  today 
is  largely  "  deadhead."  Of  course  the  exhibitors  do  not  come 
under  that  description,  and  a  few  hundred  of  them  are 
present,  but  a  large  proportion  of  the  rest  of  the  people  you 
see  have  come  in  on  complimentary  tickets.  Liberality  In  the 
distribution  of  coiuplimentarys  is  generally  regarded  good 
policy  iu  such  undertakings  as  this,  though  not  to  defeat  one 
of  its  purposes,  such  liberality  must  be  indulged  with  judi;- 
ment.  Complimentary  tickets  serve  two  purposes.  They 
may  be  given  in  return  for  favors  of  various  kinds  for  which 
a  money  compensation  would  be  refused.  They  may  also  be 
given  for  advertising  purposes,  the  idea  being  that  many  who 
are  sent  one  or  two  complimentary  tickets,  wishing  to  bring 
members  of  the  family  or  friends,  will  buy  more.  As  the 
attendance  today  will  in  any  case  be  light,  a  great  many  com- 
plimentary tickets, good  only  for  today,  have  beeu  distributed, 
and  In  proportion  to  Its  numbers  the  Tuesday  crowd  is  the 
poorest  buying  crowd  of  the  week,  a  fact  quickly  noted  iiy 
those  who  are  at  the  show  with  something  to  sell. 

We  siroll  back  to  Ihe  Far.m-Poultry  stand  to  find  there  a 
man  with  a  tale  of  woe.  He  is  concerned  for  the  wickedness 
of  most  of  his  competitors  —  not  their  wickedness  as  mani- 
fested iiere,  but  as  it  crops  out  in  their  dealings  with  their 
customers.  He  tells  us  all  he  has  heard  about  one  of  them, 
anil  asks  me  what  I  think  about  such  practices.  I  reply  that 
until  I  hear  the  other  side  of  such  a  case  I  have  no  opinion  lo 
offer.  He  presses  for  an  answer  that  will  be  a  general  con- 
demnation of  such  practices.    You  might  give  Jt,  bul  I  kuow 
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this  kiud  ol'  |ioultrvm;in  toi>  well  to  connect  iny  ,u:ciicr.il 
Opiuioiis  wilU  ins  >|>ecial  case.  Tlie  lea>t  ulteraiue 
seemed  to  corroborate  his  views  miglit  come  liack  to  me 
through  the  other  parly  niac,'nitied  luaiiy  loUl.  So  without 
changlo^  the  topic  I  endeavor  to  interest  hini  in  some  other 
phases  of  it.   As  tliey  do  not  Interest  him  he  leaves  us. 

Here  comes  one  whose  face  lool;3  familiar.  He  knows  lue 
and  speaks,  but  I  cannot  at  the  moment  place  him.  1  try  to 
make  the  conversation  not  betray  the  fact  thai  I  do  not  recog;- 
liize  him,  and  as  he  drifis  away  search  my  memory  for  his 
name,  which  soon  comes  to  me.  He  is  a  fancier  who  six  or 
seven  years  ago  was  a  familiar  figure  In  New  Entjland  shows, 
but  had  ilropped  out  of  sight  for  some  lime.  A  clever  fellow 
he  !s,  and  a  skillful  breeder.  One  of  the  novelties  here  is  his 
production.  He  u>ed  to  be  quite  a  popuhir  writer  on  poulti  y 
topics,  and  might  liave  been  much  more  popular  had  he  cul- 
tivated a  simpler  style  of  expression.    A  friend  of  mine  useil 

to  say  that  he  believed  wrote  his  articles  first  in  plaiiv 

Engllsli,  and  then  took  a  dictionary  and  substituted  the  biggest 
and  least  common  words  he  could  find. 

Among  those  moving  about  the  hall  I  can  point  out  to  you 
two  women,  each  interested  in  a  popular  variety,  and  owner 
of  some  of  the  finest  stock  used  in  it.  Their  presence  here 
suggests  a  few  observations  ou  women  In  the  fancy.  You 
will  not  find  as  many  of  them  in  the  east  as  iu  the  west,  and 
the  few  there  are  here  are  rarely  prominent  in  connection 
with  the  shows.  In  this  part  of  the  country  the  partner- 
ship of  husband  and  wife,  or  brother  and  sister,  in  poultry 
culture  is  rarely  made  pu'ulic,  while  if  you  observe  advertise- 
ments in  western  papers^,  or  attend  western  shows,  you  almost 
always  find  some  men  and  women  of  the  same  family  equally 
interested  in  fancy  fowls,  and  conducting  their  business,  ami 
going  to  shows  as  any  other  partners  would.  The  woman's 
rights"  sentiment  is  more  advanced  west  than  east,  and  that 
fact  is  as  naturally  reflected  in  poultry  as  in  any  other  matters. 
I  don't  remember  ever  seeing  either  of  the  two  women  I  have 
Indicated  in  the  show  room  until  the  death  of  a  husband  in 
one  case  and  a  l)rother  in  the  other  put  the  full  care  of  the 
business  upon  them,  but  if  they  had  not  been  etUcient 
co-workers  they  could  not  have  continued  even  in  the  present 
quiet  way  to  handle  their  stock. 

It  would  be  interesting  to  have  a  list  of  exhibitors  here 
which  would  show  the  nature  and  extent  of  their  interest  in 
poultry.  Here  for  instance,  is  a  man,  once  a  factory  opera- 
tive, hut  for  years  now  making  a  living  from  poultry,  who 
divides  honors  in  his  variety  with  a  merchant  whose  business 
runs  well  up  into  the  hundreds  of  thousands  annually.  That 
man  is  a  country  store  keeper.  Just  beyond  him  is  a  manu- 
facturer. Coming  toward  us  down  the  next  alley  is  the  head 
of  a  large  men'anlile  business.  There  is  a  man  reputed  several 
times  a  millionaire,  who  e.xhil)its  in  several  classes.  In  one 
of  them  thejudge  is  an  employee  of  a  competitor  in  the  same 
line  of  business,  who  at  his  regular  work  probably  makes 
several  dollars  per  day.  So  it  goes.  The  poultry  show  is  as 
democratic  as  any  place  ou  earth  — or  elsewhere. 

Evening  is  coming  on,  and  thejudges  quit  work,  and  begin 
to  look  after  various  incidental  engagements.  In  one  of  the 
committee  rooms  seven  men  are  gathered.  This  is  the  com- 
mittee on  rules  of  the  League  of  New  England  Poultry  Asso- 
ciations, and  their  meeting  is,  I  believe,  the  first  of  the  kind 
ever  held.  They  are  delegates  from  their  respective  associa- 
tions, and  collectively  represent  a  growing  opinion  that  the 
rules  of  shows  must  be  more  strictly  enforced.  The  rules 
which  as  a  result  of  several  sessions  they  submit  to  the  League 
are  found  elsewhere  in  this  paper.  Their  discussions  touch  on 
many  things  not  mentioned  in  the  report. 

This  evening  after  the  close  of  the  show  the  management 
gives  its  annual  midnight  lunch  to  exhibitors,  and  most  of 
them  avail  themselves  of  the  invitation  to  atteml.  It  is  not  an 
elaborate  affair,  but  very  social,  with  smoking  and  speaking 
prolonged  beyond  the  time  when  the  various  last  trains  leave 
the  city. 

Wednesday  is  the  day  when  most  of  the  poultrymeu  come 
to  tlie  show.  From  all  parts  of  New  England  they  come. 
Tomorrow  is  to  be  the  biggest  day,  but  if  Wednesday  is  fair 
the  poultryman  does  not  procrastinate,  for  Thursday  may  be 
stormy,  and  on  stormy  days  he  wants  to  be  at  home.  The 
supply  dealers  will  tell  you  that  the  New  England  poultryman 
as  a  rule  does  not  come  to  tlie  show  to  buy,  he  comes  to  see 
all  there  is  to  see  in  every  line  that  interests  him,  to  go  home 
and  think  it  over,  and  then  make  up  his  mind  what  to  l)uy. 
He  samples  everything,  asks  all  sorts  of  pertinent  questions. 
If  he  buys  at  this  time  there  is  a  special  reason  for  it,  but  the 
salesman  who  neglects  visitors  because  they  are  not  at  present 
buyers  is  not  "  onto  his  job."  Take  the  year  through  and 
these  poultrymen  are  all  good  buyers  —  no  one  can  afford  to 
neglect  their  trade. 

Let  us  go  and  look  at  the  Wyandottes.  All  varieties  luut  the 
Blacks  are  well  represented.  The  Whites  are  the  largest  class 
in  the  show,  the  Partridges  among  the  largest  classes.  Gen- 
erally the  classes  are  very  like  the  New  York  classes  for  qual- 
ity. Some  who  havp  gone  through  both  classes  tell  us  that 
Whites  and  Buffs  are  better  than  at  New  York. 

The  Rhode  Island  Red  classes  are  smaller  than  usual.  'I'his 
is  largely  because  of  the  number  of  large  exhibitors  who  liiul 
to  go  to  Cincinnati  to  watch  over  A.  P.  A.  doings  in  Reds,  and 
took  big  strings  of  birds  with  them.  But  there  are  enough 
left  here  to  make  an  imposing  showing,  and  the  quality  is  as 
good  as  ever.  Some  think  it  better.  I  note  that  where  a  few 
yettrs  ago  some  breeders  of  other  varieties  were  wont  to  jolly 


some  of  the  more  cntbusiasiic  Ked  breeders  aliout  the  Imper- 
fection of  llie  Reds,  now  one  oflcuer  hears  the  progress  in 
Ueds  mentioned  in  illustration  of  what  can  be  accomplished 
by  skillful  breeding. 

In  Dorkings  you  see  the  largest  classes;  ever  shown  here,  and 
in  the  Silver  Gray  variety  the  best.  Tliere  are  some  marvelous 
Silvers  here.  The  White  Dorkings  are  disappointing,  the  best 
of  them  l)eing  decidedly  inferior  to  those  shown  at  St.  Louis, 
though  the  same  stock  and  some  of  the  same  birds  are  here. 

Orpingtons  are  good  classes  "for  Boston,"  but  not  as  large 
as  the  New  lork  classes.  The  White,  Brown  and  Buff  Leg- 
horns are  all  well  represented  and  good  quality  in  all  classes. 
Minorca  classes  bring  out  some  birds  as  good  as  the  best.  The 
S.  C.  Black  class  is  small  compared  with  some  classes  we  have 
seen  here  and  at  New  York.  A  novelty  in  this  class  is  the 
Uose  Comb  White  Jlinorca,  of  which  a  cockerel  and  two 
pullets  are  shown,  and  they  are  very  creditable  specimens. 

l?lue  Andalusians  surprise  us  with  the  largest  Mediterranean 
class  in  the  show.  Black  Spanish  bring  another  surprise  with 
l)y  far  the  best  class  of  the  breed  I  have  ever  seen.  Some  of 
the  old  tiiuers  who  used  to  l)reed  them  years  ago  say  they, 
too,  never  saw  a  class  like  this.  The  cream  of  the  class  comes 
from  Canada,  but  a  Massachusetts  exhibitor  has  a  good  string 
of  birds  that  are  close  up.  People  rub  their  eyes  and  ask  if 
tliis  means  the  return  of  the  Black  Spanish  to  popularity.  It 
would  be  rasli  to  prophesy  aflirm:itively ,  but  from  my  point  of 
view  it  would  be  well  to  see  this  and  many  another  neglected 
l)reed  more  generally  kept.  We  have  many  breeds  and  varie- 
ties, but  then  we  are  many  fanciers  of  many  minds  and  tastes, 
and  when  we  consider  the  more  numerous  varieties  of  vege- 
tables, fruits,  and  flowers,  the  number  of  varieties  of  poultry 
looks  very  moderate. 

Polish  classes  are  made  up  largely  by  the  same  exhibitors 
whose  birds  we  saw  at  New  York.  In  Hamburgs  we  see 
some  nice  birds,  and  the  classes  well  filled,  as  they  should  be, 
for  Boston  is  something  of  a  Hamburg  center.  The  only  dis- 
appointing thing  in  the  Hamburgs  is  the  general  absence  of 
good  sizetl  birds.  For  several  years  the  Hamburgs,  especially 
the  Silver  Spangled,  have  been  quite  large,  but  this  year  they 
seem  to  have  gone  back  in  that  respect.  The  Red  Caps  which 
we  see  here  are  fowls  of  the  Hamburg  type,  but  larger  and 
coarser.  Some  of  these  are  as  fine  specimens  of  their  kind  as 
you  are  ever  likely  to  see,  one  hen  in  particular,  being  a  very 
beautiful  anti  attractive  bird. 

Hiiudans  are  one  of  the  smallest  classes  I  have  seen  here, 
and  not  at  all  a  strong  class.  Faverolles,  Lakenvelders,  and 
Exhibition  Games  are  just  sample  classes.  Cornish  Indian 
Games  are  good,  and  Pit  Games  more  numerous  and  a  more 
attractive  lot  than  the  E.vhibitioii  Games.  Here  are  a  few 
Sumatras,  Silkies,  Phoenix,  Aseels,  Blue  Polish,  and  capons, 
odds  and  ends  in  which  there  is  generally  no  competition,  but 
they  attract  the  attention  of  the  curious,  and  add  to  the  gen- 
eral interest  in  the  exhibit.  The  duck,  goose,  and  turkey 
classes  are  nearly  all  represented,  and  some  of  them  quite 
large  classes,  and  taken  right  through,  as  good  a  lot  as  has 
been  brought  here  for  some  years. 

Bantams  make  a  show  by  themselves,  occupying  the  large 
stage  ill  Exhibition  Hall.  We  can  see  them  here  to  much 
better  advantage  than  at  New  York,  where  they  were  staged 
in  the  gallery,  and  this,  no  doubt,  gives  a  more  favorable 
impression  of  them. 

While  we  have  been  hastily  going  through  these  classes,  the 
noon  hour  has  passed,  and  as  we  make  our  way  to  the  lunch 
counter  we  realize  that  people  are  coming  in  fast,  for  from 
this  point  of  view  we  watch  them  come  through  the  doors  a 
steady  stream  that  seems  to  lose  itself  among  the  exhibits. 

Back  at  the  F.-P.  stand  I  meet  a  man  who  stops  to  compli- 
ment me  on  the  lesson  on  "  Inbreeding  and  Line-Breeding," 
and  I  am  reminded  that  last  evening  I  met  another  who 
wanted  to  send  me  some  medical  works  that  would  give  me 
more  light  on  the  subject,  and  perhaps  lead  me  to  see  the  error 
in  my  teachings.  I  decline<l  to  investigate  the  medical  views. 
I  have  read  some  volumes  of  them,  and  as  I  told  my  mentor, 
would  give  more  for  the  views  of  one  poultryman  who  had 
given  inbreeding  a  thorough  practical  test  than  for  the  views 
of  all  the  medical  writers  th.it  ever  treated  the  suiiject. 

Let  us  not  stay  here  too  long.  If  I  had  the  voice  of  a  fog 
horn  and  a  throat  of  leather  I  would  like  nothing  better  than 
to  stand  here  and  talk  to  the  subscril)ers  new  and  old  who 
have  questions  to  ask  or  experierices  to  relate,  but  I  discovered 
some  years  back  that  the  wear  and  tear  of  contact  with  the 
multitude  of  shovvgoers  is  very  much  less  when  you  move 
atiout  than  when  you  stay  in  one  place;  and  a  week  at  a 
l>oultry  show  takes  a  good  deal  out  of  the  average  man,  even 
when  he  saves  himself  all  he  can. 

The  ^  practical"  display  is  limited  to  some  dozens  of  plates 
of  eggs.  For  some  years  this  show  made  a  specialty  of  its 
practical  department,  but  the  support  from  poultrymen  was 
so  small,  and  their  expense  and  trouble  of  getting  out  an 
exhibit  was  so  great,  that  it  was  dropped.  The  greatest  difli- 
culty  in  the  way  of  getting  up  competitive  i)ractica!  displays 
of  dressed  poultry  here  is  the  general  lack  of  interest  in  the 
production  of  fowls  of  first  class  market  type  and  quality. 
Good  exhibits  of  this  kiud  can  usually  be  secured  only  from 
ilealers  who  are  able  to  select  a  few  good  specimens  from  the 
hundreds  or  thousands  they  handle.  Something  needs  to  be 
done  to  stimulate  efforts  to  produce  fowls  of  uniform  shape, 
and  good  table  shape.  At  the  dinner  of  the  League  of  N.  E. 
Poultry  Associations,  on  Thursday  evening,  Mr.  F.  L.  Sewell 
mentione<I  as  one  of  the  things  the  League  might  take  up  —  a 


thing  that  ought  to  be  done  —  the  development  ol  the  (/ractical 
side  at  poultry  shows. 

To  all  who  have  a  personal  Interest  iu  any  phase  of  poultry 
culture,  this  show  offers  a  practically  inexhaustible  field  of 
investigation.  You  may  go  on  seeing  things  and  talking  to 
people  until  from  sheer  weariness  you  quit  and  either  drop 
into  a  seat  or  go  out  for  a  stroll,  or,  if  so  disposed  —  a  drink. 
Then  as  soon  as  you  have  had  a  brief  rest  and  begin  to  mingle 
with  the  tfjroug  again,  you  find  always  new  people  and  new 
ideaic 

There  is  one  thing  that  It  is  well  to  keep  in  mind  at  a  show . 
and  that  Is,  that  the  greater  number  of  those  who  will  talk  to 
you  have  some  measure  of  financial  Interest  In  the  Ideas  they 
bring  up.  Their  ideas  or  Information  may  not  be  on  tliul 
account  less  valuable,  but  for  your  owu  self  protection  It  i- 
well  not  to  put  too  implicit  confidence  in  what  people  sav.  lie 
cautious,  and  accept  as  true  and  sincere  and  disinterested  only 
as  mucli  as  is  plainly  and  unmistakably  so.  Above  all,  avoid 
the  man  who  needlessly  and  loudly  protests  his  disinterest  in 
the  matters  he  gives  so  much  time  to  explaining  for  your 
benefit.

Thursday  liriugs  out  the  largest  attendance  in  the  history  of 
the  show.  It  is  needless  to  continue  to  discuss  the  days  In 
detail.  We  have  seen  in  a  way  all  the  exhibits  bat  the 
pigeons,  pet  stock,  and  cats.  In  these,  I  must  confess,  I  have 
never  been  able  to  get  up  interest  enough  to  give  an  intelligent 
account  of  them.  My  lack  of  interest  In  them  sometimes 
makes  me  wonder  whether  anyone  who  becomes  interested  In 
poultry  late  iu  life  ever  has  such  an  interest  in  it  as  those  who 
instinctively  take  to  it  In  childhood.  The  living  things  that 
interested  me  most  as  a  boy  are  still  of  most  interest  to  me. 
Those  it  was  my  fortune  to  learn  to  handle  as  a  boy  I  can 
handle  and  care  for  with  an  ease  and  judgment  which  I  found 
it  impossible  to  acquire  with  those  taken  up  in  mature  years. 
It  has  seemed  to  me  as  I  meet  poultrymen  that  the  quality  of 
the  interest  of  those  whose  interest  dates  from  a  period 
comparatively  late  in  life  was,  as  a  rule,  quile  ditterent  from 
that  of  those  who  began  early. 

In  the  afternoon  the  League  of  New  England  Poultry 
Associations  meets  to  complete  its  permanent  organization. 
There  are  here  some  eighteen  delegates  representing  eight 
associations,  but  unfortunately  the  delegates  from  one  associ- 
ation are  minus  their  credentials,  and  have  no  votes. 

In  other  rooms  the  Eastern  White  Wyandotte  Club  and  the 
National  \Vhite  Wyandotte  Club  are  holding  meetings.  The 
New  England  Plymouth  Rock  Club  held  its  meeting  this 
morning. 

Friday  is  a  balmy  spring  day,  with  attendance  not  uji  to 
Thursday — that  could  not  be  expected,  Inn  re<rord  breaking 
among  Fridays.  Saturday  is  children's  day,  a  warm,  moist 
winter  day.  The  weather  outside  is  not  at  all  cheering,  but  it 
is  not  bad  enough  to  discourage  attendance.  Among  the 
children  you  may  notice  numerous  little  flocks  from  the  city, 
each  attended  by  a  young  woman,  whom  you  surmise  to  be 
the  teacher  of  a  city  school  iu  one  of  the  poorer  districts.  Slie 
keeps  her  little  flock  close  together,  and  they  seem  to  look  at 
everything  with  an  awed  curiosity  quite  noticeably  lacking  In 
the  children  who  come  regularly  to  this  show,  and  regard  the 
day  here  as  a  sort  of  winter  picnic.  These  are  usually  children 
of  exhibitors  or  others  in  regular  attendance  at  the  show,  and 
are  brought  in  the  morning  and  left  to  see  the  show  at  their 
own  sweet  wills.  An  account  of  some  of  their  experiences 
would  be  extremely  interesting  were  anyone  able  to  write  it 
up.  The  fragments  of  it  the  grown  folks  get  are  often 
amusing  and  suggestive.  Nearly  all  the  childien  are  indus- 
trious collectors  of  free  literature.  I  notice  several  small  boys, 
who,  taught  by  past  experience  with  unmanageable  bundles  of 
ciiculars  and  booklets  of  ditterent  sizes  and  shapes,  have 
brought  their  school  book  straps  with  them. 

It  is  noticeable,  too,  as  the  children  go  about  with  their 
armfuls  of  catalogues  and  leaflets,  that  expensive  catalogues 
are  not  being  given  out  as  indiscriminately  as  in  the  past  few 
years.  Last  year  probably  saw  the  limit  in  gratuitous  distri- 
bution of  valuable  catalogues. 

The  people  today  present  a  mixture  of  fresh  interest  and 
weariness.  Most  of  those  who  have  been  here  all  week  are 
dead  tired,  but  there  Is  quite  a  large  attendance  of  people  who 
have  all  week  anticipated  a  visit  to  the  show  as  the  pleasure  In 
reserve  for  their  Saturday  half  holiday.  Were  it  not  for  them 
and  the  children,  Saturday  at  the  show  wouki  he  unmeasur- 
ably  dull.  I  think  the  most  dismal  place  imaginable  is  a  poul- 
try show  on  a  last  day  when  the  attendance  Is  small. 

At  ten  o'clock  tonight  the  lights  are  turned  down  for  a  few 
moments  while  the  last  stray  sightseers  make  their  way  out. 
It  is  all  over  now  but  the  packing,  in  a  few  moments  the 
lights  are  turned  on  again,  and  iu  an  instant  there  develops;  a 
scene  of  bustle  and  confusion  that  outclasses  all  the  rush  of 
preparation.  As  there  is  no  show  on  for  ne.vt  week,  the  birds 
that  are  handled  by  the  management  need  not  be  hurried  out. 
They  can  take  their  lime  about  sending  them  off.  But  the 
exhibitors  who  came  with  their  birds  generally  want  to  pack 
them,  and  have  them  ready  to  go  I'ight  out  on  late  trains. 
Some  who  have  nottoofar  to  go  h.ive  teams  to  take  their  coops 
home.  Every  exhibitor  who  knows  his  busiuess  Is  eager  to 
get  his  stock  out  and  home  again,  and  begin  to  get  iu  shape 
for  the  breeding  season.  Not  a  few  birds  that  have  won 
honors  here  have  won  them  at  the  cost  of  future  usefulness  — 
perliaps  of  life.  Showing  is  very  hard  on  most  fowls.  O'  ca- 
sionally  one  is  found  that  can  stand  it  to  be  shown  repeatedly, 
but  for  every  one  such  there  are  many  that  are  never  the  same 
again  after'being  shown.  The  risk,  however,  Is  one  tlie 
breeder  who  shows  for  either  fame  or  money  has  to  take,  and 
I  hose  who  show  where  competition  is  strong  have  to  risk  thffr 
best  fowls.

Harrison  Weir  -  Naturalist,  Fancier,  and  Artist 


CI^OSKLV  fijlii>«iiin  the  tleaiU  of  Mr.  Lewis  WrisUl, 
comeN  tbe  aiiiioiiiiceiiieiil  of  uiiolber  veter:iii  En;;- 
llsh  fancier  wljo^e  influence  on  poultry  culture  In 
£iis;li»Li  .'■peaking  lantl.t  lias  been  ileep  and  far  reacli- 
ing.  Mr.  Harrison  Weir  illcd  on  January  3il,  at  \>U  home  at 
Appledore,  Kent,  Eng.,  in  bis  eigljiy-tirsl  year. 

Mr.  Weir'n  work  an  a  poultry  artist  In  of  Inestimable  value. 
Throughout  hi.s  long  life  he  drew  fowls  as  be  saw  ihcrn.  He 
never  iilealized.  All  bis  work  was  true  to  nature.  I'robably 
ihls  faithfulness  to  nature  made  bis  work  of  less  educational 
Value  to  his  contemporaries  than  the  work  of  Mr.  F.  L. 
.Si;well,our  leading  American  poultry  artist,  but  the  bistorlc 
value  of  Mr.  Weih's  work  seems  to  tis  unqnesiionably  greater. 

Mr.  Weir  was  a  prolific  writer  —  sometimes  too  prolific. 
Many  years  of  his  life  were  devoted  to  bis  great  book  on 
(lonliry,  but  it  Is  extremely  doubtful  whether  Ibis  work,  too 
discursive  and  verbose  in  style  for  a  book,  will  gain  a  place  In 
poultry  literature  commensurate  with  tbe  genius  of  ilieauthor 
and  the  time  expended  on  It.  ]t  is  essentially  a  reference 
woiU  for  the  few  students  of  poultry  literature,  while  Mr. 
Weir  might  have  made  It  more  popular  in  size,  style  and  price 
to  tlie  great  advantage  of  all.  From  Poultry  (Eng.,)  we 
finote  the  following  extended  biographical  sketch: — 

"  The  reputation  of  Harrison  Weir  was  not  confined  to  a 
country.  It  was  world  wide,  for  he  was  among  the  first  to  give 
us  those  beautiful  represenlaiions  of  bird  and  animal  life  that 
added  such  a  charm  to  the  books  of  the  childhood 
days  of  the  present,  and  a  past  generation.  His 
ready  pen  and  graphic  pencil  ever  upheld  the  cau.se 
of  humanity,  and  pointed  out  In  a  most  charming 
manner  the  beauties  of  animated  nature.    His  great 
aim  was  to  engender  a  love  for  the  brute  creation  ; 
ami  in  that  he  was  successful,  for  his  work  will  have 
a  lasting  influence.     Many  of  onr  be.st  work.s  on 
animals,  and  poultry  in  particular,  are  illustrated  by 
him,  and  the  |)lctures  will  go  down  to  posterity  as 
worthy  examples  of  the  work  of  a  great  artist. 

"  When  tbe  late  Mr.  Harrison  Weir  and  bis  elder 
brother;  the  late  John  Jenner  Weir,  were  very  small 
boys,  their  father,  who  was  an  artist  of  no  small 
ai>ility,  was  wont  to  sketi-b  birds  and  dogs  before  his 
sons,  giving  each  a  pencil  and  paper,  and  telling 
ihem  to  make  copies  of  his  draw  ings.  Thus  it  was 
that  before  he  was  five  years  old,  Mr.  Weir  couM 
'  scribble  a  little.'  In  May,  1S29,  he  accompanied 
his  mother  on  a  visit  to  a  relative  who  resided  i« 
K-enI,  and  it  was  on  that  ocitasion  that  the  future 
renowned  draughtsman  was  lost,  and  subsequently 
discovereil  in  the  farm  yanl  ililigeiltly  striving  to 
portray  some  of  the  fowls. 

"  Xo  one  knew  more  than,  it  as  miich  as,  Mr. 
Weir  of  the  old  farm  poultry;  he  bad  exceptional 
o|)portunities  of  gaining  know  ledicc  on  that  subject, 
as  not  only  did  his  father  keep  the  fowls,  but  he 
also  reared  tbe  breeds  for  years.  And  in  his  lime 
liE  kept  almost  every  variely  of  poultry,  with  llie 
exception  of  Malays  and  Scots  Grays. 

"  Until  the  day  of  his  death  he  had  in  his  posses- 
sion a  royal  letter  of  permit,  dated  184.").  to  sketch 
at  tbe  Royal  Poultry  Yard,  Windsor,    lie  also  saw- 
all  the  shows  held  at  the  Zoological  Gardens,  and 
some  of  the  late  Queen  Victoria's  first  Cochins,  while  be  had 
the  distinction  of  being  the  only  man  living  who  could  say 
tliat  be  painted  a  (dcture  of  the  Queen's  Gray  Shans;hais  In 
l!S.")3.    Ac  Windsor  be  bandied  every  one  of  these  fowls,  antl 
he  also  carefidlv  sketidied  and  e.vaniined  the  £10.")  pen  of 
Dark  Brabmas  (?).    He  also  saw  and  bandied  many  iniporieil 
Slianghais,  including  those  of  Jlr.  Stiirgess. 

"  Nearly  sixty  years  ago  we  find  Mr.  \yeir  was  exbibilini; 
poultry,  and  bis  name  appeared  until  a  year  ago  In  the  cat.i- 
logues  of  one  or  two  exhibitions.  Previous  to  bis  retirement 
n  few  years  since.  Mr.  Weir  had  been  a  judge  of  poultry, 
jiigeons,  cage  birds,  cats,  and  other  live  stock  for  over  twenly- 
tive  years,  officiating  at  such  important  fixtures  aslhenaili 
and  West  of  England,  an'd  for  nineteen  consecutive  years  he 
handled  tbe  pigeons  at  Rirminghara. 

•'He  was  also  juclge  of  the  table  decorations  at  the  Horti- 
cultural .Show  at  tlie  Crystal  Palace  for  many  years. 

''As  a  pigeon  fancier  M''- Weir  was  highly  successful.  In 
1833  be  commenced  with  a  flight  of  high  flying  Baldhead  and 
oilier  Tumblers.  These,  be  was  fond  of  relating,  wonl.i 
tumble  over  quietly  witlinul  losing  their  place  in  the  fligh'. 
They  would  fly  for  two  or  more  hours  at  a  time  at  a  great 
altitude,  taking  circles,  and  looking  as  small  as  larks.  Mr. 
Weir  subsequently  kept  pigeons-  of  almost  every  variely, 
both  English  and  German,  witli  a  few  Orientals  also.  In  1847 
he  had  some  tine  .lacobins,  Barbs,  B'antails,  and  Ttirbit«. 
Almost  his  first  experience  as  an  exhibitor  was  in  18.')4,  ':it 
Birmingham  show,  where  be  was  awarded  a  silver  medal  for 
a  pair  of  Fantails,  and  another  for  a  pair  of  Red  Baldbeails. 
lie  was  also  successful  at  Brighton  the  s«me  year.  In  IW.t 
be  won  the  only  ten  guinea  cup  ever  offered  at  Birmingliam 
for  pigeons,  whiJe  in  1856  be  sold  the  birds  which  won  the 
cup  ffi-r  Tp\s,  Again,  at  Anerley,  the  same  year,  he  won  a 
ten  guinea  cup,  and  the  Toy  cup  at  Birmingham  the  following 


year.  He  also  took'a  large  nundier  of  fir-t- .m  i  i-ei-wii.l-  i; 
other  shows. 

'•  About  forty  to  forty-five  years  ago,  Mr.  WVir  bad  a 
'  fancy  '  for  trotting  horses,  and  owned  from  time  to  time  .some 
that  would  do  their  fourteen  miles  in  tbe  hour,  and  one,  a 
thoroughbred  mare,  that  covered  sixteen  in  harness.  At  that 
time  be  used  to  ride  horseback,  or  drive  to  and  from  bis 
country  residence  to  the  metropolis,  a  ilist^nce  of  some  Ibirl}- 
si.x  to  thirty-eight  miles,  without  the  slightest  fati'.'ue.  AntI 
w  hen  he  was  nineteen  years  old  be  once  walked,  for  a  wager, 
six  miles  under  tbe  hour. 

•' As  a  horticulturist,  Mr.  Weir  rai.sed  new  colors  in  gerani- 
um-, one,  Kate  Greenaway,  being  the  best  of  its  day.  He  also 
hybridized  cactus  with  mui'h  succes.-;  ami  he  grew  grapes  so 
well  that  he  was  awardeil  the  silver  Banksian  medal  by  the 
Itoyal  Horticultural  .Society,  besides  receiving  on  one  occasion 
tbe  highest  price  for  a  bunch  at  Covent  Garden,  namely,  t2. 

"  Mr.  Weir  had  an  extensive  and  valiiatile  library,  and  his 
collection  of  svorks  on  poultry  was  the  largest  in  existence; 
some  ilateil  back  to  tbe  sixteenth  century,  ami  were  very  rare 
indeed. 

••  He  was  nine  years  In  the  1st  Surrey  Volunteer  Rifles,  and 
was  lieutenant  an<l  riding  <iiiartermaster,  retiring  from  active 
service  about  thirty  years  a<;o,  though  he  was  a  life  member 
of  tlie  corps. 

"For  many  year-  .Mr.  Weir  wti- mi  the  f  rnit  committee  of 


the  Royal  Florticultural  .Society,  resigning  on  tlie  death  of  his 
brother,  to  whom  he  was  greatly  attached. 

"  Mr.  Weir  was  tbe  original  promoter  of  tbe  cat  show  at  the 
(  rystal  Palace,  in  1872,  and  w  as  presented  by  the  directors 
with  a  large  and  handsome  silver  flagon  as  a  souvenir  in  con- 
nection with  bis  successful  eflorts  to  .start  the  shows.  He  was 
also  one  of  tlie  first  meinbeis  of  tbe  Cat  Club,  and  its  first 
president.  With  Mr.  Frederick  Taylor,  of  the  Crystal  Palace, 
and  Jlr.  Holmes  Pegler,  be  inaugurated  the  first  doiikev,  mule, 
and  goat  sbow^it  the  palace,  aiuj  at  the  first  exhibition  judged 
the  niiiies  and  donkeys. 

"  The  Dairy  Farmers'  Association  was  greatly  indebted  to 
Mr.  Weir,  as  he  was  one  of  the  original  promoters  of  tlie  Dairy 
show,  and  desiuned  the  medal  which  the  association  now  uses, 
and  to  whom  Mr.  Weir  presented  it.  With  Jlr.  W.  Lort  as  a 
colleague,  he  judged  the  mules  at  the  first  show.  For  his 
valued  services  the  association  oft'ered  him  a  life  membership, 
but  this  he  declined,  saying  that  what  be  had  done  w  ;is  for  the 
benefit  of  all,  and  not  for  reward.  With  the  late  lamented 
Mr.  Alexander  Coniyns  he  started  the  Piireon  Club,  and  was 
its  first  president,  an  oflice  which  he  held  for  many  years.  He 
w  as  also  a>sociate{l  with  the  Poultry  Club  for  some  time,  ami 
at  the  time  of  demise  was  a  vice-president  to  the  I'tility  Poul- 
try Club. 

'•  To  Mr.  Weir  it  was  given  to  know  intimately  Thackeray, 
.lerrold,  Frank  Talfourd,  Blackniore.  Fenn,  Ban  y  Cornw  all, 
.Mayhew,  Albert  ."smith,  and  Mark  Lemon,  and  man^  others 
now  numbered  with  the  past.  He  was  one  of  the  oldest  mem- 
bers of  the  Savage  Club,  as  well  as  belonging  to  other  clubs  of 
hisrh  standing,  such  as  the  Constitutional,  Wigwarm,  Wiiite- 
friars,  and  Horticultural.  He  was  the  author  of  several 
cliaiming  books,  among  which  is  'Our  Cats,'  the  standard 
work  on  the  subject.  He  also  produced  '  Every  Day  in  the 
Country'  aud  'Our  Poultiy,'  as  well  as  having  edited  'The 


I'oetry  of  Nature,"  'Aniinai  .Mories.  Uid  and  New,'  and  •  Bir-i 
■Stories,  Old  and  New."  He  w  as  the  only  surviving  meuil>er  '<'. 
the  original  staff  of  tbe  lUunlrnied  Luitdou  .Veir.s,  and  w  as. 
with  another  writer,  tbe  only  one  of  the  first  stafl'of  the  Fif:l" 
when  Mark  Lemon  was  editor,  besides  having  been  on  tlie 
original  staff  of  the  Grii]iliir,  Piclnriol  Times,  Fictorinl 
World,  and  Black  and  fV/iite. 

•'  As  a  painter,  be  was  a  member  of  the  Institute  of  Painters 
in  Water  Colors,  ami  exhibite<l  at  tbe  Royal  Academy,  tbe  old 
British  Institute,  and  other  famous  galleries. 

"  For  over  thirty  years  be  designed  the  race  and  other  silver 
cups  for  Messrs.  Garrard,  tbe  Queen's  jeweler-:  and  he  al.-o 
designed  very  successful  wall  paper-  for  Me«srs.  .Jeffreys,  a- 
well  as  designing  for  the  Indian  government  two  large  certifi- 
cates of  merit  for  their  Hor-e  show. 

"  As  a  naturalist,  Mr.  Weir  knew  Darwin,  with  whom  be 
bad  much  correspondence;  also  Yarrel,  Edward  Newman,  and 
others.  He  was  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  I'hiloperisteroii 
Society,  and  was  virtually  it-  last  president,  moving  from  the 
chair  that  it  should  lie  amal:.'amated  with  the  National.  When 
he  resigned,  Mr.  E-quilant  was  elected  to  carry  the  work 
through. 

"  That  Mr.  Weir  made  bis  mark  in  the  world  sioes  wilbout 
saying.    He  was  the  doyen  of  the  poultry  and  pigeon  fancier-, 
and  besiiles  lieing  an  artist  and  fancier,  w  as  a  naturalist,  an 
antiquarian,  and  a  poet  of  no  mean  repute.   Some  years  before 
his  decease  he  led  a  very  retired  life,  and  resided  at 
his  beautiful  home  at  Appledore,  amid  his  books,  bis 
flowers,  and  his  poultry.    No  one  perhaps  worked 
more  consistently   and   straightforwardly   for  tbe 
benefit  of  the  fancy,  for  so  long  a  period  as  the  late 
Mr.  Weir,  or  deserved  so  well  at  their  bands." 

It  is  also  well  worth  while  to  quote  in  this  con- 
nection a  few  paragraphs  from  Mr.  Weir's  story  of 
his  early  interest  in  poultry,  as  given  in  the  preface 
to  •'  The  Poultry  Book."' 

"  Many  of  our  relatives  and  friends  living  in  Kent 
and  Sussex  were  farmers,  and  that  chiefly  of  their 
own  land  or  of  large  holdings;  and  it  may  be  said 
that  all,  as  a  rule,  kept  tbe  best  of  farm  stock,  and 
the  poultry  was  not  only  a  profitable  adjunct,  but 
things  of  beauty  of  the  highest  excellence,  whether 
for  tbe  table  or  for  the  production  of  eggs. 

'' The  farmer  and  poultry  fancier  of  today  has  but 
little  or  no  idea  of  the  superior  and  long  tested  qual- 
ity of  the  then  ancient  breeds  of  fowls  nurtured  and 
kept  about  our  southern  homesteads,  nor  how  much 
they  were  cared  for,  appreciated,  and  valued. 

•■  Both  the  cocks  and  hens  were  most  carefully  and 

thoughtfully  selected,  not  only  for  their  fineness  of 
flesh,  thinness  of  skin,  their  form  and  size,  hut  also 
for  their  uniformity  and  beauty,  of  color;  in  Ibis 
respect  districts  and  f;irms  were  known  as  bavin>;  a 
certain  specialty,  and  the  fowls  were  not,  as  many 
modern  writers  ignorantly  state,  unculled  or  un- 
m.itcbed.  In  many  cases  the  housewives  were  as 
firoud,  if  not  more  so,  of  their  poultry  as  any  cattle 
breeder  was  or  could  be  of  his  cattle.  Often  would 
they  take  my  brother  and  myself  at  tbe  feeding  time 
into  tbe  poultry  yard,  and  there  point  out  the  best, 
and  tell  us  why  they  were  tbe  best,  and  what  were 
their  chief  points  of  excellence,  or  their  beauty  of  color  or 
markings ;  and  further  tell  us  how  the  same  kind  and  breeil 
had  been  kept  and  reared  on  the  land  for  many  generations ; 
and  also  when  some  were  killed  and  plucked  for  the  table  for 
culinary  purposes,  we  were  shown  what  constituted  a  fir-t 
class  fowl  as  regarded  size,  color  of  flesh,  fineness  of  fiber, 
thinness,  whiteness  and  smoothness  of  the  skin,  tbe  even 
distribution  of  tbe  white  fat,  the  squareness  of  tbe  body—  fur 
none  were  then  in  favor  of  the  long  breast,  as  now  advocated, 
and  which  latter  Is  a  mistaixe,  as  It  must  be  wanting  in  depth ; 
but  with  tbe  shape  then  bred  an  exceeding  plumpness  of 
breast  was  obtained.  Tbe  Partridge  was  invariably  quoted  as 
'the  moilel  form'  of  what  a  fowl  should  be,  with  rather 
more  leg  and  thigh,  the  shanks  being  In  due  proportion  ;  and 
they  one  and  all  were  most  particular  that  tbe  shanks  (then 
called  legs)  should  be  white,  and  fleshy  scaled,  w  ith  feet  five- 
toed  w  hite — even  one  dark  nail  was  considered  a  blemish  and 
rejected  as  breeding  stock.  We  were  shown  where  to  luok 
for  tbe  bens'  eggs,  and  trained  In  tbe  feeding  and  rearing  of 
chickens,  and  to  note  the  times  of  fattening,  the  hen's  praiings. 
cacklings,  and  callings;  tbe  cock's  Growings  were  talked  of  as 
noticeable,  as  varying  both  In  power  and  tone,  and  as  indica- 
tions of  health  and  strength  that  were  not  to  be  lost  sight  "f 
when  choosing  tbe  birds  of  tbe  year  for  mating  as  breeding 
stock. 

"  Several  methods  of  fattening  tbe  chicken  were  shown  to 
us,  and  bow  to  pluck  a  dead  fowl  properly,  while  the  carving 
of  one  on  the  talile  was  not  neglected. 

'•  All  of  this  was  well  over  '  sixty  years  since,'  and  thus  it 
has  been  that  almost  from  very  infancy  I  have  grown  into  the 
knowledge  and  love  of  our  'farm'  and  'fancy'  poultry,  and 
which  to  me  has  been  a  source  of  everlasting  pleasure  both 
in  thought  and  reality.  Having  kept  almost  every  variety,  not 
only  have  I  studied  fowls  from  a  poulterer's  view,  but  as  & 
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naUiralist,  auil,  lastly,  as  an  artist,  professionally  and  otln  r- 
wise  attending  poultry  shows,  from  lUat  of  IMo  at  tbe  Zoo- 
logical Societies  Gardens,  and  elsewhere  to  the  present  time, 
often  acting  as  one  of  the  judges,  and  have  been  also  an 
exhibitor  for  nearly  lilty  years.  During  this  lime  I  have  seen, 
linown,  and  conversed  with  ihose  fanciers  of  llie  far  otl"  past 
US  10  what  poultry  was,  and  those  breeders  of  the  day  as  to 
what  it  now  is;  and  thus  by  tlieirs  and  my  own  lon^  and 
almost  uniqne  exiierlence  have  gathered,  I  hope,  a  true  and 


certain  knowledge  of  the  varieties  uf.^lhe. breeds,  both  old  and 
new." 

Tbe  reader  will  readily  understand  from  this  sluteraeiit  how 
it  was  that  i[r.  Weir  had  so  little  patience  with  either  the 
extreme  developments  of  the  fancy  which  neglected  the  prac- 
tical qualities  of  the  old  breeils,  or  with  the  practices  of  those 
who  in  his  judgment  were  pnltiiig  out  old  breeds  under  new 
iianies.  Atticks  on  both  theae  errors  were  conspicuous 
features  of  his  later  writings. 


The   Trade   in   Day   Old  Chicks 


DnitlNG  the  la»t  few  years  an  entirely  new  branch  of 
the  poultry  industry  has  sprung  up  in  England, 
namely,  that  of  selling  young  chickens  directly  from 
the  incubators.  For  many  years  past  it  has  been 
extensively  carried  out  in  France  and  on  the  continent  of 
Eirro[>e  generally,  but  it  is  only  vvilhiu  comparatively  recent 
times  Ibat  much  has  been  attempted  in  this  direction  in  Eng- 
l.ind.  It  is,  however,  a  trade  which  possesses  many  distinct 
ailrantages,  both  to  the  buyer  and  to  the  seller.  It  will  be 
rcadiiy  admitted  by  those  who  have  had  any  experience  in  the 
m  itter  that  selling  or  l)uyingeggs  for  hatching  purposes  is  one 
of  the  most  uiisatisfaclury  branches  of  poidlry  keeping.  So 
many  things  are  liable  to  happen  which  will  seriously  att'ect  the 
batching  results;  the  eggs  may  be  broken  in  transit;  during 
severe  weather  they  may  be  frosted  cn  route ;  if  they  have  to 
travel  by  train  the  shaking  may  do  them  harm,  and  afiect  the 
chickens,  when  hatched  ;  and  lastly,  they  may  l)e  infertile.  As 
far  as  this  latter  point  is  concerned,  it  is  customary  to  replace 
iiilertiles  or  return  tbe  money,  but  this  by  no  means  com- 
pensates for  the  loss,  as  in  the  former  case  very  valuable  lime 
may  be  wasted,  and  even  if  the  money  be  returned,  this  does 
not  altogether  make  up  for  the  loss.  When  one  is  buying  eggs 
for  hatching  only  the  possibility  of  chickenscan  be  purchased  ; 
no  matter  what  price  be  paid  for  the  eggs,  one  cannot  insure 
obtaining  chickens  therefrom. 

For  those  who  are  desirous  of  purchasing  new  stock  birds  in 
the  most  economical  manner,  I  know  of  no  better  way  than 
buying  day  or  week  old  chickens.  A  risk  must  be  run,  of 
course,  of  having  too  large  a  percentage  of  cockerels,  but  they 
can  usually  be  disposed  of  at  a  price  to  more  than  pay  fc/r  the 
lalior  and  food  expended.  Moreover,  tbe  chickens  should 
only  be  purchased  from  a  man  whom  one  can  thoroughly  trust, 
as  otherwise  tbe  most  worthless  birds  may  be  substituted.  At 
a  day  or  a  week  old  the  points  of  the  birds  cannot,  of  course, 
be  distinguished,  and  thus  only  a  trustworthy  man  should  be 
dealt  with.  I  have  heard  from  time  to  time  of  cases  in  which 
a  high  figure  has  been  paid  for  young  chickens,  but  which, 
when  they  grew  up,  were  worthless  so  far  as  their  trueness  to 
type  was  concerned. 

Not  only  to  the  buyer  is  this  trade  an  advantageous  one,  but 
equally  so  to  the  seller.  Quite  a  large  number  of  places  have 
lately  been  established  for  the  sale  of  young  chickens,  the 
majority  of  which  are  very  successful.  Some  of  them,  it  need 
scarcely  be  added,  have  failed,  butthis  was  probably  owing  to 
the  individual  rather  than  to  any  fault  with  the  trade.  If  one 
has  only  a  small  amount  of  space  at  one's  disposal,  it  may  be 
divided  up  into  runs,  and  stock  birds  maintained  thereupon, 
the  chickens  from  which  can  be  disposed  of  as  soon  as  hatched. 
I  know  a  man  who  has  only  a  few  acres,  who  has  erected 
.scratching  sheds  and  runs,  and  keeps  it  heavily  stocked  with 
pens  of  Buff  Orpingtons,  Plymouth  Rocks,  and  Wyandottes, 
all  the  chickens  from  which,  numbering  many  thousands,  he 
sells  directly  from  the  incubator.  The  breeders  which  he 
requires  every  autumn  to  replace  the  two  year  old  hens,  he 
buys  from  amongst  those  who  have  had  his  chickens.  Another 
man  in  the  north  of  England — a  farmer's  sou,  who  has  the 
run  of  his  father's  farm  —  sold  during  last  year  aljout  2."j,000 
chickens.  A  third, — a  woman— during  tbe  months  of  March, 
April,  and  May,  190.5,  sold  14,000day  old  chickens,  and  intends 
to  very  greatly  increase  her  output  next  season. 

The  business  is  one,  however,  that  requires  a  considerable 
amount  of  capital,  liut  when  carefully  conducteil  is  one  tliat 
yields  an  excellent  return.  At  one  of  the  largest  establish- 
ments of  its  kind  in  the  country ,  forty  incubators  are  employed, 
representing  at  least  $1.2.50.  Besides  this  there  are  the  neces- 
sary buildings,  the  stock  birds,  and  the  requisile  labor.  The 
latter  point,  that  of  labor,  Is  a  very  important  one,  as  only 
thoroughly  trustwoitiiy  and  capable  men  would  be  able  to 
look  after  the  machines  and  the  packing  of  the  chickens. 
.\nother  very  essential  consideration  is  the  supply  of  eggs. 
This  requires  a  large  flock  of  birds,  or  else  excellent  organiz  i- 
tio-n  in  order  to  secure  a  regular  supply.  For  a  plant  turning 
out  1..500  chickens  a  week  during  the  early  months  of  the  year, 
say  for  a  period  of  ei;:hteen  weeks,  about  3.5,000  eggs  will  be 
ne.cessary.  If  we  allosv,  during  these  eighteen  months  an 
average  of  5-t  eggs  for  each  hen,  that  is  three  a  week,  a  flock 
of  about  G30  will  have  to  be  maintained.  -A  very  essential 
feature  in  the  niaiuigenienl  of  the  stock  birds  is  that  they  shall, 
as  far  as  possible,  have  full  freedom,  as  it  is  found  when  they 
are  contined  in  small  runs  the  chickens  therefrom  are  neither 
as  strong  nor  travel  as  well.  It  is  difficult  to  definitely  say 
why  it  should  be  so,  but  nevertheless  it  is  found  to  be  the  case 
in  actual  practice.  The  man  to  whom  I  referred  above,  as 
l  overing  his  few  acres  with  houses  and  runs,  loses  a  larger 
p'Tcentage  in  transit  than  Is  the  case  with  the  farmer  who  has 
t^fvi  nd  Inili'Irfd  (ii^rfs  nyer  which  his  chickens  i-mi  wander, 


When  one  has  only  a  very  limited  area  there  is  another  plan 
which  answers  admirably,  which  consists  in  distributing  pens 
of  breeding  binls  among  the  farmers  and  ciJttagers  in  the 
ilistrict.  This  plan  possesses  the  great  advantage  of  having 
the  fowls  well  scattered,  besides  which  they  probably  receive 
more  attention.  As  to  which  plan  is  adopted  depends  upon 
the  conditions  and  the  opportunities  available. 

The  chickens,  when  hatched,  are  allowed  to  remain  in  the 
IncMibator  until  quite  dry,  when,  it  they  are  going  only  a  short 
journey,  they  are  i)acked  and  sent  away  without  receiving  any 
food.  If  the  journey  is  more  than  a  few  hours  duration,  it  is 
better  to  teach  them  to  feed  before  sending  them  away,  so 
that  they  can  eat  during  the  journey.  Some  prefer  to  keep 
them  about  a  week  before  despatchingthem,  but  I  have  always 
found  it  to  answer  better  to  send  away  as  speedily  as  possible. 
If  the  chickens  become  accustomed  to  a  brooder  they  do  not 
readily  take  to  another,  which  is  liable  to  give  them  a  check, 
and  retard  development.  Curious  as  it  may  appear,  chickens 
ti  avel  better  when  twenty-four  hours  old  than  when  a  couple 
of  days,  and  every  day  after  they  feel  the  effects  more  keenly. 
Should -the  weather  be  very  severe  it  is  perhaps  better  to  keep 
them  a  week  before  sending  away,  as  at  this  age  they  are  able 
to  withstand  the  extremes  of  teiiiperalure  better.  The  box  in 
which  the  chickens  travel  requires  to  be  well  and  substantially 
made,  as  no  artificial  heat  can  be  supplied  to  them  during  the 
journey.  The  best  form  is  one  made  of  inch  boarding  lined 
throughout  wdth  felt  or  flannel,  and  with  a  thick  layer* of  hay 
or  straw  in  the  bottom.  It  should  be  placed  upon  four  small 
legs  or  feet,  in  order  to  insure  dryness,  as  dampness  would 
prove  fatal.  A  few  small  holes  should  be  pierced  around  the 
top  of  the  sides,  so  as  to  provide  the  necessary  ventilation. 
There  should  be  a  small  window  on  one  side,  otherwise  the 
chickens  will  be  in  darkness,  which,  during  a  long  journey, 
would  prevent  their  eating.  The  lid  of  the  box  should  either 
screw  on  or  be  tied,  on  no 
account  nailed,  as  the  ham- 
mering has  a  very  injurious 
effect.  During  cold  weather 
it  is  a  good  plan  to  hang 
strips  of  flannel  from  the 
top  of  the  box,  under  which 
the  chickens  can  nestle.  The 
size  of  the  box  depends,  of 
course,  upon  the  number  of 
chickens  that  is  to  occupy  it, 
but  no  more  room  should 
be  provided  than  is  neces- 
sary. A  convenient  size  for 
a  dozen  chickens  is  12  inches 
by  8  inches,  by  8  inches  high. 
The  hay  with  which  the  box 
is  littered  should  slope 
slightly  towards  the  center, 
in  the  form  of  a  saucer,  so 
that  the  tendency  will  be  for 
the  chickens  to  keep  away 
from  the  outer  walls. 

'l!he  dry  system  of  feeding 
is  certidnly  the  better  when 
the  chickens  have  to  travel. 
Befcye  the  intfoduction  ef 
this  method  a  good  deal  of 
trouble  was  occasioned  by 
feeding  chickens  enroute. 
The  commonest  plan,  when 
the  youngsters  had  to  travel 
a  long  distance,  was  to  fasten 
the  food  in  a  small  bag  to 
the  side  of  the  bo.\,  with  a 
label  attached,  asking  some 
kindly  station  niiister  to  feed 
them  at  certain  intervals. 
When  the  trade  was  first 
introduced  this  was  the 
usual  plan,  and  it  was  quite 
a  feasible  one,  because  It 
was  a  very  rare  occurretu  e 
for  such  young  birds  to 
travel,  and  they  awakened 
a  good  deal  of  interest. 
Now.  however,  when  llie 
trade  has  developed  s  o 
largely,  this  plan  woiil^l  be 
impossible,  and  thus  grain 
Is  supplied.  As  already 
statoil,  hnweyer,  when  tlifi 


journey,  is  of  on ty  a  few  houi  s  duration  the  better  plan  Is  to 
despatch  them  immediately  they  are  tlwroughly  dry,  before 
they  have  had  anything  to  eat. 

Contrary  to  the  opinion  existing  in  the  minds  of  many,  the 
chickens  travel  excellently  without,  moreover,  sustaining  any 
shock,  unless  something  unforeseen  happens.  The  man  In  the 
north  of  England,  to  whom  I  have  already  referred,  told  mc 
that  bis  losses  did  uot  average  more  than  live  per  cent,  taking 
the  whole  season  through.  The  chickens  seem  to  grow  as 
well,  develop  as  quickly,  and  pos.sess  equally  as  good  health 
as  those  batcdud  and  rearpil  on  the  same  place.  A  little  while 
ago  a  friend  of  mine,  living  in  Ireland,  procured  twenl.\-five 
chit-kens  from  the  south  of  France,  more  than  seven  hundred 
miles  away,  twenty-four  of  which  arrived  safe  and  sound, 
notwithstanding  tbe  fact  that  they  had  three  train  and  two  sea 
journeys.  Two  died  three  days  after  their  arrival,  ImiI  the 
remaining  twenty-two  throve  splendidly,  and  attained  maturity 
healthy  and  strong. 

There  is  but  little  dill'erence  between  the  manner  in  which 
the  various  breeds  stand  the  journey,  but  Ine  proprietor  of  a 
large  establishment  recently  stated  that  he  bad  found  the 
heavier  varieties  travel  better  than  the  lighter.  Cross  bred 
birds,  being  invariably  so  much  hardier  and  more  vigorous 
than  the  pure  breeds,  are  able  to  withstaml  the  journey  much 
better;  but  the  prices  [irocured  for  crosses  are  always  so 
much  lower  than  for  the  pure  breeds  that  it  scarcely  i)ays  to 
hatch  them.  As  to  which  breed  or  breeds  shall  be  selected, 
depends  largely  upon  the  location  and  the  demand.  Some 
breeds  are  specially  suited  to  one  district,  others  to  aitother; 
and  this  must  be  taken  in  account  in  ileciding  the  choice. 
Certain  breeds  are  what  may  be  termed  fashionable,  and  for 
such  a  higher  price  is  procurable.  The  price  of  day  old  chick- 
ens varies  so  greatly  that  no  figures  can  be  given  with  any 
degree  of  certainty.  It  varies  with  the  time  of  year,  with  the 
breed  and  strain,  and  with  the  season.  The  price  ranges  from 
$1.25  up  to  as  much  as  $10  or  $12  per  dozen.  Some  experi- 
ments conducted  at  tbe  College  Poultry  Farm,  Theale,  during 
last  spring,  (and  published  in  Fa|{m-I'()11.ti:v),' showed  that, 
assuming  the  cost  of  the  eggs  to  be  two  cents  each,  and  allow- 
ing for  30%  of  fertile  eggs  failing  to  hiitch,  but  without  any 
interest  on  capital,  or  charge  for  labor,  the  actual  expense  of 
producing  a  chicken  is  about  3^  cents,  or -1:2  cents  per  dozen. 
Allowing  for  labor  and  interest  on  ci  pital,  the  price  of  pro. 
duclng  a  dozen  chickens  would  be  not  less  than  84  cents.  Add 
to  this  the  price  of  the  box  for  packini:,  and  the  carriage  to 
(he  station,  I  he  total  expense  of  a  dozen  chickens  would 
amount  to  about  one  dollar.  All  above  this,  therefore,  is  net 
jirotit.  E.  T.  BitowN. 

University  College,  lieading,  England. 
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The  Passing  of  the  Veterans. 

THE  (Jeatb  within  a  tew  weeks  of  two  veteran  £ii{;ll.'>b  fanciers  inevitably  brings  up  ibe 
thouj^bt  tbat  in  ibe  courte  of  nature  Ibe  men  in  Ibis  country  wbo  bave  been  a  part  of 
the  fancy  bince  early  in  its  development  will  soon  all  have  pas>ed  away. 

AmoMj^  Aniericann  wbo  bave  been  coDtiuuou«>ly  and  conspicuously  IdentiBcd  wilb 
poultry  interest.",  and  are  now  well  advanced  in  years,  there  bave  been  few  loses  in  recent 
years.  Death  has  been  busier  among  the  younger  men,  and  a  number  of  those  who  had 
attained  early  eminence  amoni;  fanciers  and  apparently  hail  every  prospect  of  a  long  life,  bave 
witbin  a  few  years  been  taken  away. 

The  group  of  New  England  veterans  probal>ly  cannot  bp  duplicated  an\ wliere  else  on  earth. 
At  the  recent  Boston  show  three  men,  Philander  Wllliam>,  Henry  Ball,  and  H.  li.  May,  all 
over  seventy  years  of  age,  judged  acceptably  in  strong  clashes,  wliile  I.  K.  Felcb,  also  some 
years  past  three  score  and  ten,  spent  a  day  in  the  latter  part  of  the  week  at  Boston,  after 
having  scored  a  show  of  ],;!00  birds  at  Daltoii,  Mass.,  earlier  In  the  week.  Henry  Felcli,  who 
is,  we  believe,  also  past  seventy,  and  wbo  is  ■■till  an  active  fancier,  was  in  attendance  at  the 
show  on  several  days.  Going  out  of  New  England  we  had  among  the  exhibitors  Henry  Hales, 
of  New  Jersey,  and  Wm.  McNeil,  of  Canada.  These  are  all  men  It  Is  a  privilege  to  know  and 
a  pleasure  to  meet,  and  as  we  look  about  among  the  younger  fanciers  we  sometimes  wonder 
which  are  to  survive  to  become  the  veterans  of  iweiitv,  tliirtv,  or  foriv  vears  hence.  . 

The  A.  F.  A.  Meeting  at  Cincinnati. 

AT  TUE  meeting  of  the  American  Poultry  Association,  at  Ciucinuati,  last  month,  that 
organization  nia<le  a  little  history.  As  noted  elsewhere,  it  broke  away  from  the  cus- 
tom of  electing  a  president  from  tiie  locality  in  which  the  meeting  was  held.  Another 
intere>ting  feature  of  the  election  was  the  fact  that  for  the  lir.»t  time  since  "  away 
back,"  (we  don't  recall  how  it  was  then),  it  elected  a  poultry  editor  to  one  of  its  principal 
offices.  Men  connected  with  the  jioultry  press  have  generally  been  conspicuous  for  regular 
attendance  at  meetings;  the  retiring  president  at  one  time  tilleil  an  editorial  position,  one  man 
who  held  the  oflice  of  secretary  has  since  become  an  editor,  but  this  is  the  first  time  the  honor 
has  been  conferred  upon  an  editor  '•  caught  In  the  act.'' 

The  salary  of  the  secretary  was  increased  to  SfiOO  per  annum.  The  old  rate  of  conipen.-a- 
tion  was  just  half  tbat  amount.  The  "raise"  should  call  for  closer  attention  to  duty  on  the 
part  of  the  incumbent.  The  secretaries  of  the  A.  V.  A.,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  (in  which 
numl)er  the  pre.sent  secretary  is  not  included),  have  made  more  reputation  for  slackness  than 
for  promptness  and  accuracy  in  transacting  the  business  of  the  office.  As  it  now  stand>,  the 
salary  seems  to  be  ample  for  the  work  required,  and  poultry  paper  i)ul)|isbers  wbo  sell  .Slanil- 
ards  will  expect  better  service. 

The  price  of  the  t>tan'dards  at  wholesale  is  reduced  for  the  next  lot  to  be  printed,  the  retail 
price  remaining  as  now.  A  committee  of  three  was  appointed  to  get  out  tiK  new  eiiition.  To 
the  motion  creating  this  committee,  F.  1).  Baerman  moved  an  amendment,  giving  the  coininii- 
ice  authority  to  "put  in  the  new  edition,  such  corrections  as  the  committee  decides  are 
necessary." 

This  proposed  grant  of  a  plenary  license  to  tinker  the  .Standard  was  met  by  the  suggestion 
from  Mr.  (i.  M.  Curtis  that  it  be  included  in  the  motion  tbat  the  committee  is  to  make  only  such 
changes  as  are  witbin  the  provisions  of  the  constitution.  The  suggestion  was  promptly 
accepted  by  the  mover  of  the  amendment,  ami  thus  neatly  nullified  it  passed,  as  did  the  original 
motion. 

With  a  new,  correcletl  edition  of  the  .Standard  to  ajipear  soon,  we  advi.se  our  readers  to  hold 
back  their  orders  unless  they  absolutely  need  the  book.  It  is  certainly  not  to  the  credit  of 
those  responsible  for  the  current  edition  of  the  Standard  that  within  a  few  months  of  its  issue 
it  has  to  be  re-edited,  but  that  is  a  point  upon  which  we  need  not  dwell  now. 

The  committee  was  authorized  to  have  new  cuts  of  Hufl"  Orpingtons  made  to  replace  the 
abominations  now  in  the  Standard. 

Uose  Comb  Rhode  Island  lleds  were  admitted,  this  action  marking,  we  presume,  the  last 
of  the  ill  advised  "  .\nierican  Ked  ''  movement,  which  made  trouble  for  many,  and  was  of  no 
benetit  to  anyliody  or  anything.  Columbian  Wyandoltes  were  also  recognized,  and  Hose  Comb 
Bull  Leghorns  and  S.  ('.  Black  and  C.  White  Orpingtons.  AVhether  the  failure  to  recognize 
the  Kose  Comb  varieties  of  Orpingtons  was  in  line  with  the  11.  I.  Red  precedent,  we  are  not 
informed. 

That  the  association  has  "taken  notice"'  of  the  necessity  for  reorganization,  is  evidenced  in 
the  appointment  of  a  committee  of  fourteen  to  consider  and  report  on  changes  in  the  constitu- 
tion, etc.  This  committee  is  to  have  railroad  and  hotel  expenses,  and  it  is  easy  to  -ee  where  its 
meeting  may  cause  a  substantial  reduction  in  the  surplus  now  in  the  treasury.  However,  if  the 
results  are  satisfactory,  the  money  will  not  have  been  wasted. 

As  things  look  from  this  distance,  the  association  lost  no  ground  at  Cincinnati.  There  are 
conditions  connected  with  its  work  which  many  within,  and  most  without,  think  need  chang- 
ing, and  these  are  responsil)le  for  some  evils  which  cannot  be  corrected  olFhand,  We  have  seen 
more  than  one  outlook  which,  at  the  time  of  an  annual  meeting  seemed  promising,  changed 
sadly  before  the  next,  but  both  in  what  it  has  done  and  in  what  it  left  undone  at  Cincinnati, 
the  A.  P.  A.  has  done  l)etter  than  VYus  HDticipntcd J  Btid  th6  ori^Hnizstion  und  the  fr&t€ruitv  £ir6 
on  that  aci'ount  to  be  cons^ratulated. 

New  Head  at  Amherst. 

RHODE  ISLAND'S  loss  of  the  head  of  its  State  Agricultural  College  and  Experiim m 
Station  is  Massachusetts'  gain.  Dr.  Kenyon  L.  Butterfield,  of  Kingston,  R.  1.,  has 
been  chosen  to  the  presidency  of  our  state  institution  at  Amherst,  and  will  beyin  his 
work  there  the  coining  summer. 
AVhat  changes  in  the  policy  or  conduct  of  the  college  and  station  at  Amherst  this  may 
portend,  remains  to  be  seen,  ."some  changes  in  both  could  be  made  to  advantage.  Like  most 
other  institutions  of  the  kind,  our  State  Agricultural  College  has  not  yet  "  found  itself, '  and  the 
curriculum  oft'ers  opportunities  to  those  who  want  a  regular  college  education  which  are 
sometimes  used  to  advantage  by  students  not  at  all  interested  in  agriculture.  The  broad 
subject  of  agriculture  has  subdivisions  enough  without  allowing  an  agricultural  colieire  to 
harbor  students  not  interested  in  any  branch  of  it.  The  appropriations  for  asrricultnral 
education  and  experiment  are  none  too  large  for  the  work  to  be  done.  There  are  withiN  the 
state  numerous  institutions  giving  regular  college  courses. 

These  things  being  so,  we  can  see  no  reason  why  admission  to  the  Agricultural  College  should 
not  be  restricted  to  students  specially  interested  in  some  branch  of  agriculture,  and  all  the 
funds  of  the  institution  and  every  energy  of  its  faculty  lievoted  to  the  lines  of  work  whiuh  are 
peculiarly  its  own. 

We  hear  much  of  agriculture  as  the  basis  of  our  national  wealth  and  prosperity,  but  the  sums 
available  for  practical  education  in  this  line  are  insignificant  when  compared  with  amounts  used 
for  various  kinds  of  historical,  scientific  and  sociological  investigations  that  mii;ht  well  be 
dispensed  with,  for  they  lead  to  no  practical  results.  Too  often  agricultural  experiments  have 
been  open  to  the  same  criticism.  Learned  professors  and  skilled  chemists  lalioriously  discov- 
ering things  well  informed  poultrymen  knew  long  ago.  do  not  commend  their  work  to  the 
practical  people  who  must  be  interested  if  t))ese  ipstitutio^s  are  to  bavf  the  popular  ami 
^"i)it;)c)4l  sujiport  tbev  pegd, 


Without  comparing  conditions  in  regard  to  poultry  work  at  Amherst  with  those  in  other 
slates,  it  may  be  said  that  considering  the  importance  of  poultry  culture  in  this  state,  the 
authorities  at  Amherst  have  given  it  scant  atteuliou.  3Iassachusetl»  should  bave  been  a  leader 
in  poultry  educational  work,  and  in  experimental  work  of  substantial  value  to  poultrymen. 
She  has  not  been,  and  is  not  now,  a  leader  in  the.se  lines,  but  is  not  so  badly  distanced  that  she 
might  not  easily  make  first  place. 

The  new  head  at  Amherst  comes  from  the  state  that  led  in  poukry  educational  work,  and 
has  been  se<'ond  to  none  in  experimental  work.  We  trust  that  he  brings  with  him  a  deep 
realization  of  the  importance  of  this  work,  and  an  adequate  conception  of  its  present  defects 
and  future  possibilities.  It  would  distinctly  benetit  the  college,  poultry  interest-,  and  the  stale 
to  bave  established  at  Amherst  a  thoroughly  practical  course  of  instruction  in  poultry  culture, 
and  a  course  of  experiments  to  determine  the  things  which  it  is  peculiarly  the  province  of  the 
trained  scientific  experimenter  to  finii  out  for  poultry  men.  The  new  president  can  do  no 
belter  work  than  to  inaugurate  these  things  and  secure  for  the  state  the  services  of  some  of  the 
•men  who  bave  demonstrated  cajiacitv  in  these  lines  elsewhere. 

The  League  of  New  England  Poultry  Associations. 

Bi:slDES  the  nine  associations  named  in  our  bist  issue,  the  Freeport,  Me,,  Poultry 
Association  ratified  the  constitution  of  the  League  and  sent  its  delegates  to  the  first 
annual  meeting. 

The  meeting  which  completed  the  organization  was  a  most  harmonious  one,  and 
dispatched  its  business  without  protracted  discussions.  The  principal  business  after  the 
election  of  oflicers  was  the  unanimous  adoption  of  the  rules  reported  by  the  committee  appointed 
to  draw  up  a  set  of  rules  and  regulations  for  the  correction  of  some  abuses  and  for  greater 
uniformity  in  the  conduct  of  shows. 

Examination  of  these  rules  should  convince  the  members  of  associations  which  have  been 
reluctant  to  enter  the  League  in  advance  of  the  adoption  of  rules  that  these  rules  in  no  way 
curtail  the  freedom  of  the  local  associations  In  matters  in  which  absolute  independence  is 
desirable.  Take  as  an  illustration  of  this  Rule  V  III.,  in  regard  to  conflicting  dates.  In  adopting 
this  rule  the  members  of  the  League  do  not  give  the  executive  committee  authority  to  dictate 
dates  to  local  associations.  The  rule  is  virtually  an  agreement  to  refer  conflicts  in  dates  to  a 
third  parly,  acting  merely  in  an  advisory  capacity.  It  was  the  general  opinion  of  those 
constituting  the  committee  on  rules  that  whenever  an  adjustment  of  dates  which  would  avoid  a 
conflict  could  be  made  fliat  end  would  rarely  fail  to  be  secured  if  the  Interested  parties  could 
be  brought  together  for  a  calm  discussion  of  the  circumstances.  There  are  times  when  conflicts 
of  dates  are  unavoidable,  and  the  local  association  upon  which  rests  responsibility  for  Ibe 
success  of  its  show  must  retain  the  right  to  decide  finally  when  the  show  shall  be  held.  But 
there  are  other  times  when  persistence  in  holding  to  certain  dates  is  in  one  or  both  parties 
somewhat  unreasonable,  and  it  is  hoped  tbat  the  good  oftices  of  the  executive  committee  of  the 
League  and  the  fraternal  spirit  developed  in  meetings  of  the  League  will  uinte  to  make  amicable 
ailjustments  of  such  diflerences  more  frequent. 

As  a  reading  of  the  other  rules  will  show,  their  general  purpose  is  a  stricter  enforcement  ol 
rules  most  of  which  have  been  in  use  for  some  time.  It  is  not  to  be  expected  that  all  the  bad 
practice.s  at  which  the.se  rules  are  aimed  can  be  totally  suppressed,  but  it  is  reasonable  to 
assume  that  in  operation  these  rules  will  have  a  growing  tendency  to  discourage  corrupt 
practices,  and  that  concert  of  action  in  their  enforcement  will  greativ  increase  their  effectiveness. 

The  New  President  of  the  A,  P.  A. 

OUR  congratulations  to  the  A.  P.  A.  on  its  choice  of  i>re-ident.  At  the  meeting  at 
Cincinnati,  Mr.  Grant  M^Curtis  was  elected  to  fill  that  office  for  the  year  beginning 
.July  1,  1900.  Whether  Mr.  Curtis  is  to  be  congratulated,  remains  to  be  seen.  Mr. 
Curtis  is  a  jjublisher  and  editor,  and  on  general  principles  the  journalist  is  wisest  who 
declines  to  accept  or  even  to  become  a  candidate  for  an  office  of  more  than  local  interest  and 
importance.  However,  the  injured  party  in  cases  of  this  kind  is  usually  the  journalist,  and  if 
>Ir.  Curtis,  balancing  what  lie  may  do  for  the  A.  V.  A.  against  possible  personal  and  business 
disadvantages,  accepts  the  office  that  is  his  own  afl'air,  and  we  repeat  that  the  A.  P.  A.  is  to  be 
conirratulated. 

The  grounds  for  congratulation  are  several,  ami  may  possibly  become  numerous.  In  the  first 
I'lace,  in  this  choice  the  association  breaks  away  from  the  ridiculous  custom  of  electing  a 
president  from  the  state  in  which  the  meeting  is  held,  and  it  is  reasonable  to  expect  that  it 
continued,  the  change  will  bring  more  useful  and  forceful  men  into  the  presidency. 

In  the  second  place,  it  will  be  presumed  by  those  who  know  Mr.  Curtis  that  as  president  he 
may  in  some  degree  restrain  the  secretary's  too  precipitate  indulgence  in  various  forms  of 
!.;iviug  the  association  undesirable  publicity. 

Thirdly,  the  new  president's  general  tendencies  are,  we  lielieve,  toward  popularizing  the 
association.  His  attitude  toward  reorganization  has  been  so  variable  that  we  cannot  say  jusl 
how  he  stands  on  it  now,  but  we  believe  that  on  the  whole  bis  influence  will  be  exerted  in  the 
direction  of  broadening  the  present  lines  of  work. 

Our  information  is  that  the  office  caiue  to  'Sir.  Curtis  uusouijht  and  entirciv  unexpected. 

Not  for  Lack  of  Originality. 

SOME  weeks  ago  we  took  occasion  to  comineiil  on  reports  of  Ihe  '"Stockman  Poultry 
Experiment  Station,"  conducted  by  Mr.  Homer  W.  .lackson,  and  leported  in  the 
J\'(itional  •'<to<:knian  anil.  Farmer.  The  basis  of  comment  was  the  experimenter's 
attitude  toward  bis  work.  He  gave  his  readers  the  impression  tbat  his  experiments 
were  throwing  new  light  on  the  questions  involved,  and  sometimes  directly  and  sometimes 
indirectly,  indicated  a  general  condition  of  knowledge  on  the  matters  involved  not  at  all  in 
accord  with  the  facts.  In  other  words,  either  through  ignorance  of  the  situation  or  from  a 
desire  to  magnify  the  importance  of  his  own  achievements,  Mr.  .Jackson  misrepresented  the 
situation.  Now  he  resents  our  criticism,  telling  readers  of  Ihe  Stockman,  that  we  find  fault 
with  him  "  for  lack  of  originality."  This  again  is  either  lack  of  capacity  to  understand  or 
plain  misrepresentation. 


The  Mild  Winter,  and  Fertility. 
^jf~^IIl.S  mild  winter  should  be  followed  by  a  season  of  better  fertility  in  eggs  than  we  have 
had  during  several  seasons  past.    To  date  there  have  been  in  this  locality  only  a  few 
days  when  fowls  could  not  be  out  on  the  ground,  and  for  two  weeks  past  the  writer's 
fowls,  despite  Ihe  mud,  have  roamed  about  almost  as  freely  as  in  spring.    It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  good  fertility  will  rule  the  coming  season,  and  tbat  beginning  with  it  we  will  get 
liMck  to  more  satisfactory  hatching  and  lavinsr.

The  average  cost  per  laying  bird  on  hand 
January  1st,  for  food  for  self  and  chickens 
was  $3.06,  which  gives  an  average  profit  over 
cost  of  food  per  bird  for  eggs  and  chickens  of 
$3;  or  to  eliminate  the  small  fractious  of 
cents,  that  have  not  been  taken  into  account, 
the  gross  receipts  are  $89.93  greater  than  the 
cost  of  food.  It  should  be  noted,  however, 
that  the  gross  expenditures  were  $6.09  in 
excess  of  cash  receipts. 

The  expenditures  for  "phiuf  and  "  luis- 
cellaneoiis"  should  receive  some  attention. 

First. — Expenditures  on  plant  do  not  always 
mean  increased  value  of  plant.  New  glass, 
paint,  and  repairs  of  various  kinds  cost 
money,  but  do  not  materially  increase  the 
value  of  the  plant.  They  simply  keep  it 
good.  So  while  an  addition  of  10  x  12  feet 
has  been  made  to  the  hen  house,  and  a  sum- 
mer coop,  4  .X  12  feet,  a  yard  of  a  fifth  of  an 
acre,  and  some  convenience  in  the  way  of 
drinking  vessels  and  troughs  have  been  added 
to  the  plant,  the  $56  expended  does  not  all 
represent  an  increase  in  value. 

Second. — The  miscellaneous  column  is  larger 
proportionally  in  total  amount  than  perhaps  it 
woulil  be  with  a  larger  plant.  In  this  column 
is  charged  all  such  expenditures  as  admission 
to  poultry  shows,  with  traveling  cost,  raem- 
l)ership  in  poultry  associations  and  clubs, 
advertising,  subscription  to  poultry  papers, 
entrance  fees  of  biid.s  at  shows — in  short,  all 
charges,  incluiling  postage,  that  cannot  be 
grouped  under  "  food  •'  or  "  plant."  No  birds 
were  purchased  during  tbe  year.  If  the  plant 
had  a  thousand  birds,  many  of  tliese  expendi- 
tures would  1)6  no  larger  than  thev  ai  e  with 


thirty.  But,  on  the  other  hand,  tbe  one  thou- 
sand bird  business  would  give  rise  to  olhcr 
expenses  that  the  Ihii'ty  bird  man  docs  not 
have. 

An  egg  record  has  been  kept.  The  total 
each  month  has  been  averaged  with  the  num- 
ber of  fowls  alive  at  the  middle  of  the  month. 
Then  the  averages  have  been  added.  The 
total  shows  that  from  Dec.  I, '04,  to  Dec.  1, 
'05,  the  birds  lai<t  150  c/gs  each  —  oi*  lo  1  e 
cxai't,  119  7-9  eggs  each. 

In  Dec,  '04,  the  30  pullets  laid  200  eggs,  or 
0^  egg.s  each.  In  Dec,  '05,  tlie  40  pullets  laid 
276  eggs,  or  6  9-10  eggs  each,  and  they  are  the 
daughters  of  the  "04  pidlets.  1  am  contented 
with  the  egg  record  of  "04  and  "05,  and  happy 
over  the  present  promise.  One  thing  that 
contributes  to  this  happiness  is  an  editorial  1 
found  in  another  poultry  paper  the  other  day, 
that  confirms  what  the  editor  of  Fah.m-Poi  i,- 
THV  has  said  many  times  over.  A  subscriber 
asked  why  his  l)irils  did  not  lay  as  well  in  1905 
as  his  flock  did  in  1904,  stating  that  in  1904  l)e 
had  an  average  of  176  eggs.  The  editor 
answered  that  if  the  flock  of  '05  are  children 
of  the  flock  of  '04,  the  diminished  egg  yield  is 
not  surprising,  for  the  parents  probably 
diminished  their  own  vitality  l)y  their  heavy 
laying,  and  so  inii)arted  weakened  constitu- 
tions to  their  oflspring.  So  if  I  can  jog  along 
with  about  150  yield  I  shall  not  worry. 

During  '05,  310  11-12  dozen  eggs  were  sold 
for  $96.22.  Most  of  them  were  sold  at  local 
wholesale  market  prices.  The  eggs  consumed 
in  the  home  were  credited  at  these  prices,  and 
are  included  in  the  totals.  The  average  price 
obtained  per  dozen  was  within  a  small  frac- 
tion of  31  cents.  The  price  of  eggs  for  setting 
was  10  and  6  cents  each,  according  to  the  pen. 
This  was  shaded  a  little  on  an  order  for  100, 
so  that  the  hatching  eggs  brought  an  average 
of  about  74  cents  each. 

On  April  12,  I  set  78  eggs  under  six  pullets, 
and  hatched  46  chickens,  alive  and  well.  On 
April  28  I  set  91  eggs  under  seven  pullets,  and 
hatched  .53  chickens,  alive  and  well.  By 
"alive  and  well"  1  mean  that  1  do  not  count 
any  killed  by  the  hen  in  the  nest,  or  any  that 
I  killed  when  they  were  hatched  because  they 
were  weaklings. 

The  cbiclicns  were  raised  in  brooders.  One 
growing  chicken  was  killed  by  accideiit.  One 
was  killed  because  it  seemed  sickly.  Five 
were  killed  and  eaten  during  the  summer 
because  while  they  appeared  strong  and  well, 
they  did  not  m.ike  good  growth.  This  left  47 
pullets  and  45  cockerels  that  grew  up.  Seven 
pullets  were  sold.  Four  cockerels  are  on 
liand,  two  were  sold  as  breeders,  and  the 
others  have  either  gone  to  the  butcher  or  to 
the  home  table.  Of  the  four  cockerels  on  hand 
two  are  doomed  to  die  young,  for  we  prefer 
for  the  home  table  a  spring  cockerel  that  will 
dress  from  five  and  a  half  to  six  and  a  half 
pounds  to  a  turkey,  and  we  do  not  pay  our* 
selves  as  much  for  the  cockerel  as  we  would 
pay  the  butcher  for  the  turkey.  The  cockerels 
that  went  to  the  butcher  were  sold  live  weiglit. 
They  averaged  five  and  two-thirds  pounds 
each.  This  is  nonstandard"  weight,  but 
while  the  birds  ran  remarkably  even  in  weight 
a  good  number  of  them  would  have  gone  way 
beyond  standard  befoie  breeding  time.  The 
butcher  did  not  get  the  very  best  at  any  time, 
but  was  glad  to  take  all  that  couhl  l)e  spared. 
'J'he  birds  were  cooped  and  fed  for  a  week  or 
ten  days  before  sold,  and  were  always  in 
excellentcondition.  One  morning  the  butcher 
said,  "  Yesterday  afternoon  I  was  just  finish- 
ing oft"  one  of  your  cockerels  when  an  old 
butcher  came  in.  I  held  it  up  and  asked, 
'Mow  is  that  for  a  Jlay  cockerel?'  He  glanced 
at  it,  and  answered,  'I'm  too  old  to  be  fooled 
that  way.    That's  an  old  hen.'" 

I  have  used  the  expression,  '•  number  of 
fowls  alive  at  the  middle  of  the  month."  It  is 
proper  to  say  that  only  two  deaths  among  the 
old  stock  were  from  sickness.  All  others  died 
a  hen's  natural  death,  at  the  point  of  a  knife. 

And  this  reminds  me  that  early  in  the  year 
1  bought  a  pamphlet  on  poultry  killing  — it 
was  commended  by  '  the  editor  of  Fap.m- 
PouLTUYin  oneof  those  much  discusseil  read- 
ing notices,— and  have  been  trying  to  acquire 
the  knack  of  scientific  killing  and  dressing 
poultry.  Some  progress  has  been  made,  but 
it  will  be  a  long  lime  before  the  south  shore

Another  new  expi  iii  ii'c  of  the  year  lias 
been  that  of  adverii-in^  e^g>  for  sale  for  the 
lirfl  lline.  The  reHult  wax  lhal  I  .told  more 
e^'^t  Ih.Mi  ever  before  at  heller  price.x,  bin  ihe 
co>t  of  Ihe  adverli>emenl  and  of  e^^  carriers 
left  but  a  small  mar;{in  for  profit;  but  Ihe 
venture  paid.  I  learned  something  about 
advertising,  somelhln<;  about  selling  eg"?",  and 
soinelhli)';  about  my  own  fowls  that  I  might 
not  have  learned  in  any  other  way.  Besides 
fh:it  some  of  the  customers  raised  birds  that 
iliey  consider  exceptionally  tine.  That  paid 
also. 

A  third  new  experience  was  that  of  show- 
ing birds.  As  1  said  a  y-ear  ago.  my  aim  has 
been  to  learn  lo  raise  good  birds  before 
aitempiiiig  lo  pose  as  a  fancier.  Bui  friends 
were  beginning  lo  urge  ihe  show  quality  of 
my  flock,  and  I  was  becoming  anxious  to  com- 
pare my  birds  with  birds  thai  win.  As  there 
WHS,  for  the  first  time,  a  show  so  near  that  It 
iDuld  be  called  local,  I  entered  three  birds,  and 
was  not  disappointed  in  the  result.  I  did  not 
expect  a  ribbon,  and  I  did  not  gel  one.  but  the 
experience  was  worth  the  cost.  I  learned 
something  more  about  birds,  and  I  learned 
somethlug  about  washing  birds;  I  washed  a 
pulleljiisi  after  she  had  taken  a  hearty  meal.  It 
made  her  sick.  I  ought  Lo  have  known  better, 
and  I  do  know  belter  now.  I  had  lo  put 
another  bird  in  her  place,  and  I  think  the 
change  cost  me  a  ribbon.    (The  biggest  ti>h 


always  iili|>  off  the  hook).  But  1  did  not  have 
the  sorrow  of  a  friend  of  mind.  He  wa>lied 
hl.s  fowls  io  haril  water, and  put  bluing  in  the 
lasl  lub.  The  bluing  would  not  mix  with  the 
water.  Instead  it  took  lo  ihe  fowls  with 
results  both  slarlling  and  painful  to  conlem- 
piale. 

This  year  has  seen  ine  devote  less  lime  to 
the  birds  than  ever  before,  and  yet  It  has  seen 
a  gooil  gain  over  the  year  preceding.  After 
cA)-t  of  food  has  been  sui>lracled  there  has 
been  a  gain  in  receipts  of  $32.15  over  1904- 
This  includes  the  increaseil  value  of  the  flock, 
hut  that  increased  value  has  nol  been  set  too 
high.  It  could  be  realized  In  cash.  .Since 
lieginning  this  paragraph  I  have  had  a  caller 
who  would  like  lo  buy  a  dozen  birds  al  my 
own  price.  He  is  a  customer  who  bought 
birds  in  'Oi.  and  eggs  in  '05. 

While  Ihe.  year's  record  is  one  of  w  hicli  1 
am  nol  ashaineil,  I  feel  that,  with  the  sanif 
uumber  of  birds  as  the  beginning  of  Ihe  year, 
it  could  have  been  bellered.  If  the  plant 
e(|uipmenl  had  been  complete  in  other  direc- 
tlon,«.  This  larger  equipment  may  come  in 
time,  but  it  will  lake  time  for  it  to  come,  for 
my  plan  is  to  make  the  birds  pay  for  things  as 
they  go  along.  This  plan  is  not  held  lo  in  a 
hard  and  fast  way,  as  is  imlicated  by  the  f.icl 
thai  in  1905  I  expended  mcJre  than  1  received; 
but  it  is  followed  closely  enougli  to  enable  me 
to  be  certain  that  any  surplus  expentlirure 
will  be  refunded  within  a  reasonable  time. 
.J  iniiary  will  probably  more  than  take  care  of 
the  preceding  year's  shortage. 

Thus  I  look  forward  lo  and  plan  for  the 
future;  but  while  my  experience  has  revealed 
possibilities  it  has  also  brought  dangers  to 
light.  So  my  plans  for  1!K)0  are  laid  In  faith 
and  fear.

It  Is  not  your  bnsi- 
iir>>.  ,Mr.  Kdiior.  lo  step  In  and  say  that  the 
fi  ller  was  al  fault  because  he  charged  only  one 
dniiar  each  for  his  cockerels,  and  that  the 
liuver  was  also  al  fault  because  he  paid  the 
price  a.sked  by  the  seller,  und  expected  the 
lockerels  to  be  as  represented.  The  vital 
point  in  the  case,  (•■  An  Amatet°ir  Trade.") 
lost  sight  of  by  yon.  .Mr.  Kdflor,  is:  Diii  the 
breeder,  near  Boston,  can  y  out  his  agreement 
and  send  the  buyer,  in  Canada.

understood  it,  Ooes  not  piove  framl  on  the 
part  of  tlie  seller,  or  intent  t  >  ik'friiinl.  If 
the  buyer  thinks  he  has  i)epii  defrjimled,  ;in<l 
wants  redress,  he  must  t:tke  the  case  to  the 
courts  —  not  to  the  papers.  The  courts  will 
ascertain  the  fact<,  and  apply  the  law.  If  he 
does  take  the  ca>e  to  the  papers,  he  does  so 
usually  for  one  of  several  reasons:  Either  he 
wishes  the  ^ooil  offii'es  of  the  p  iper  to  effect  a 
satisfactory  settlement  without  goini;  to  law, 
or  be  supposes  he  can  shift  on  the  paper 
responsibility  for  the  transaction,  and  through 
It  gt't  redress  without  troulile  or  expense  to 
himself,  or  he  expects  through  the  paper  to 
"show  up"  the  other  party. 

The  paper  is  under  no  obligation  to  enter 
the  case  in  any  capacity.  In  that  sense  we 
may  agree  with  Mr.  ''V.  S.  S."  thai  it  is  not 
our  business.  But  it  is  our  business,  if  we 
choose  to  make  It  so,  to  mediate  between 
parties  to  a  controversy  when  requested  to  do 
so;  It  is  our  privilege  to  refuse  to  do  so,  if  for 
any  reason  that  seems  best;  or,  it  is  our  privi- 
lege, uniler  the  limitations  stated  above,  to 
make  such  reference  to  the  matter  in  the  col- 
umns of  the  paper,  as  we  see  fit. 

Whatever  use  we  may  make  of  such  matter 
in  the  paper  to  be  justified,  must  be  of  service 
to  readers.  From  one  point  of  view  It  is  no 
one's  business  l)Ut  that  of  the  seller  and  buyer 
whether  the  buyer  in  the  case  which  precipi- 
tated this  discussion  got  what  he  thought  he 
would  get  or  not.  To  readers  In  general  such 
a  case  of  interest  and  value  in  propoi  tion  ss 
statement  of  and  comment  upon  it  help  tliem 
to  a  truer  appreciation  of  conditions  of  the 
trade  In  pure  bred  fowls.  And  —  our  legal 
friend  to  the  contrary,  notwithstanding  —  we 
still  stand  by  the  "  lessons  "  drawn  from  the 
"amateur  trade,"  as  the  matters  of  "vital"' 
interest  to  others,  and  as  the  lessons  taught  by 
experience.  The  evident  fact  that  the  argu- 
ments of  "V.  S.  S."  are  based  on  a  misappre- 
hension of  editorial  functions  and  policies, 
makes  It  not  necessary  to  consider  his  argu- 
ments In  detail,  especially  as  to  do  so  would 
be  largely  a  repetition  of  what  has  been  said 
in  the  two  comments  already  made  on  this 
case;,  but  there  are  one  oi'  two  points  deserv- 
ing special  mention. 

He  says  it  costs  him  no  more  to  grow  breed- 
ing stock  than  culls  for  market,  as  they  all 
come  from  the  satne  foundation  stock,  and 
receive  the  same  care  and  kind  of  food.  This 
being  so,  he  cannot  understand  why  the  price 
of  fl  for  early  hatched  Light  Brahma  cock- 
erels, or  any  cockerel,  should  appear  ridicu- 
lously low. 

Well,  In  case  of  Light  Brahmas  grown  near 
Boston,  It  is  ridiculously  low  for  good  breeding 
cockerels,  because  it  Is  less  than  culls  would 
bring  sold  at  the  door  for  market.  lu  fact. 
April  cockerels  of  any  medium  to  large  breed 
should  bring  near  enough  to  a  dollar,  iu 
August  or  September,  if  sold  for  table  p"r- 
poses,  to  make  it  much  more  profitable  to  sell 
them  that  way  than  to  sell  them  at  $1  each  for 
breeding  purposes.  When  because  of  lower 
prices  for  poultry,  or  because  the  variety  does 
not  make  good  poultry,  there  is  a  greater  dif- 
ference between  the  price  they  will  bring  at 
market,  and  the  dollar  for  which  the  grower 
might  prefer  to  sell  them  for  breeding  pur- 
poses, it  Is  still  a  question  whether  he  really 
makes  anything  on  them  at  a  dollar.  In  most 
cases  he  does  not  make  a  living  profit  —  that 
is,  a  profit  which  represents  adequate  compen- 
sation for  his  time,  trouble,  and  capital. 

Further,  in  pure  bred  stock  of  good  quality 
—  that  Is,  In  stock  bred  fi'om  birds  of  good 
quality — the  value  of  the  culls  Is  not  the  basis 
of  valuation.  Suppose  I  pay  $25  for  a  breed- 
ing pen,  and  from  it  hatch  100  chickens,  and 
that  50  of  these  are  salable  only  at  market 
prices.  These  50  chicks  come  from  the  same 
foundation  stock  as  the  other  50,  \Vhich  will  be 
salable  at,  say,  from  SI. 50  for  ordinary  good 
breeding  females,  to  §■")  for  best  males.  Now, 
If  I  charge  to  each  chick  produced  Its  pro 
rata  of  the  cost  of  the  parent  pen,  each  of  my 
50  market  chicks  begins  its  account  with  a 
charge  against  It  representing  its  share  of  the 
cost  of  breeding  it.  Just  what  this  would  be 
eonid  be  ascertained  only  by  keeping  a  strict 
account  with  the  pen;  but  regardless  of  the 
exact  figures  it  is  certain  that  chicks  of  this 
grade  could  have  been  produced  from  stock 
<  nsilng  80  much  less  than  $25  per  pen  of  five, 
ttaattba  difference  represents  an  amount  which 

To  say,  when  wr 


Would  inateriallv  reduce  the  prolil  nn  llie 
cldcks  if  all  sold  at  market  prices.  If  a  man 
is  going  to  produce  market  chicks  he  breeds 
from  a  grade  of  stock  suitable  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  much  less  expensive  than  t^at  used 
for  high  priced  stock.  When  he  buys  high 
priccil  st  ick  he  has  to  depend  on  the  good 
quality  stock  produced  from  it  to  pay  for  it, 
and  if  he  either  does  not  get  good  stock,  or 
fails  to  get,  either  in  his  own  yards  or  at  sale, 
very  near  the  value  of  what  he  gets,  he  does 
his  business  at  a  loss.  It  would  be  just  as 
reasonable  for  a  man  producing  apples  to  say, 
when  the  usual  price  for  good  quality  of  a 
certain  kind  was  $2  per  barrel,  and  the  price 
for  windfalls  75c.  per  barrel,  tliat  he  could  see 
nothing  ridiculous  in  anyone  oflering  good 
apples  for  $1  a  barrel,  because  they  came  from 
the  same  tree,  and  it  cost  no  more  to  grow 
them,  or  for  barrels  to  i)ut  Iheni  in,  or  to 
handle  the  barrels  than  for  good  apples. 

This"  parallel  is  not  quite  exact.  The  best 
apples  have  to  be  hand  picked.  It  costs  more 
to  pick  them.     But  the  failure  to  closely 


parallel  \.  S.  S."s  case  iipp'.ics  to  his  and 
similar  cases  rather  than  to  one  where  the 
stock  is  handled  with  belter  judgment.  The 
cockerel  reserved  for  breeding  or  for  sale  for 
breeding  purposes  almost  invariably  costs 
more  by  the  time  be  is  salable  or  sold  than 
does  the  cull.  lie  certainly  does  if  the  en  11  is 
disposed  of  when  he  should  be. 

Suppose  I  have  April  cockerels  that  in 
August  weigh  4  lbs.  each.  I  can  dress  sin  li 
chickens  and  sell  them,  say  for  80  cents  each. 
Anyone  who  will  take  the  trouble  to  go  bui  k 
over  the  market  quotations  for  a  period  of 
years  will  see  that  that  is  not  the  most  such 
birds  would  bring  at  that  season  ;  but  let  it  i.'o 
at  SO  cents.  Cockerels  of  the  same  weight 
which  I  reserve  for  lireeding  would  have  sold 
for  the  same.  Therefore  the  cockerel  reserveil 
now  stands  me  at  least  80  cents.  If  I  keep' 
him  two  months  more  and  sell  him  foi'  a 
dollar  I  lose  by  doing  so.  His  feed  for  the  two 
months  will  bring  his  cost  to  me  up  to  a  dollar, 
and  for  his  care,  for  cost  of  advertising,  for 
postage,  for  coop,  for  time  used  In  connection 


with  the  sale  and  shipment  of  this  cockerel.  I 
have  nothing.  It  1  choose  to  figure  It  lhat 
way  I  may  reckon  the  cost  of  the  cockerel  al 
bis  actual  cost,  not  at  the  80  cents  he  would 
have  brought  If  sold  for  market  earlier.  Sup- 
pose that  1  made  30  cents  or  40  cents  on  each 
cockerel  sold  at  80  cents,  I  may  then  be  ab|o  to 
figure  that  1  lost  nothing,  anil  perhaps  made  a 
little  on  the  one  kept  and  sold  for  a  dollar  two 
months  later,  but  it  Is  rarely  possible  to  fijjnrc 
that  anything  is  made  l)y  keeping  them,  ami 
when  birds  are  kept  until  winter  or  spring, 
and  then  sold  for  $1  to  $1..')0  each,  the  man 
who  sells  them  may  get  more  out  of  tlicin 
than  If  he  sold  Ihi-ni  for  poultry  at  that  time, 
but  he  has  not  managed  bis  business  right, 
and  has  lost  on  them. 

The  buyer  ought  to  know  that  when  one 
man  olVers  stock  of  a  certain  description  at  a 
certain  price,  and  another  offers  stock  of  the 
same  <lescriplion  at  a  very  much  lower  price, 
that  the  first  has  either  a  reputation  that  will 
sell  any  grade  of  stock  at  better  prices  than 
the  other  could  get,  or  that  the  description  of

To  say,  when  writing  advertisers. 


the  cheaper  stock  U  probably  exaggerated. 
The  buyer  who  coiapares  price.s  aod  descrip- 
tioD.>j  a!j  given  by  many  breeUcrt«  will  fiui]  that 
while  there  are  extremes  in  prices  the  bulk  of 
the  oflers  are  at  prices  that  are  moderate  an 
compared  with  the  hi^he.st  prices,  yet  perhaps 
two  or  three  times  as  great  a.s  the  lowest. 
These  are  what  may  be  called  usual  prices, 
and  are  the  prices  at  which  people  who  make 
a  living  profit  out  ot  poultry  breedinsj  have 
found  Ihey  can  afl'onl  to  do  bu.siuess.  A  buyer 
needs  nothing  ljut  common  sense  to  teach  him 
that,  and  as  a  matter  of  fact  nearly  ail  liuyers 
—  even  the  most  amateurish  show  that  they 
recognize  that  fact,  and  realize  that  in  buying 
at  low  prices  they  are  taking  unusual  risks  — 
just  us  they  do  in  any  line  when  buying  things 
oflered  by  unknown  parties  at  specially  low 
prices.  They  may  get  goods  fully  up  to 
description,  aud  they  may  get  goods  of  little 
value,  or  goods  in  some  respecta  satisfactory, 
i)Ut  having  something  "out"  about  them  that 
made  them  unsalable  at  usual  prices.  But  the 
public  generally  recognizes  the  fact  that  qual- 
ity governs  price,  and  is  not  disposed  to  insist 
strongly  on  those  who  advertise  things  at 
prices  below  the  values  indicated  by  their 
descriptions  making  good  in  every  particular. 
Indeed  the  man  who  buys  goods  at  "dirt 
cheap"  prices  e.\pecting  to  get  first  class  goods, 
and  then  "kicks"  about  it  commonly  gets  more 
ridicule  than  sympathy  from  his  neighbors. 
It  is  an  easy  matter  for  any  buyer  of  poultry 
to  learn  the  usual  range  of  prices  for  average 
good  breeding  stoi;k,  and  it  Is  his  own  fault  if 
he  does  not  know  that  when  stock  is  ofl'ered  at 
lower  prices  there  is  a  reason  for  it  which 
may  or  may  not  be  a  satisfactory  one,  but 
nevertheless  in  buying  without  knowing  the 
reason  be  takes  a  risk.  He  takes  his  chances. 
It  is  a  fact  which  he  cau  easily  ascertain  even 
if  he  does  not  reason  it  out  for  himself,  that  a 
great  many  ot  those  offering  birds  at  low  prices 
are  breeding  from  stock  of  very  poor  quality, 
or  from  stock  originally  of  good  quality, 
but  not  kept  up  to  standard  by  Intelligent 
.selection  and  mating.  It  is  al.«o  a  fact  easily 
ascertained  that  most  of  Uiein  believe  their 
stock  is  as  good  as  any.  That  being  the  case 
:i  man  who  orders  gooil  breeding  stock  otrereil 
;tt  the  price  of  market  poultry  or  below  it  is 
in  our  opinion  at  fault  if  he  expects  to  be 
guaranteed  really  good  birds,  and  if  he  is  dis- 
appointed in  his  purchase  his  best  course  is  to 
put  the  fowls  where  they  belong,  and  let  the 
matter  drop. 

Now  let  us  enlighten  '•  V.  S.  S."  about  the 
relations  of  a  nev^spaper  to  its  advertisers. 
The  advertising  and  editorial  departments  o.f 
this  paper,  as  of  all  high  class  publications, 
are  run  independently.   The  editor  recognizes 
111)  obligation  to  trim  his  utterances  to  suit 
advertisers.    Sometimes  an  advertiser  takes 
the  position  that  a  paper  accepting  his  adver- 
tising Is  bound  thereby  not  to  print  anything 
not  in  accordance  with  his  interests,  or  even 
with  what  he  says  in  his  advertising.  Usually 
he  recedes  from  that  position  when  shown  the 
matter  from  the  editorial  point  of  view.  The 
editor  reserving  to  himself  the  right  to  conduct 
tlie  paper  according  to  his  own  policy,  and  to 
e.\press  such  opinions  as  he  sees  fit,  aud  to 
stale  facts  as  he  sees  them,  cannot  consistently 
ask  that  advertisers  be  denied  the  same  privi- 
leges.  There  are  cases  in  which  those  ailver- 
tising  good  stock  cheap  are  giving  good  stock 
cheap  — perhaps  not  stock  which  would  in 
the  eyes  of  a  competent  judge  fill  the  descrip- 
tion of  first  class  breeding  stock,  but  still  stock 
wortli  much  more  than  the  price,  and  gener- 
ally satisfactory  to  those  who  buy  it.  There 
aie  cases  occasionally  where  a  man  who  has 
really  good  stock,  but  htis  not  been  successful 
in  disposing  of  it,  puts  the  price  away  down. 
There  are  cases  where  a  man  who  has  gootl 
stock  and  know  s  it  sells  stock  cheap  for  the 
double  purpose  of  getting  it  out  of  the  way 
<iuickly,  and  advertising  himself.  It  would  be 
unreasonable  to  require  a  paper  to  constitute 
itself  judge  in  advance  of  the  fitness  of  an 
tidvertiser  to  do  business.    That  is  a  matter  in 
w  liich  he  is  at  liberty  to  use  his  own  judg- 
ment, and  if  for  any  reason  he  cannot  or  does 
not  do  business  to  the  general  satisfaction  of 
those  who  deal  with  him,  the  results  carry 
their  own  penally. 

A  paper  may  refuse  to  take  advertising 
which  is  in  its  judgment  fraudulent,  or  In  the 
nature  of  a  scheme  to  secure  money  from  its

readers  for  something  of  questionable  value, 
U  a  man  wants  to  advertise  a  method  of  doing 
something  generally  regarded  by  competenti 
persons  as  impossible,  or  to  give  for  a  consid- 
eration certain  information  in  which  h4  has 
no  proprietary  Interest— iuforraation  which  is 
common  property,  a  paper  is  justified  iu 
refusing  it  In  advance.  The  editor  or  pub- 
lishers can  judge  of  such  matters  in  advance, 
on  general  or  common  knowledge.  But  in 
case  of  persons  advertising  stock  it  isdiflferenl. 
It  Is  plainly  impossible  for  any  one  connected 
with  a  paper  to  have  personal  knowledge  of 
the  stocks,  qualifications  and  honesty  of  any 
considerable  proportion  of  advertisers.  What 
the  managers  of  a  paper  have  to  do  Is,  to 
assume  that  every  man  does  his  business  and 
will  do  it  honestly  and  satisfactorily  until  they 
have  evidence  to  the  contrary.  When  it 
appears  that  any  adverti.ser,  either  through 
inability  or  intentionally,  does  not  do  business 
satisfactorily  it  can  decline  to  take  his  advet- 
tising  on  the  general  ground  that  his  methods 
of  doing  business  are  such  that  the  interests  of 
the  paper  and  its  readers  require  it.  But  in 
doing  this  it  has  to  be  very  sure  of  its  position. 
We  presume  that  if  "  V.  S.  S.  "  delves  deeply 
enough  into  his  stock  of  legal  maxims  he  can 
find  a  number  which  will  apply  to  the  relations 
of  a  poultry  paper  to  advertisers  its  eiiitor 
may  consider  are  pursuing  a  poor  policy, 
which  are  in  accord  with  the  view  of  tlie  case 
we  have  given. 

Now  having  given  so  much  time  and  space 
to  a  question  which  is  of  greatest  interest  to 
those  who  advertise  stock  of  good  description 
at  very  low  prices,  we  want  to  add  a  few- 
words  addressed  especially  to  them.  The 
writer  years  ago  went  through  the  considera- 
tion of  the  subject  as  it  affected  him  personally, 
and  decided  never  to  sell  a  bird  for  breeding 
purposes  at  any  figure  materially  less  than  its 
value.  If  he  wanted  to  give  birds  away  he 
would  give  tliein  away,  but  would  market 
good  breeding  birds  as  dressed  poultry  rather 
than  sell  them  at  sacrifice  prices.  This  deci- 
sion he  strictly  lived  up  to  and  never  had 
occasion  to  regret  it.  Of  late  years  many  of 
the  advertisers  in  the  $1  class — or  breeders 
thinking  of  entering  it,  come  to  him  for  advice 
as  to  the  policy  of  oflering  stock  aud  eggs  at 
such  low  prices,  and  his  answer  to  all  has 
been  the  same — that  on  the  whole  and  in  the 
long  run  it  is  better  to  stick  to  prices  that 
lepresent  actual  values,  and  not  offer  goods 
worth  §2  at  §1.  If  people  prefer  not  to  take 
this,  or  any  other  advice  given  them,  that  is 
their  privilege. 

The  editor  has  also  both  in  the  paper  and 
elsewhere,  urged  people  who  do  not  know  the 
values  of  stock  not  to  undertake  to  sell  stock 
by  mail,  and  to  be  cautious  in  selling  to  persons 
inspecting.  Such  advice  is  doubly  to  the 
interest  of  those  to  whom  It  Is  addressed,  for 
they  frequently  sell  at  a  low  price  birds  they 
ought  to  reserve  for  themselves.  But  if  they 
prefer  to  learn  by  experience  and  throuiih 
occasional  mistakes,  that  is  a  privilege  whicli 
not  even  "  the  law  "  denies  them,  and  as  long 
as  the  situation  as  it  concerns  both  buyer  and 
seller  is  candidly  set  forth  in  a  paper  those 
who  take  the  chances  either  as  buyers  or 
sellers  and  are  not  satisfied  with  results  cannot 
consistently  blame  either  to  the  other  parties 
or  to  the  paper. 

This  view  of  the  case  may  not  be  satisfactory 
to  our  friend  "Yerbum,"  etc.,  but  it  is  the 
view  which  buyers  and  sellers  alike  will  find 
it  to  their  interest  to  take  to  heart.

^HK  ilelegtites  representiug  the  poultry 
iissociatioii.s  of  New  Engliinil,  met  at 
Mechanics  BuiKlliig,  Boston,  Jiin.  18, 
at  2  o'clock  P.  M.,  (or  the  purpobc 
of  perfecting  the  permanent  organization  of 
the  League.  The  mectiug  was  called  lo  order 
by  the  temporary  president,  Geo.  V.  Smith. 
The  secretary  read  the  tall  for  the  meeting, 
and  the  chair  appointed  as  cominillee  on 
credentials,  Messr.s.  Cutler  and  Iluntou. 

The  committee  reported  seven  associations 
present,  represented  by  si.vteen  delegates. 
The  report  was  accepted. 

The  secretary  read  the  certiticate  of  the 
president  that  ten  associations  had  ratified  the 
constitution. 

The  meeting  then  proceeded  to  the  election 
of  officers  as  follows  ; 

President  —  George  V.  Smith,  New  Haven, 
Conn. 

\'ice-presidents  —  F.  II.  Pettigrew,  Man- 
chester, N.  II.;  Geo.  W.  Williams,  Provi- 
dence, R.  I.;  11.  P.  Cunningham,  Holyoke, 
Mass.;  Silas  Bartlett,  Lewlston,  Maine ;  C  H. 
Brundage,  Danbury,  Conn. 

Secretary— W.  R.  Graves,  Springfield,  Mass. 

Treasurer  —  R.  G.  Davis,  Providence,  R.  I 

Auditor— Geo.  P.  Coffin,  Freeport,  Maine. 

E.xecutive  committee  —  The  president  and 
secretary,  ex  officio;  and  W.  1.  Brown, 
Providence,  R.  I.;  Henry  L.  Hunton,  Oak- 
laud,  Maine  ;  Samuel  R.  Cutler,  Boston,  Mass. ; 
John  H.  Robinson,  Reading,  Mass.;  W.  G. 
Cory,  Wood  bridge,  Conn. 

The  president  ruled  that  the  organization 
had  been  legally  perfected. 

W.  R.  Graves,  chairman  of  the  committee 
on  rules,  reported  the  following  set  of  rules 
for  the  government  ot  poultry  associations: 

ftOLB  t. 

Section  1.—  Ail  exhibitions  held  by  associa- 
tions lepresented  by  membership  in  the  League 
of  New  England  Poultry  Associations  shall  be 
governed  by  the  follovving  rules  :  — 
Rule  H. 

Sec.  1.— All  entries  shall  be  made  upon 
League  entry  blan.Ka  in  writing,  signed  by  the 
owner,  or  his  authorized  agent,  and  within 
the  time  appointed  tor  closing.  They  shall  be 
addressed  and  forwarded,  or  deposited,  with 
the  secretary  or  such  other  person  authorized 
to  receive  them. 

Sec.  2.  — All  entries  not  received  by  the 
member  as  aforesaid  at  the  hour  of  closing 
shall  be  ineligible,  except  entries  by  letter 
heal  ing  postmai  k  not  later  than  day  of  closing, 
or  entries  notified  by  telegraph  ;  the  telegrams 
to  be  received  at  the  forwarding  ofljce  before 
the  time  of  closing. 

Sec.  3.— Every  entry  made  as  provided 
in  Section  2  of  Rule  II.,  shall  constitute  an 
agreement;  the  person  making  It  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  and  governed  by  these  rules,  regula- 
tions and  by-laws,  and  will  submit  all  disputes 
and  questions  arising  out  of  such  entry  to 
authority  and  judgment  of  the  League  of  New 
England  Poultry  Associations,  whose  decision 
shall  be  final. 

Sec.  4.  —  Associations  in  membership  with 
the  League  of  New  England  Poultry  Asso- 
ciations shall  state  that  fact  In  their  published 
premium  list. 

Rule  III. 
Section  1. — Each  specimen  competing  for 
a  prize  must  be  the  bona  fide  property  of  the 
e.vhibitor,  and  not  purchased  under  any  agree- 
ment whereby  ownership  of  the  specimen  is 
to  revert  to  the  seller,  either  with  or  without 
consideration,  after  the  close  of  the  show  or 
show  season.  Any  attempt  to  evade  this  rule 
shall  exclude  all  coops  entered  by  the  offend- 
ing party  from  competition  in  any  show  held 
by  members  of  this  League,  and  all  prizes 
awarded  shall  be  forfeited. 

Rule  IV. 
Sec.  1.— Should  the  superintendent  0.  any 
show,  his  assistants,  or  any  other  person 
in  authority,  Including  the  judge,  discover  a 
bird  that  is  sick,  and  which  In  the  opinion  of 
some  competent  authority,  will  endanger  the 
lives  and  health  of  other  specimens  in  the 
sbow^,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  management 
of  the  show  to  cause  the  immediate  removal  of 
such  specimen  from  the  show  room,  and  to 


take  steps  to  immediately  notify  the  owntir  o( 
I  he  same. 

Rule  V. 

Sec.  1.— No  person  shall  In  any  manner 
whatever  attempt  to  Influence  the  decision  of 
any  judge,  or  Interfere  with  the  judge  In  the 
performance  of  his  duty  at  any  show  held  liy 
a  member  of  ihls  League;  and  any  judge  may 
In  his  discretion  request  the  management  of 
the  show  to  e.Kclude  from  the  room  of  the 
exhibition  during  inc  progress  of  the  judging 
any  offender  against  this  rule. 

Rule  VI. 

Sj;c.  1.— In  all  cases  where  there  Is  no  other 
rule  of  this  League  tn  conflict  therewith,  the 
rules,  recommendations,  definitions,  and  dc- 
scrijitious  of  the  American  Standard  of  Per- 
fection shall  govern  shows  held  by  members 
of  the  League. 

Sec.  2.— In  addition  to  the  rights  of  protest 
piovided  for  by  the  American  Standard  of 
Perfection,  any  person  guilty  of  any  Infringe- 
ment of  the  rules  of  the  League,  or  of  any 
member  thereof,  may  be  complained  of  in 
writing  to  the  local  authorities  ot  each  show, 
who  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  convene  and 
hear  the  parties  In  Interest.  No  protest  or 
complaint  shall  be  considered  by  the  local 
authorities  ot  any  show,  or  by  the  executive 
committee  of  the  League,  without  giving  all 
parties  in  Interest  sufficient  notice  and  a  full 
opportunity  to  be  heard. 

Sec.  3.-- Any  party  aggrieved  by  the  decision 
of  the  local  authorities  of  a  show  held  under 
the  rules  of  this  League,  may  appeal  to  the 
executive  committee,  statlug  specifically  In 
writing  the  nature  of  his  grievance,  and 
making  his  statement  in  duplicate;  and  one 
copy  of  these  specifications  shall  la  all  cases 
be  given  by  the  committee  to  the  party  or 
parties  against  whom  the  complaint  is  made. 

Sec.  4.— The  decision  of  the  local  author- 
ities of  any  show  held  by  a  member  of  the 
League  shall  be  final  In  all  cases  affecting  the 
merits  of  a  specimen  exhibited  at  such  show, 
and  appeal  to  the  executive  committee  can 
only  be  entertained  when  fraud  or  an  inten- 
tional violation  of  rules  is  alleged. 

Rule  Vlf. 

Sec.  1.— The  local  authorities  of  shows  held 
by  membeisot  this  League,  and  the  executive 
committee  of  the  League,  shall  have  authority 
In  their  discretion  to  impose  penalties  for  any 
infringement  of  any  of  the  rules  ot  the  League, 
or  any  rules  duly  made  and  promulgated  by 
any  member  of  the  League  the  following,  viz. : 

That  the  oflender,  or  any  or  all  specimens 
owned  or  bred  by  him  shall  be  excluded  from 
competition  at  any  or  all  shows  during  a 
stated  time,  or  generally.  In  which  last  event 
such  person  and  specimens  shall  be  deemed 
disqualified  until  such  disqualification  shall  be 
removed  by  the  executive  committee,  after 
due  notice  and  hearing. 

Rule  VIII. 

Sec.  1.— Whenever  there  shall  be  a  conflict 
in  dates  selected  by  associations  which  are 
members  of  this  League,  either  party  may 
petition  the  executive  committee,  and  after 
proper  notice  and  full  hearing  of  both  parties, 
said  committee  shall  recommend  upon  what 
dates  each  association  shall  hold  its  show. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  rules 
adopted. 

Voted  lo  publish  and  distribute  to  the  local 
associations  the  record  and  rules  of  this  organ- 
ization. 

Voted  to  authorize  the  executive  committee 
to  prepare  a  uniform  style  of  entry  blank  for 
the  use  of  exhibitors,  and  to  give  all  associa- 
tions authority  to  use  the  same, 

Mr.  Robinson,  of  the  committee  on  banquet, 
reported  that  it  would  be  held  at  the  United 
States  hotel,  at  seven  o'clock.

IX  each  Issue  of  Farm-Poultry,  espe- 
cially that  part  devoted  lo  the  "  Editor's 
Question  Box,"  one  cannot  fail  to  notice 
the  multiplicity  of  Inquiries  as  to  xohy 
his  or  her,  (as  the  case  may  be),  hens  fail  to 
lay.  From  the  market  or  utility  point  of 
view  solely,  the  real  cause  of  failure  lies 
:tlmost  wholly  In  other  directions  from  that 
usually  supposed. 

Uustald  methods,  both  in  feeding  and  care, 
together  with  too  much  fussy  and  useless 
work,  is  the  principal  source  of  failure  among 
so  many  beginners  in  the  poultry  business. 

Looking  toward  winter  egg  production,  we 
should  remember  that  winter  layers  will  not 
be  likely  to  come  from  hens  that  do  not  lay 
well  in  winter.  Bear  in  miud,  however,  tliat 
If  none  of  your  hens  lay  at  all  in  winter  the 
fault  may  be  yours,  and  not  the  hens.  If  one 
has  well  matured  pullets,  selected  with  a  view 
to  winter  egg  production,  and  has  provided 
them  with  comfortable  roosting  quarters  and 
sheds  for  exercise,  the  next  essential  is  feed. 
Feeding  for  a  continuous  egg  yield  requires 
i;ood  judgment  and  a  great  deal  of  careful 
watching  in  order  to  keep  the  flock  in  prime 
condition. 

I  A  good  laying  strain  of  any  breed  will  lay 
eggs  regularly  when  in  good  condition,  but  it 
requires  care  to  keep  ihem  in  order.  Neglect 
or  Ignorance  will  upset  the  whole  flock.  It 
becomes  quite  a  study  lo  keep  fowls  laying 
regularly. 

I  am  proving  to  ray  own  satisfaction,  how- 
ever, that  a  regular  system  of  feeding  will  do 
the  trick.  By  regular  feeding  is  meant  a 
regular  hour  and  a  regular  quantity  at  each 
meal.  Not  one  day  a  feast  and  the  iie.xt  a 
famine,  nor  one  week  this  man's  method,  and 


the  next  some  other  fellow's.  Adopt  a  good 
well  balanced  ration,  and  stick  to  it,  and  good 
results  are  certain. 

After  a  fowl  has  once  started  laying,  lo 
juggle  with  her  feed  In  any  variable  way  is  to 
throw  her  out  of  the  regular  order  of  her 
work.  It  is  also  true  that  a  sudden  change  in 
her  habits,  although  it  may  be  really  a  change 
for  the  better,  is  a  signal  for  a  let  up  in  egg 
production. 

I  consider  that  green  food, as  well  as  animal 
food  of  some  sort,  fed  every  day  is  really  more 
important  in  a  continuous  winter  egg  yield 
than  a  choice  of  grains. 

Possibly  my  experience  may  be  of  interest 
to  some.  I  have  at  present  76  pullets ;  respec- 
tively, 31  Barred  Rocks,  9  Buff  Rocks,  and  36 
White  Leghorns.  Rocks  were  hatched  April 
25;  received  my  first  egg  from  them  Oct.  29. 
Leghorns  came  otT  June  2;  received  my  first 
egg  from  them  Nov.  3.  During  the  months 
of  November  and  December  I  gathered  and 
sold  from  these  pullets  19.i6  eggs,  an  average 
of  a  fraction  over  32  eggs  daily.  Today,  Jan. 
2d,  I  gathered  63  eggs. 

Ration  I  am  using  is  oats  and  wheat  In 
litter  mornings;  mash  composed  of  vege- 
tables, dried  brewers'  grains,  and  hominy 
meal,  with  meat  scrap  at  noon;  wheat  and 
corn  In  litter  about  four  o'clock  in  afternoon  ; 
water  and  sour  milk  before  them  at  all  limes. 
This  I  do  not  submit  as  anything  remarkable, 
but  simply  lo  show  what  can  be  done  with 
common  sense  feeding  and  care. 

When  people  generally  are  brought  to  an 
apprehension  of  the  fact  that  science  is  little 
else  than  applied  common  sense,  a  large  share 
of  the  difficulties  of  teaching  poultry-craft 
will  have  vanished.  •  'A.  J.  R.

I  DITOR  Farm-Poitltry  :  —  I  have  been 
reading  Farm-Poultry  (the  Theory 
Buster,  I  call  it)  for  the  past  ten 
months  with  a  great  deal  of  interest, 
and  I  hope  profit;  in  fact  I  think  the  trouble 
learning  your  way  of  making  a  mash  has 
saved  me,  as  well  as  the  improvement  in  the 
mash,  well  worth  the  price  of  the  paper.  I 
have  been  struck  with  your  candid  and  direct 
way  of  answering  questions,  therefore  I  take 
the  liberty  of  coming  to  you  with  my  troubles. 

I  have  been  raising  Pit  Games  for  pleasure 
from  my  boyhood,  and  c;in  raise  a  stag  that 
will  stand  steel,  but  a  few  years  ago  after 
reading  a  good  detil  of  ineub;itor  and  patent 
feed  literature  I  decided  to  go  into  raising 
broilers  if  I  could  make  a  success  of  it.  So  I 
purchased  an  incubator,  and  began  experi- 
menting on  a  small  scale  with  the  intention  of 
going  into  the  business  if  I  could  make  it  pay 
(and  I  am  still  In  the  ring,  but  somewhat 
disfigured).     I  have  raised  some  very  fine 


broilers,  but  not  in  sufBcieut^quantities  to 
make  it  pay.  The  incubator  people"^stimate 
that  farm  eggs  ought  to  average  eighty  per 
cent  fertile.  I  have  bought  my  eggs  from 
country  stores  which  bought  from  surrounding 
ftirmers,  and  while  some  few  lots  were  eighty 
per  cent  fertile,  the  average  has  not  been  over 
seventy  per  cent.  They  claim  that  the 
machines  ought  to  hatch  eijjhty  per  cent  of 
fertile  eggs,  and  while  I  hatcheil  eighty  per 
cent  of  some  lots,  my  average  has  not  been 
more  than  seventy  or  seventy-one  per  cent. 
But  my  in;iin  troulile  has  been  in  raising  them. 
I  have  not  succeeded  in  raising  more  tlian  an 
average  of  fifty  per  cent,  although  I  have 
raised  as  high  as  ninety  per  cent  of  one  or  two 
lots. 

And  now  comes  Vny  present  troubles.  On 
Dec.  6  I  took  95  chicks  out  of  my  incubator, 
hatched  out  of  132  fertile  eggs.  I  put  them  in 
two  brooders.  47  in  one  and  4S  in  the  other. 
I  made  niy  brooders  mvself ;  thev  are  five  feet

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long.  At  tbe  back  side  I  have  a  long  tfn  box 
divided  in  tbe  middle  so  thai  the  hot  air  will- 
go  down  the  lower  half  and  come  bacli  In  the 
upper  lialf,  going  out  at  a  pipe  that  runs 
through  the  top  of  the  brooder.  The  lamp  is 
at  the  upper  end,  and  the  chimney  goes  into  a 
pipe  that  runs  into  the  lower  half  of  the  tin 
box.  About  two  inches  in  front  of  this  is  a 
wire  Bcreeu  to  keep  the  chicks  from  getting 
against  the  box;  in  front  of  this  Is  a  plank 
one  Inch  thick  and  ten  inches  wide  with  a 
curtain  tacked  to  the  front  edge  that  slips  into 
the  brooder  al)out  four  inches  from  the  top  for 
a  hover,  and  can  be  removed  to  clean  out  the 
brooder.  lu  front  of  hover  is  a  space  sixteen 
inches  wide  by  five  feet  long  for  a  run.  Tbe 
run  Is  covered  by  a  sash  that  Is  on  hinges  so 
fliat  it  can  be  raised  up.  I  put  about  an  inch 
of  sand  on  the  lloor  under  the  hover,  and 
«bout  two  inches  of  chafl'on  top  of  that.  The 
first  week  I  kept  the  temperature  under  the 
hover  about  96°  with  the  chicks  under  it; 
since  tlien  I  have  reduced  it  to  about  82°. 
When  they  were  between  twenty-four  and 
thirty-six  hours  old  I  fed  them  on  Cyphers' 
chick  food  in  chafl"  in  the  run,  and  put  in  a 
box  of  grit  and  a  box  of  charcoal,  and  a  quart 
fountain  of  water;  since  then  I  have  fed  them 
Cyphers'  chick  food  in  chaft"four  or  five  times 
a  day  in  small  quantities.  Wlien  they  were  a 
little  over  a  week  old  I  gave  them  ateaspoonful 
of  Cyphers'  nest  egg  food  rubbed  up  in  corn- 
l)read  once  a  day;  have  given  them  fresh 
water  twice  a  day.  1  kept  them  in  the  brooder 
until  they  were  two  weeks  old;  since  then 
liave  let  them  run  out  in  pen  in  brooder  house. 
The  temperature  in  the  run  in  the  brooder  has 
been  about  60°  in  the  morning,  going  up  in 
the  evening;  in  the  brooder  house  about  34° 
in  the  morning,  going  up  on  bright  days  to 
about  60°  in  the  evening— on  cloudy  days  to 
about  40°.  For  the  first  live  days  none  died  ; 
after  that  they  began  to  die  one  or  two  a  day  ; 
they  seemed  to  die  of  starvation,  though  they 
seemed  willing  to  eat.  I  suppose  they  were 
weak  chicks  and  were  crowded  out  by  the 
strong  ones.  When  two  weeks  old,  what  was 
left  them  seemed  to  be  all  right,  but  there  came 
two  or  three  dark  rainy  days  and  the  glass  in 
the  top  of  the  brooder  sweat  so  as  to  dampen 
the  chaff  in  the  run,  and  some  of  them  have 
had  drawn  up  feet  since.  Their  toes  crooked 
in,  and  Ihey  seemed  unable  to  straighten 
them;  they  wei-e  also  stiff  in  the  knees.  They 
did  not  lose  their  appetite,  and  were  always 
willing  to  eat.  I  greased  them  with  olive  oil, 
and  it  seemed  to  do  them  a  great  deal  of  good. 
They  seem  in  good  shape  now,  that  is,  what  is 
left  of  them,  (about  7.5)  except  two  or  three 
that  have  crooked  toes.  Now  what  I  want  to 
know  is,  what  was  the  matter  with  them,  and 
the  cure  or  preventive  ? 

I  have  twenty-five  pullets  hatched  in  March 
and  April,  and  a  few  of  them  in  June.  They 
are  Plymouth  Rocks,  Wyandottes,  and 
MInorcas  and  old  field  crosses.  I  did  not 
cross  them  up  myself  but  bought  the  eggs 
from  a  farm  that  had  started  in  the  fancy 
business,  but  when  I  bought  my  eggs  all  of 
their  stock  was  running  together,  and  1  got  a 
mixture.  I  put  them  in  a  colony  house  in 
August,  gave  them  a  grass  run,  and  did  not 
try  to  force  them  until  about  the  first  of 
Novemlier,  when  I  began  to  feed  for  eggs.  A 
few  of  them  began  laying  the  last  of  November, 
and  I  got  three  dozen  eggs  in  that  month. 
The  rest  of  the  March  and  April  pullets  have 
begun  laying  along  in  December,  with  the 
exception  of  three  that  have  not  yet  begun. 
The  June  batched  ones  have  not  yet  laid.  I 
saw  in  one  of  Chas.  A.  Cyphers'  advertise- 
ments that  chicks  hatched  in  June,  if  kept 
growing,  would  lay  in  December;  mine  may 
lay  next  December;  they  did  not  this  one.v  I 
'got  twenty-one  dozen  eggs  in  December. 

My  house  is  weather-boarded  with  an  open 
space  about  12  inches  wide  on  three  sides  near 
the  top.  Since  cold  weather  has  set  in,  I  have 
covered  the  open  spaces  with  curtains  made 
out  of  oat  sacks.  The  floor  is  made  of  coal 
ashes,  and  Is  about  six  inches  higher  than  the 
surrounding  ground.  It  makes  a  warm  and 
comfortable  roosting  place.  I  have  a  scratch- 
ing pen  about  fifteen  feet  square,  boarded  up 
on  two  sides  to  the  top;  the  other  sides  are 
boarded  up  two  feet— the  rest  open —  they  can 
go  In  and  out  as  they  like.  I  have  the  bottom 
of  it  covered  with  about  six  inches  of  leaves, 
in  which  Igive  them  their  grain.  I  am  feeding 
a  fflSSl)  jn  the  inorning,  made  of  one  pint 


Alfalfa  meal  soaked  In  hot  water  over  night, 
one  pint  corn  meal,  one  pint  middlings,  one 
pint  bran,  one-half  pint  boiled  beef  and  bone. 
At  noon  one  quart  wheat,  two  quarts  oats  in 
hull, given  In  litter.  At  night  a  mash  made  of 
one  idnt  corn  meal,  one  jdnt  of  middlings,  and 
one  pint  of  bran.  I  have  kept  grit,  charcoal, 
and  oyster  shell  by  them  all  the  time.  My 
expectations  were  about  twenty  dozen  eggs  in 
November,  and  about  forty  dozen  in  Decem- 
ber. AVhat  would  you  consider  a  good  yield, 
and  how  can  I  improve  my  present  arrange- 
ments ? 

At  what  age  does  a  pullet  cease  to  be  a  pul- 
let and  become  a  yearling  hen?  My  pullets 
are  large  and  well  develojied,  and  their  eggs 
are  as  large  as  those  of  old  hens.    They  have 


been  in  perfect  health  all  their  lives,  exc«pt 
two  or  three  had  the  chicken  pox  in  Saptsm- 
ber,  which  I  cuied  In  a  few  days  by  scraping 
the  scal)s  off  the  sores  on  comb,  and  rubbing 
with  table  salt  —  a  remedy  I  have  often  tried 
on  Game  chickens,  and  never  knew  it  to  fail. 
It  is  a  remedy  that  has  been  used  by  the  Pit 
(5ame  people  of  this  section  for  years.  As  it 
Is  the  best  I  ever  saw  I  will  give  the  formula: 

For  Chicken  Pox.  —  Scratch  scabs  oil'  the 
chicken's  bead,  and  rub  It  with  dry  tal)le  suit. 

For  Canker.  —  Scrape  out  the  chicken's 
mouth,  and  rul)  mouth  and  throat  with  dry 
salt. 

For  Colds,  Swelled  Heads,  and  Roup.— Fill 
a  can  with  warm  salt  watejr ,  take  the  chicken 
by  the  neck,  so  that  it  cannot  swallow  any  of 


It;  hold  Its  head  In  the  warm  salt  water  until 
It  strangles,  then  take  It  out,  shake  water  out 
of  its  mouth  and  nostrils,  let  it  breathe,  and 
then  repeat  several  times.  Keep  chicken  in  a 
warm  coop,  and  give  treatment  twice  a  day 
until  cured.  I  never  knew  It  fail  to  cure,  and 
1  have  tried  It  often. 

Will  this  lot  of  pullets  lay  eggs  In  February 
and  March  that  will  do  to  hatch  broilers  from? 
I  have  a  strong  active  White  Wyandotte  cocU 
that  will  be  two  years  old  In  May.  Also  a 
cockerel  that  was  hatched  the  eleventh  of  last 
•Inne  that  Is  unusually  well  developed  (weight 
4  lbs.)    Will  they  do  to  mate  with  them? 

1  have  been  reading  about  the  Reds  with  a 
good  deal  of  interest ,  ami  am  thinking  about 
getting  one  hundred  eggs  about  the  first  of 
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more  chicks ;  thriftier  and  stronger  chicks — the  kind  that  live  and  make  profitable 
growth — than  any  other  Incubator.

Mr.  .S.'s  results  do  not  look  so  poor  to  me  a, 
they  tieem  to  him.  He  Jooks  at  them  from 
till!  point  of  view  of  expectations  raised  by 
advertising,'  istateraeuts.  I  see  them  from  the 
point  of  view  of  familiarity  with  ordinary 
results.  If  after  two  weeks  he  has  75  of  9.j 
chicks  hatched,  and  these  seem  promising;,  he 
U  doing  as  well  as  the  averai;e.  There  is  no 
'•  big  money"  to  be  made  iu  broilers,  not  for 
the  grower.  It  is  not  for  an  all  year  round 
specialty,  but  a  specialty  for  a  season,  (the 
season  of  high  prices),  and  to  work  iu  com- 
liinalioQ  with  other  lines  of  poultry  keeping. 
Considering  that  Mr.  .S.  has  been  using  home 
made  brooders,  I  thiiiU  he  has  done  very  well. 
From  his  description  of  the  brooders  it  seems 
to  me  he  has  kept  his  chicks  rather  close  to  the 
heat  at  first,  and  this  and  the  lack  of  ventila- 
tion in  the  brooders  on  ■  bad  days  would 
account  for  some  losses.  Frankly,  I  don't 
think  much  of  home  made  incubators  and 
brooders,  as  they  run.  Once  in  a  while  a  man 
makes  one  that  operates  satisfactorily,  but 
most  of  them  are  poor  concerns. 

Mr.  S."s  |)ullets  are  fed  too  little;  the  ration 


for  the  day  U  «ot  well  distributed,  aud  he 
feeds  mash  twice  a  day,  which  U  bud.  I 
would  refer  him  to  other  comments  on  rations, 
an<i  to  the  lessons  on  feeding  In  the  series 
now  issued  Id  book  form. 

.June  pullets  may  lay  In  December.  1  have 
had  Brahma  pullets,  hatched  the  last  of  June, 
lay  middle  of  January,  aud  lust  year  had  July 
hatched  Orpingtons  begin  early  in  January. 
It  is  quite  customary  for  persons  making  a 
statement  about  a  matter  in  any  way  uflecting 
I  heir  interests  to  [lut  it  in  the  most  favoraltle 
light  possible.  The  custom  is  not  limited  to 
incubator  and  patent  feed  men,  nor  do  I  think 
when  you  get  right  down  to  it,  they  are  any 
worse  than  the  rest  of  U8.  A  preacher  In  his 
annual  sermon  can  often  make  a  statement  of 
results  of  his  work  that  would  make  the  most 
hardened  commercial  advertiser  long  with 
Byron  for  a  '*  forty-parson  power,"  and  even 
in  the  poultry  press  VN'e  put  our  best  foot 
foremost.  This  feature  is  both  so  common 
and  so  generally  understood  that  when  one 
makes  the  mistake  of  relying  loo  implicitly  on 
interested  statements,  he  ought  to  blame  him- 
self as  much  as  those  who  make  them. 

When  is  a  pullet  not  a  pullet?  The  Stand- 
ard dednition  is:  "A  female  fowl  less  than  a 
)earold."  The  egg  farmer  calls  his  hens  pul- 
lets through  their  first  laying  year. 

The  remedies  Sir.  S.  gives  will,  I  am  sure, 
be  tried  by  many,  and  I  hope  will  prove  as 
etl'ective  as  they  have  with  him. 

Fel)ruary  and  March  chicks  from  late  pullets 
would  not  be  likely  to  give  very  thrifty  broil- 
ers. I  would  'rather  have  eggs  from  the 
earlier  pullets. 

The  Keds,  as  a  class,  do  not  difl'er  from 
other  breeds  of  their  class  in  laying  capacity 
and  habits.

The  weather  clerk  has  sent  us  noiliing 
to  clieck  a  liberal  production  of  eggs  iu  the  south  aud 
southwest;  a  large  part  of  the  fresh  gathered  eggs 
here  aud  arriving  have  been  uns:ilable  except  at  a 
lieavy  loss,  and  the  inarkcl  for  refrigerator  eg:;s.  of 
"liieh  large  quantities  remain  to  be  marketed,  has 
fallen  into  a  ilenioralized  condition, 

Ueeeipts  at  this  point  lun  e  continued  on  a  large  ^cale 
for  the  season  of  ye:ir;  they  have  containeil  many  car- 
loads of  refrigerator  eggs. sent  here  from  ('hicagoand 
nearby  storage  houses,  but  the  arrivals  of  fresh  galh- 
cred  have  also  been  very  liberal,  anil  there  has  proli- 
al.ly  been  very  little  reOucliou  iu  the  total  stock  of 
I  ligs  in  the  market. 

So  far  there  are  no  signs  of  any  material  iia-rease  in 
llui  a'  tual  consumptive  demands:  dealers  who  have 
been  supplying  a  large  part  of  their  trade  wiih  refrig- 
erator eggs  during  the  winter  are  very  slow  to  change 
to  fresh  stock  so  early,  iiarlly  lieeanse  of  the  large 
prolits  realized  on  the  refrigerators,  and  parlly 
because  of  the  great  dissatisfaction  that  would  be 
■■aused  by  a  possible  later  necessity  of  going  back  lo 
held  eggs  after  once  introducing  the  fresh.  Fiirtber- 
morc,  retailers  are  very  slow  lo  give  consumers  the 
benelil  of  a  decline  in  the  wholesale  market  at  this 
se.ison.  Consequently,  with  continued  high  average 
of  retail  prices  and  with  a  large  part  of  the  trade  still 
being  supplied  with  old  eggs,  liierc  has  been  no 
enlargenienl  of  trade  at  all  couimeusurate  wiili  ihe 
increase  of  supply. 

.V  large  part  of  tlie  aeoumulaled  stock  is  of  more  or 
less  mixed  quality,  and  il  would  be  very  hard  to  move 
such  under  orders  to  sell  except  at  more  or  le«s  con- 
cession from  lUst  price.

■' best  price  obtainable,"  and  the  business  lias  been  ai 
sueli  irregular  figures  that  actual  values  are  ver\ 
lioorly  detlned.  Of  lale  the  movement  has  been  slow, 
and  toward  Ihe  close  it  seems  Impossible  to  sell  any 
Importaut  quantity  above  H@15c.,even  for  very  prime 
qualities;  sales  of  poorer  goods  are  reported  down  lo 
$3@S4  a  case. 

Incliiiliiig  the  stock  of  refrigerator  eggs  in  local 
storage,  aud  the  heavy  stock  of  refrigerator  aud  fresh 
gatberert  eggs  on  docks  and  In  stores,  there  are  now 
probably  100,000  to  1(!'.,000  cases  of  eggs  lu  the  murkel, 
of  which  perhaps  20,000  to  25,000  are  fresh  gathered  ; 
the  present  rate  of  consumption  Is  probably  not  over 
about  CO.CCO  cases  a  week,  but  distributing  cbunuels 
between  receivers  aud  consumers  are  now  rather 
ligblly  stocked,  so  that  if  anylhing  should  occur  to 
create  speculative  bujing  among  jobbers  and  retailers 
ihe  wholesale  demand  might  temporarily  exceed  the 
consumptive  requirements.  But  tliere  is  little  chance 
that  receipts  duriug  the  nc.\t  two  weeks  can  fall  very 
largely  below  cousuniptlve  requirements,  aud  in  the 
meanlime  there  is  evidenlly  a  liberal  stock  accumulal- 
ing  at  jirimary  poiuls.

I'resli  turkeys  have  been  in  moderate  supply,  and 
with  very  strong  western  advices  and  a  fairly  active 
speculative  demand  here  iov  fancy  young  tonis,  a 
firmer  feeling  has  been  gradually  developing.  Early 
in  Ihe  week  it  was,  dillrcult  to  strain  18c.  ou  average 
best  grades  of  young  tonis,  but  toward  the  close  19c. 
lias  been  promptly  obtainable  for  desirable  lots, 
though  buyers  particular  regarding  size  and  quality, 
lieu  turkeys'have  only  a  limited  demand  for  current 
use,  but  tlie  high  cost  of  the  slock  west  causes  a  firm 
holtling. 

riiiladelphia  aud  other  nearby  roasting  chickens 
liave  been  in  fair  sui)ply,  and  desirable  grades  have 
worked  out  fairly,  though  it  has  been  impossible  to 
strain  much  if  any  advance  in  prices  wliicli  have 
looked  cheap  in  comparison  to  the  figures  asked  for 
western.  Broilers  continue  scarce  from  all  sections, 
and  prices  firmly  held.  Fancy  large  western  soft 
ineateil  roasting  chickens  have  been  very  scarce,  and 
would  have  brought  IGc,  possibly  even  higher,  but 
nearly  all  lots  of  so-called  roasting  chickens  have 
run  coarse  aud  staggy  .and  very  few  here  good  enough 
to  exceed  15c.,  while  bulk  have  had  to  sell  in  neighbor- 
hood of  13@14c. 

Fancy  large  lowls  were  very  scarce  up  to  near  iln^ 
close,  and  holders  asked  14ic.,  in  instances  15c.,  but  il 
was  like  pulling  teelh  to  realize  such  figures,  llaiiy 
buyers  simply  refused  lo  handle  fowls  beyond  actual 
orders,  while  nearly  all  small  dealers  ■who  jiiit  a  few 
fowls  in  freezers  when  they  looked  cheap  have  pre- 
ferred to  take  them  oul.  The  light  receipts  wereanqile 
for  the  demand,  and  with  a  little  increase  in  receipts 
lowards  the  close  the  feeling  weakened  for  fancy 
grades,  and  such  freely  offered  at  Ihe  close  at  14c. 
without  attracting  attention.  Invoicis  are  larger, 
and  still  lower  prices  predicted  for  next  week. 

Western  oaponshave  been  coming  forward  freely, 
mostly  small  to  medium  sizes,  and  with  a  very  slow 
demand,  slocks  have  accumulated  aud  prices  weaker. 
Fancy  heavy  capons  in  moderate  supply  and  held 
about  steady. 

Choice  to  fancy  ducks  have  been  in  nioderatesup- 

ply,and  witli  a  fair  demand  prices  have  ruled  firm. 

Virginia  ducklings  liave  only  a  limited  demand,  and 

prices  easier.  Geese  conlinue  to  drag  and  closing 

weak.

The  Editor's  Question  Box. 

In  this  department  the  editor  will  answer  miscellaneous  questions  on 
poultry  topics,  and  all  special  requests  for  his  personal  views  which  can 
be  answered  briefly.  Inquiries  will  be  answered  as  promptly  as  possible 
and  as  nearly  as  may  be  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  received. 


AVhy  the  I>elayed  Laying?  (W.  11. 
W.)  —  "May  I  ask  what  in  your  opiulou 
(briefly)  is  the  cause  of  fowls  in  every  section 
so  late  in  laying  this  winter?  Surely  it  can't 
be  methoil  of  feeding,  otherwise  some  few 
would  get  results.  The  complaining  is  epi- 
demic." 

That  is  one  of  the  questions  to  which  1  can- 
not give  an  answer  that  satisfies  me.  I  don't 
know.  I  speculate  a  little  about  it  when  I 
have  time,  and  occasionally  talk  about  it  with 
poultrymen  interested,  but  don't  seem  to  get 
any  nearer  a  theory  that  can  be  proved,  and 
the  attempted  explanations  are  not  more  satis- 
factory. I  notice  that  the  people  who  knoio 
how  to  make  hens  lay  are  shy  of  the  whole 
question.    They  generally  ignore  or  evade  it. 

We  have  had  a  period  of  years  of  poor 
batching  and  poor  early  laying.  The  worst  of 
these  seasons  followed  hard  winters.  Whether 
this  open  winter  will  operate  to  improve  mat- 
ters the  coming  season,  remains  to  be  seen.  J  f 
hatches  start  out  well  it  will  strengthen  our 
hopes  that  conditions  are  better,  and  that  next 
winter's  egg  production  will  bo  an  improve- 
ment. 

Wants  Standard  for  R.  I.  Reds.  (G. 

F.  G.) — "  Will  you  iilease  give  me  through 
Farm-Poultry  the  Standard  of  It.  C.  and 
S.  C.  R.  I.  Reds  ?  I  am  breeding  the  Reds, 
and  would  be  greatly  obliged  for  the  informa- 
tion." 

We  cannot  give  you  in  Farm-Poultrv 
Standard  of  S.  C.  Rhode  Island  Reds,  this 
being  copyrighted  by  the  A.  P.  A.  The 
Standard  of  the  R.  C.'s  we  might  be  able  to 
secure  permission  to  publish,  as  the  copyright 
of  this  is  at  present  in  the  name  of  the  Rhode 
Island  Red  Club.  AYe  presume  that  you  could 
get  a  copy  of  this  Standard  from  the  secretary 
of  the  club,  W.  J.  Drisko,  Everett,  Mass.,  and 
that  you  would  find  the  standard  for  the  R.  C. 
Rhode  Island  Red  as  published  by  the  club, 
and  that  of  the  S.  C.  Rhode  Island  Red .  as 
published  iu  the  Standard  of  Perfection, 
almost  the  same.  If  you  are  breeding  both 
varieties  and  wish  the  standards  for  them,  the 
best  thing  for  you  to  do  Is  to  wait  until  after 
the  next  meeting  of  the  A.  P.  A.,  when  you 
should  be  able  to  get  both  standards  in  the 
Standard  of  Perfection. 

Name  Wanted.  (F.  D.  C.)  —"A  neigh- 
()0C  lias  sopie  single  comb  while  bens  (about 


the  size  of  Wyandottes)  with  here  and  there  a 
jet  black  feather  distributed  over  the  entire 
hen.  The  black  feather  is  perfect,  completely 
black  throughout,  anil  is  alone  by  itself  among 
the  white  feathers.  The  pure  white  hen 
S|)rinkled  over  with  black  feathers  makes  a 
very  pretty  fowl,  and  I  would  like  to  obtain 
the  variety.  Can  you  name  it  for  me  ?  My 
neighbor  says  it  is  an  old  variety  now  extinct. 
Is  that  true?" 

I  cannot  say  certainly  what  the  variety  of 
fowls  you  describe  is.  There  was  a  breed 
known  as  the  Erminettes.  The  last  I  saw  of 
them  were  exhibited  in  Boston  in  1898,  when 
the  Standard  of  Perfection  was  revised  by  the 
A.  P.  A.  there,  and  an  eftort  was  made  to 
have  them  recognized  by  the  A.  P.  A.,  but  this 
effort  failed.  As  I  understand  it  the  breed 
was  brought  forward  then,  not  as  a  new 
breed,  but  as  an  old  one  worthy  of  recogni- 
tion. The  Enuinettes  were  black  and  white 
mottled,  mostly  white,  but  I  don't  know 
whether  the  black  feathers  were  black 
throughout.  Perhaps  some  writer  can  fur- 
nish the  information  desired. 

A  Mating  Problem.  (A.  D.)— "I  have 
six  desirable  S.  C.  R.  1.  Red  pullets  and  a 
cockerel  raised  from  eggs  bought  of  F.  D. 
Read,  of  Fall  River;  also  a  cockerel,  very 
similar  to  the  above  mentioned  one,  which  is 
about  seven-eighths  Tompkins  blood.  These 
cockerels  are  very  much  alike;  so  much  so 
that  I  have  all  along  been  unable  to  tell  one 
from  another,  ex(^ept  by  the  toe  marks,  and 
the  fact  that  one  of  them  got  the  tip  of  one  of 
the  picks  of  his  comb  slightly  torn  by  a  wire 
awhile  ago.  They  are  both  quite  good  speci- 
mens of  S.  C.  R.  I.  Red  cockerels.  I  also  have 
a  pen  of  yearling  hens  three-fourths  Tompkins 
blood,  to  which  I  intend  to  mate  one  of  the 
cockerels.  But  which  one?  Shall  I  keep  the 
two  strains  separate,  or  shall  I  not?  I  h.ad 
thought  to  mate  the  Tompkins  male  to  the 
Read  females,  for  this  reason  :  The  Tompkins 
hens,  one  of  which  is  the  mother  of  the  cock- 
erel alluded  to,  have  rather  heavy  lacing  on 
hackle,  while  the  Read  pullets  have  Jione,  and 
I  feared  by  mating  the  T.  cockerel,  coming

as  he  did  from  a  hen  with  heavy  tickiiii.', 
(although  showing  uone  himself),  would,  bj 
mating  him  to  his  own  strain,  intensify  thi.s 
defect.  These  birds  were  hatched  in  May, 
and  are  quite  well  developeil,  but  I  have  no 
doubt  but  the  two  cockerels  will  yet  change 
enough  In  appearance  to  decide  which  bird  to 
mate  with  which,  but  as  I  wanted  to  mate 
them  at  once  for  early  chicks,  that  fact  does 
not  help  me  any  at  pre.sent."' 

iMy  way  in  Buch  a  ca>e  would  be  to  male 
each  male  to  the  females  of  his  own  stock 
through  the  most  ot  the  season,  but  toward 
the  end  reverse  the  matings,  to  see  what  the 
results  would  be.  It  is  possible  tli;it  better 
results  would  come  from  one  or  both  of  the 
males  mated  with  females  of  the  other  stock, 
but  on  general  prlncii>les  it  is  safer  to  rel\'  on 
a  closer  mating,  for  the  union  of  dill'erenl 
lines  sometimes  brings  out  faults  which  had 
been  overcome  in  both.  The  ticking  in  the 
Tompkins  line  would  not  be  likely  to  be 
notably  inteiisitied  in  a  single  mating. 

Cockerels  Shake  Their  Heads.  (K.  .) . 
F.) —  "  I  have  some  cockerels  that  shake  their 
heads.  I  can't  see  any  trouble  with  their 
beads;  no  colds  or  any  discharge  from  nostrils. 
Please  give  cause  and  remedy  In  your  paper." 

Indigestion  and  worms  sometimes  cause 
this  tfouble.  Sometimes  it  is  due  to  rush  of 
blood  to  the  head,  probably  caused  by  poor 
circulation.  I  presume  it  might  be  a  symptom 
in  liiliousness. 

Salary  of  Poultry  Judge.  (E.  11.)— 
"■What  salai-y  does  a  poultry  judge  I'eeeive  a 
year?" 

Poultry  Judges  aie  paid  so  much  a  day  or 
BO  much  for  a  show,  The  judging  at  a  show 
rarely  occupies  over  two  days,  and  at  mo.st 
shows  an  effort  is  made  to  have  It  all  done  the 
fjist  day  of  the  show,  because  very  few 
people  dare  to  attend  a  show  before  the 
awards  are  made,  and  delay  in  finishing  the 
judging  hurts  the  attendance,  and  cuts  down 
the  fetielpts;  The  compensation  of  the  judge 
vafies  Sotiiewliat  witll  the  importance  of  the 
show  Snti  the  reputation  of  the  judgfei  While 
I  have  never  had  occasion  to  ioolj  into  the 
mailer  closely,  1  presume  that  few  judges  •.'et 
less  lhau  i$o  per  day,  and  not  many  more  than 
.$10,  with  traveling  and  hotel  expenses. 

Laj'lng  Qualities  of  Leghorns.    (J.  P.) 

In  issue  of  January  irnli,  (Question  Box) 
you  say  you  have  never  discovered  any  differ 
ence  in  the  laying  qualities  of  S.  C.  Leghorns, 
Brown,  While,  and  Bull".  Is  the  same  title 
when  the  Single  Combs  are  compared  witli 
Itose  Combs?  In  this  winter  climate  the  Rose 
Combs  will  stand  much  more  severe  weather 
without  getting  their  combs  nipped,  than  will 
the  Single  Combs.  Tn  the  advertising  columns 
of  the  poultry  press,  however,  I  find  about 
ten  Single  Comb  advertisements  to  one  Rose 
Comb,  which  would  seem  to  indicate  that  the 
Single  Combs  are  superior  lo  the  Rose  C'omlis. 
Are  Ihey?" 

R.  C.  AVhite  Leghorns  are  the  only  one  of 
the  Rose  Combed  Leghorns  of  which  I  can 
speak  from  personal  experience.  I  kept  tlieiii 
fot-  several  years,  beside  S.  C.  AV^hites  and 
Browns,  and  found  them  all  about  alike  as 
layers.  I  bought  the  R.  C.  AVhites  in  the  first 
place  because  I  supposed  they  would  stand 
(rold  better,  but  I  found  that  the  males'  coinl/s 
frosted  quite  as  easily  as  the  others.  The 
greater  popularity  of  the  single  comb  varieties 
is,  I  presume,  due  to  the  general  preference 
for  single  combs,  and  not  to  any  practical  dif- 
ference. Good  rose  comljs  are  much  harder 
to  produce  than  good  single  comlis. 

3Iore  Feeding  Questions.  (E.  T.  B.)  — 
Referring  again  to  your  statement  as  to  how 
you  feed  your  own  fowls,  I  do  not  understand 
why  mine  seem  to  eat  so  much  less  feed.  I 
have  a  flock  of  nineteen  White  Wyandotle 
pullets,  eleven  Plymouth  Rock  hens,  and  two 
White  Wyandotte  roosters.  Yesterday  and 
the  d;iy  before  I  fed  them  mash  of  two  quarts 
bran,  one  quart  corn  meal,  and  about  a  pint 
of  beef  scrap.  I  fed  them  also  a  quart  of 
liarley  in  their  litter  after  breakfast,  and  two 
quarts  of  cracked  corn  in  their  litter  after 
dinner,  yet  this  morning  quile  a  little  of  their 
mash  was  left  in  their  shallow  feed  boxes  half 
an  hour  after  they  were  fed.  T  always  feed 
about  this  amount,  and  yet  often  they  do  not 
-eem  to  want  all  their  mash;  but  in  the  pro- 
portion mentioned  in  your  description  of  your 
own  feeding  —  forty-two  to  forty-four  quai  t-

AVhen 
they  have  much  table  scraps  I  endeavor  to 
vary  their  grain  accordingly.  They  have  free 
range,  aud  this  thawing  weather  can  get  a 
little  grass.  They  laid  fourteen  eggs  yester- 
day, aud  the  same  the  day  before,  which  is, 
perhaps,  pretty  good  for  this  tiiue  of  year; 
but  of  course  if  possible  I  want  to  do  better 
yet. 

"  By  the  way,  I  adopted  the  skeleton  nests 
described  in  First  Lessons,  and  have  never 
siuce  seen  two  hens  on  one  nest." 

As  I  understand  Mr.  li.'s  statement,  he  Is 
comparing  his  musli  dry  with  my  mash  wet, 
and  not  with  the  measures  of  dry  ingredients 
for  the  mash  which  I  gave.  My  twenty-four 
quarts,  approximately,  of  wet  mash  is  when 
dry  only  about  fifteen  quarts.  Sometimes  a 
little  more,  depending  on  how  the  meal  swells 
In  scalding.  This  would  give  say  thirty-three 
quarts  of  dry  mash  and  grain  in  :i  day  to  about 
150  fowls.  If  Mr.  B.  will  figure  his  ration  in 
the  same  terms  I  did  mine  he  will  find  the 
difference  in  amounts  not  so  considerable. 
Possibly  according  to  size  and  weight  my 
fowls  eat  less  than  his,  for  I  had  at  that  time  a 
good  many  10  to  12  lb.  cockerels  among  them, 
aud  a  good  many  pullets  that  would  go  well 
up  to  0  to  10  pounds. 

He  has  approximately  one-fifth  the  number 
of  fowls  I  had  when  I  gave  those  quantities  of 
f»od,  but  where  I  used  i  qts.  of  meal  he  used  1 
qt.,and  where  I  used  1  to  2  qts.  beef  scrap 
he  used  about  1  pint,  an  amount  jiroportion- 
ately  greater  than  I  ever  used. 

The  quantities  one  poultryman  feeds  to  his 
flock  can  only  guide  another  in  a  general  way, 
giving  Lini  roughly  an  idea  of  whether  he  is 
near  the  usual  quantities  fed. 

If  the  floor  is  well  littered  so  that  the  hens 
cannot  eat  the  feed  too  quickly  when  it  is  fe<l 
at  noon,  feeding  then  will  generally  answer  as 
well  as  feeding  later.  If  I  had  a  small  \  ard  in 
summer  would  keep  house  floors  littered  and 
feed  grain  generally  in>ide. 

Ouc  Male  to  Twciity-fivo  Females.  (1-3. 
T.  B.)  —  "Is  more  than  one  rooster  really 
necessary  for  a  flock  of  twenty-five  Wyandotte 
hens?  -One  spring  I  had  a  flock  of  twcnly- 
flve  mongrels  and  only  one  rooster,  and  almo>t 
every  egg  hatched,  aud  the  chicks  were  most 
vigorous." 

Such  things  do  happen  sometimes,  but  it  is 
not  safe  to  be  guided  by  them.  The  general 
experience  is  that  half  that  minilier  of  hens  or 
less  with  one  male  will  give  better  fertility 
and  lietter  chicks. 

Wants  a  Large  White  Kgg  Breed.  1 1'. 
C)^"I  am  a  novice  at  the  poultry  busine>s 
and  beg  for  a  little  information,  I  started  out 
to  raise  Rhode  Island  Kcds.  Tliey  area  fine  lot 
of  fowls,  and  1  am  well  pi(a>ed  with  them. 
The  only  objection  1  have  to  tliem  is,  the  egg 
U  too  small  and  red.  When  I  take  the  eggs  to 
my  customers  the  cry  of  them  all  is,  "Oh, 
your  eggs  are  so  dark  and  small  I  don't  like 
them.  Why  don't  you  Uave  large  white  eggs?" 
1  have  investigated  the  subject  and  X  fliul  !t 
true  {h.at  the  Cleveland  market  demands  while 


shelled  eggs.  1  have  three  White  Leghorn 
hens,  and  when  I  take  my  eggs  to  Cleveland 
the  Leghorn  eggs  are  the  lirst  selected,  and  as 
a  rule  bring  a  better  jTite.  I  am  in  the  poul- 
try business  for  egg  trade  more  than  anything 
else.  I  wish  you  would  name  the  breeds  lay- 
ing white  shelled  eggs  and  their  laying  average 
a  year.  I  like  my  White  Leghorns ;  they  are 
non-sitters,  and  a  bunch  of  feathers  is  alioul 
all  there  is  of  them.  1  want  to  settle  on  a 
large  white  shelled  egg  breed,  one  that  is  a 
good  winter  layer,  with  a  larger,  heavier  boily 
than  the  Leghorn.  Are  you  acquainted  with 
the  .Vnconas  and  Blue  Andalu.-ians?  They  do 
nut  seem  to  be  advertised  very  much,  and  I 
don't  think  I  have  seen  an)  thing  mentioned 
aliout  them  in  FAitM-rofLTuy. 

Mr.  t,'.  would  proliably  get  the  most  satis- 
fai-tory  fow  I  for  his  purpose  by  getting  some 
large  AVliite  Leghorns,  the  hens  weighing  4 
to  ">ij  lbs.  That  is  as  large  as  the  common  run 
of  Wyandotles  and  Iteds,  though  of  course 
not  as  large  as  is  desirable  for  those  breeds. 
S>iich  Leghorns  will  lay  large  white  eggs  and 
make  very  fair  table  poultry.  Black  Minorcas 
lay  nice  large  eggs,  and  are  good  poultry,  but 
the  color  of  the  legs  and  skin  is  generally 
against  them,  in  American  markets.  Anconas 
and  Andalusians  are  comparatively  rare,  ami 
while  good  layers  do  not  come  uniform  enough 
in  color  to  be  as  satisfactory  as  a  breed  tliat 
gives  a  uniform  flock.  Laying  averages  for 
the  breeds  are  sometimes  given,  but  they  are  of 
little  Value,  foi'  laying  capacity  is  more  a  mat- 
ter of  strain  and  care.

White    Plymouth  Rocks  and 
Rhode  Island  Reds. 

Editor  Farm-Poultry:— In  looking  over 
some  back  numbers  of  F.-P.,  I  came  across  an 
article  in  the  May  1st  issue,  p.  257,  which  is  of 
some  interest  to  me",  for  I  have  some  fowls  of 
both  breeds  of  which  the  subscriber  inquires. 
Possibly  my  e.xperience  may  be  of  Interest. 

In  the  first  place  I  have  three  White  Rock 
hens  coming  three  years  old  that  are  not  very 
lazy,  neither  Is  "the  large  bunch  under  tails" 
at  all  conspicuous,  and  there  are  very  few 
feathers  off  them  anywhere.  They  have  been 
good  layers.  One,  the  larger  of  the  three,  has 
372  eggs  to  her  credit  In  about  twenty  months, 
besides  rearing  a  brood  of  chicks,  and  the 
others  are  nearly  as  good.  From  these  hensl 
have  14  pullets  that  laid  178  eggs  In  November, 
and  289  In  December.  From  15  R.  I.  Reds  we 
received  153  In  November,  and  149  In  Decem- 
ber. Like  yourself,  Mr.  Editor,  I  have  yet  to 
learn  of  the  great  egg  producing  qualities  of 
R.  I.  Reds. 

Again,  when  they  are  dressed  for  market, 
the  Rocks  are  much  better  In  size  and  appear- 
ance. The  Reds  we  have  are  not  as  hardy  as 
the  Rocks  ;  they  have  overfed  easily,  and  they 
don't  keep  In  condition  well.  No  doubt  there 
are  Redsmuch  belter  than  ours,  but  the  White 
Rock  Is  the  fowl  for  me.  We  have  a  good 
utility  strain,  and  shall  endeavor  to  breed 
them  to  standard  as  much  as  possible.  Any 
further  information  I  could  give  shall  be  very 
glad  to  do  so.  Hope  to  see  the  White  Rock 
Increase  In  popularity  In  the  future  as  fast  as 
they  have  in  the  past  few  years.

Notes    From    Rhode  Island 
College. 

Twenty-three  students  are  registered  for 
llie  poultry  course,  and  are  now  in  attendance. 
One  more  has  been  registered  for  the  last  half, 
making  a  total  of  twenty-four.  Of  tliis  num- 
ber nine  are  from  Rhode  Island,  si.v  from 
Massachusetts,  five  from  other  states,  and 
four  from  foreign  countries. 

The  capacity  of  the  plant  is  now  taxed  to 
the  utmost,  especially  in  bousing  the  students, 
and  in  appliances  for  incubation  and  brood- 
ing. It  is  becoming  apparent  that  while  tlie 
plant  was  made  as  large  a-s  possible  with  the 
funds  available,  it  will  not  be  long  before  it 
will  be  Inadequate  for  the  demands  which 
will  be  made  upon  it.  Men  students  have  in 
all  cases  elected  to  stay  in  the  barracUliUe  attic 
of  the  poultry  house  rather  than  to  seeli  the 
more  homelike  accommodations  at  a  distance 
In  the  village.  There  are  three  ladles  in  the 
class  who  have  had  to  seek  rooms  in  the 
village,  and  htive  to  tramp  from  one-half  to 
three-fourths  of  a  mile  to  their  work,  because 
other  suitable  accommodations  for  them  are 
not  available.

Answers  to  Pigeon  Questions. 


SICK  FOWLS? 


Answers  hy  Wni.  E.  Rice,  Bridyetun,  X.  ./. 


Color  of  Feathers,  and  Light  Skinned 
Sau^bs.  (E.  L.  W.)  —"I  would  like  to  ask 
Jlr.  iiice  whether  he  ever  noticed  If  Eed 
Homers  threw  )i;^hter  colored  squabs  than  the 
Blue.-i,  or  a  larger  percentage  of  light  skin 
squabs." 

I  do  not  think  the  color  of  the  feathers  has 
anything  to  do  with  the  color  of  the  skin  of 
the  Equubs.  I  have  seen  lighter  skinned  squabs 
thrown  from  jet  black  parents  than  from  some 
pure  white  ones,  and  attach  very  little  signifi- 
cance to  the  color  of  the  feathers  aflectiug  the 
color  of  the  skin  of  either  parent  or  squab.  I 
do,  however,  reject,  in  purchasing,  all  birds 
whose  skin,  on  examination,  shows  dark,  for 
I  fear  all  such  birds  will  lie  likely  to  throw 
dark  skinned  squabs,  and  I  accept  all  birds, 
provided  they  satisfy  me  la  other  particulars, 
whose  skin  Is  light,  irrespective  of  the  color  of 
the  feathers.  It  is  well  to  repeat  here,  that 
the  kind  of  feed  may  affect  the  color  of  the 
skin,  for  when  wheat  is  fed  too  largely  It  has 
a  tendency  to  darken  the  skin. 

Breeding  from  Two  Pairs  of  Birds. 
(J.  \V.  M.)— ''I  have  two  pairs  of  Homers  for 
flying,  and  want  to  breed  from  them  and  from 
their  ofTspring.  Will  this  cause  my  stock  to 
become  too  closely  inbred?  Ought  I  purchase 
more  slock?  5Iy  stock  is  supposed  to  be  the 
best  In  the  country  for  flying,  and  I  do  not 
want  to  raise  any  Inferior  stock." 

Your  question  Involves  the  principles  of  line 
breeding,  as  I  lake  it,  and  is  one  that  should 
be  referred  to  an  expert  in  such  matters.  I 
have  had  no  experience  in  breeding  racing 
stock,  and  am  not  competent  to  advise  in  the 
case. 

Young  Squabs  Leave  Nests  —  Proper 
Time  to  Remove  Youngsters  from  Their 
Home  Pen.  (J.  F.  M.)— "  I  have  fifty  pairs 
of  pigeons,  and  am  desirous  of  Increasing  my 
slock.  I  find  some  of  the  young  squabs  gel 
out  of  the  nests  before  they  are  three  weeks 
old.  What  is  the  cause  of  it  ?  How  soon  do 
you  remove  from  the  pen  youngsters  that  are 
Intended  for  breeders  ?  At  what  age  are  they 
capable  of  feeding  and  caring  for  themselves  ? 
I  find  if  I  leave  the  young  ones  In  the  pen 
with  the  old  ones,  I  can  hardly  tell  them  apart 
again." 

Some  precocious  youngsters  will  get  out  of 
the  nest  early  — just  as  some  children  learn  to 
talk  or  walk  unusually  soon.  If  they  are 
strong  and  healthy  and  the  parents  feed  them 
no  harm  may  be  done,  but  usually  they  get 
cuffed  about  pretty  lively  when  they  take  the 
floor  early.  I  know  of  no  cause  except 
precocity,  unless  driven  from  the  nest  by  lice 
or  some  fighting  bird,  in  either  of  which  case 
the  cause  can  easily  be  removed. 

Sprouts  or  Dry  Canker.    (H.  J.)—'' I 

found  on  killing  some  of  my  squabs,  that  all 
over  their  bodies  are  liltle  lumps  on  skin  about 
the  size  of  a  pea,  they  are  mostly  on  the  wings, 
around  the  bill  and  on  the  tail.  I  would  like 
to  know  If  they  are  fit  to  eat  this  way,  and 
what  Is  the  cause  of  it." 

From  your  meager  description  I  cannot  say 
whether  It  Is  "sprouts"  or  dry  canker,  but 
think  it  is  one  or  the  other.  As  to  their  being 
fit  for  eating,  I  can  say  that  I  have  known 
many  such  squabs  being  sent  to  market  a  few 
years  since,  and  they  may  have  been  eaten. 
Such  squabs  would  be  rejected  now.  I  would 
not  eat  them.  As  to  the  cause  —  if  it  is  dry 
canker — I  cannot  explain  it— except  to  say 
it  is  one  of  the  diseases  common  to  pigeons. 
If  it  Is  "sprouts"  feeding  too  much  wheat, 
especially  when  new,  is  very  apt  to  be  followed 
by  a  breaking  out  of  this  affection. 

Difficulty  With  Record.  (C.  J.)— "I 
bought  15  pairs  of  thoroughbred  Iloraers, 
banded  and  guaranteed  to  be  mated ;  a  week 
later  added  7  more  mated  pairs,  and  two  weeks 
later  8  more  pairs — making  30  pairs  in  all. 
The  first  two  lots  I  put  together,  and  found 
that  when  the  nests  were  made  that  some  of 
the  first  lot  had  mated  with  some  of  the  other 
lot,  proving  that  the  mates  are  not  always 
true  to  e:icli  other.  I  have  tried  to  keep  a 
record,  but  in  order  to  find  out  which  pairs  are 
working  I  have  to  catch  the  birds  to  find  their 


numbers,  as  they  do  not  keep  the  same  nest 
boxes,  and  they  are  so  much  alike  that  I  can- 
not tell  them  apart.  My  greatest  difficulty  In 
in  catching  them.  If  I  go  In  at  night  and 
catch  the  hen  on  her  nest,  be  as  careful  as  1 
can,  some  of  the  birds  fly  off  their  nestf,  and 
the  consequence  is  chilled  eggs  and  deserted 
nests.  But  my  hardest  work  Is  to  catch  the 
male.  The  moment  they  see  me  come  willi 
the  net  the  little  rascals  fly  in  all  directions, 
and  the  loft  is  in  an  uproar.  I  have  to  go 
through  this  performance  many  limes  in  order 
to  find  out  what  paiis  are  working,  and  I  see 
no  other  way,  and  I  am  convinced  it  keeps 
my  birds  afraid,  and  they  do  not  breed  as 
well.  Will  you  kindly  tell  me  how  you  man- 
age? If  you  have  500  or  1,000  birds  would 
you  make  a  record  of  each  new  nest?  My 
equipment  of  birds,  house,  and  furnishing!-, 
cost  me  $255.  I  have  paid  out  during  the 
year  $48  for  grain,  and  have  126  birds,  count- 
ing the  young  which  are  now  mating.  Have 
lost  40  squabs,  and  sold  93.  My  feed  costs  me 
at  least  50%  more  than  the  prices  given  in 
Farmers''  Bulletin,  and  I  get  only  40  cents  a 
pair  for  squabs.  Do  you  think  I  can  make  it 
pay  at  these  figures?" 

I  have  purposely  quoted  this  letter  (from  a 
lady  correspondent)  at  this  length  for  its 
graphic  description  of  the  difficulties  which 
some  find  in  beginning  the  squab  business. 

Your  statement  that  your  experience  with 
the  first  lot  of  15  pairs  of  birds  "  proves  that 
raaleil  birds  are  not  always  true  to  each  other,"' 
I  cannot  endorse  unless  you  have  positive 
proof  that  they  had  been  mated  to  each  other. 
You  have  gone  wrong  in  starting,  and  should 
not  have  put  the  birds  in  the  breeding  pen 
until  they  had  mated,  when  it  would  have 
been  an  easy  matter  to  take  the  numbers  when 
placing  them  in  the  pen.  I  never  put  any 
birds  In  their  permanent  breeding  quarters 
until  I  know  positively  that  they  are  mated  ; 
for  it  makes  too  much  disturbance  to  attempt 
catching  birds  among  those  that  are  hatching 
eggs  and  feeding  squabs,  and  ought  never  be 
tolerated.  The  net  is  for  use  out  in  the  fly, 
and  not  In  the  pen,  and  there  must  always  be 
au  assistant,  and  when  a  mated  pair  is  noticed 
the  assistant  keeps  eye  on  one  bird  while  the 
other  is  being  caught. 

As  to  keeping  a  record  of  the  nests,  while  it 
is  very  advisable  to  do  so,  in  order  to  kjiow 
the  profitable  and  unprofitable  birds,  I  have 
not  found  time  to  do  so  in  my  plant.  Had  I 
more  lime  I  certainly  should  do  do,  but  since 
I  cannot  find  time,  as  I  have  another  business 
requiring  eight  hours  daily,  I  take  extra  pains 
to  know  that  birds  are  mated  before  plasiui; 
them  in  the  breeding  pen. 

Kow  as  to  making  a  profit  selling  squabs  at 
40  cents  per  pair,  and  paying  the  high  prices 
you  do  for  feed  — the  question  hinges  on  the 
number  of  squabs  you  get.  If  you  can  get  an 
average  of  5i  pairs  to  each  pair  of  birds  you 
are  feeding,  even  though  you  pay  bO'Jo  more 
for  feed  than  Bulletin  prices,  you  should  have

Ground  Space  for  Pigeon  Plant.  (L. 

Ij.) — •'  Ivindly  let  me  know  how  much  ground 
It  would  require  for  1,000  pairs  of  squab 
breeilers?" 

A  house  and  fly  to  accommodate  250  pairs 
of  breeders  require  a  space  40  x  50  feet.  Four 
such  houses  would  be  required  for  1,000  pairs, 
and  you  can  readily  see  what  size  plot  you 
need.  Bear  in  mind  if  you  have  four  such 
separate  houses  allow  plenty  of  room,  say  ten 
feet,  between  them — for  ventilation. 

Can  Homer  Pigeons  Be  Bred  With  as 
Little  Difflculty  as  Common  Kinds  ? 
(S.  K.)— "Can  you  tell  me  as  to  the  compara- 
tive difliculty  of  breeding  the  Homer  and  the 
common  pigeon?  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  the 
young  of  the  common  pigeon  usually  mate  (in 
due  time)  as  they  come  from  the  nest,  that  Is, 
the  same  pair?  And  is  it  not  as  true  of  the 
Homer  as  of  the  common  pigeons?" 

This  correspondent  asks  a  question  that  I 
cannot  answer  fioin  large  experience.  I  have 
had  so  little  to  do  with  common  pigeons,  and 
that  at  the  very  beginning  of  my  career,  and 
I  have  never  since  had  any  but  Homers,  that 
I  have  had  no  chance  to  make  any  comparison, 
liut  I  have  found  the  Homers  to  breed  with  so 
little  difliculty  that  I  cannot  see  how  anyone 
can  have  any  trouble  if  he  observes  what  are 
now  becoming  so  well  recognized  as  essentials. 
Nor  can  1  give  answers  to  his  next  question  as 
10  whether  it  Is  a  fact  that  the  nest  mates  (for 
so  I  take  his  question)  of  the  common  pigeon 
usually  mate ;  nor  can  I  tell  him  what  percent- 
age of  Homer  pigeons  would  thus  mate;  I 
can  say  emphatically  that  I  never  permit  these 
nest  mates  to  do  this. 

Homer  vs.  Common  Pigeons.  (S.  K.) 
— "  Is  there  more  uncertainty  about  results  in 
breeding  Homer  pigeons  than  the  common 
kinds?  I  have  always  had  a  flock  of  the 
latter,  and  without  giving  them  especial  atten- 
tion have  generally  had  enough  for  our  own 
table.  I  would  like  to  substitute  Homers,  but 
so  much  is  said  about  the  necessity  of  scrupu- 
lous care  In  every  detail,  and  especially  about 
the  uncertainty  of  their  mating  properly, 
that  I  have  so  far  been  deterred  from  making 
the  change.  I  only  want  them  for  family  use, 
and  should  be  content  if  they  behaved  as  well 
as  the  common  kind  have  done  with  me." 

This  correspondent  need  have  no  hesitation 
lu  substituting  Homers  for  the  common  kind, 
and  unless  he  has  an  ^aicommon  flock  of  com- 
mon pigeons  he  will  find  the  Homers  will  dis- 
tance them  in  results. 

I  ihink  he  has  misread  my  articles  if  he  has 
understood  me  to  say  that  there  is  any  uncer- 
tainty of  Homers  mating  properly.  I  have 
always  asserted  that  there  Is  great  uncertainty 
of  results  where  one  begins  with  pigeons, 
unless  he  knew  they  were  mated,  and  have 
urgently  cautioned  buyers  against  buying 
what  are  termed  mated  pigeons,  without  a 
guaranty  and  a  list  showing  which  are  mated, 
for  he  Is  up  against  trouble  from  the  start.  I 
am  getting  letters  nearly  every  week  from 
those  who  have  started,  as  they  were  told, 
with  mated  pigeons,  and  finding  after  several 
weeks  that  they  have  from  10  to  20  cocks  over 
In  a  purchase  of  50  pairs  as  they  bargained 
for.  Now  the  man  who  sold  such  pigeons  did 
a  lot  of  guess  work  which  did  not  prove  very 
expert.  There  is  only  one  way  to  sell  mated 
birds,  and  that  Is  for  the  seller  to  be  inocu- 
lated with  a  wholesome  portion  of  common 
honesty.  When  he  guesses  that  certain  birds 
are  cocks  and  certain  others  are  hens,  he  is 
most  apt  to  make  some  poor  work,  and  when 
he  guesses  that  such  a  guessed  collection  of 
birds  will  mate  up  in  a  certain  lime  the  result 
often  shows  what  a  wonderfully  poor  guesser 
h*  Is.

Feeding  Wyandottes. 


EDI  TOR  Farm  I'olxtky  :  —  For  ihe 
present  it  i-eems  ailvi^Hiile  for  tue  to 
feeil  a  dry  ration  of  grain  without  a 
inunb.  I  don't  knovr  that  I  approve 
of  it,  l)ut,  as  I  said,  it  Beems  neifBsury  just 
DOW.  1  am  undecided  as  lo  whether  or  not  I 
am  feeding  the  proper  quantity.  My  fowls 
are  nio>tly  White  Wyandotte^,  and  I  liave 
thirty  ia  a  pen.  Each  pen  has  a  quart  of 
mixed  wheat  and  outs  in  early  mouuua- 
This  has  lieen  l  aked  into  the  litter  tlie  ni^'bt 
before.  Aljuut  ten  o'clock  aiiolber  quart  of 
same  in  the  litter.  At  nr)on  a  feed  of  mangels 
for  two  days',  anti  the  third  day  ground  fresh 
meat  and  lione,  an  ounce  to  a  hen,  or  al)OUt 
two  pounds.  At  uiglit  H  quart  and  a  half  of 
crackeil  corn  in  tlie  litter.  I  have  a  feeling 
that  this  ration  is  a  little  light  for  laying  hens, 
but  am  not  cure.  I  am  constantly  enjoined 
not  to  feed  heavily.  I  have  before  me  the 
catalogue  of  a  breeder  of  White  Wyandottes. 
May  I  quote? 

"  With  the  rations  given  below,  we  succeed 
In  getting  nearly  as  many  eggs  in  December, 
January,  and  February  as  in  any  of  the  spring 
months.  We  are  supposing  the  fowls  are  a 
pen  of  twenty-five  pullets. 

"  Morning  mash  conipi>sed  of  1  qt.  beef 
scraps,  1  qt.  corn  meal,  1  ql.  wheat  bran,  1  qi. 
cut  clover,  1  teaspoonful  salt,  thoroughly 
mixed  dry,  and  scaldeil  over  night. 

"  Noon  feed  composed  of  1  qt.  oats,  1  qt. 
wheat,  scalded  and  scattered  in  litter  of 
scratching  pen. 

"Evening  feed  composed  of  1  qt.  cracked 
corn,  1  qt.  wheat,  1  qt.  millet  seed,  scattered 
dry  in  litter. 

"  Keep  roots,  cabbage,  or  some  form  of  green 


stuff  before  them  at  all  times.  Twice  a  wee'' 
feed  a  quart  of  fresh  ground  green  bone. 
Keep  cracked  oyster  shells,  grit,  and  charcoal 
always  within  reach."  M.  A.  D. 


Miss  D.'s  feeding  is  rather  light.  Her  fowls 
could  probably  use  a  quart  more  of  grain  per 
day  to  advantage.  As  for  the  ration  she 
quotes  from,  the  breeder's  catalogue,  I  think 
it  would  be  safe  to  say  that  if  be  regularly 
uses  that  ration  his  fowls  are  not  In  good  con- 
dition, and  he  might  not  have  to  get  many 
eggs  in  December,  January,  and  February,  to 
get  as  many  as  he  got  in  the  spring  months. 
He  uses  too  much  beef  scrap  entirely.  He 
eca4ds  his  noon  feed  of  grain,  which  is  all  right 
for  oats  or  barley  once  In  asvhile,  but  as  a 
regular  thing  with  mash  fed  once  a  day  will 
almost  invariably  cause  indigestion  and  diar- 
rhea in  a  short  time.  The  quantity  he  gives  is 
rather  he.tvy  feeding,  but  as  be  has  it  distrib- 
uted I  would  guess  that  there  was  much  waste 
and  not  much  danger  of  overfeeding.  The 
worst  feature  in  his  ration  in  its  effects  on  the 
fowls  is  the  excess  of  meat  and  corn  meal  in 
the  mash,  and  the  two  moist  feeds  a  dav. 
Even  here,  it  is  possilde  that  the  damage  to 
the  fowls  is  less  than  at  first  thought  might 
appear,  for  in  a  mash  made  as  he  makes  this 
the  fowls  are  likely  to  leave  and  waste  all  beef 
scrap  in  excess  of  what  they  want.  Of  his 
noon  feed  a  part  of  the  oats  is  probably 
wasted,  and  of  his  millet  probal)Iy  the  greater 
part  is  not  eaten.  This  is  on  the  assumption 
that  he  feeds  as  he  says  he  does.  If  he  has 
been  keeping  fowls  long  and  getting  good 
results  in  eggs  and  breeding,  I  suspect  that 
his  statement  of  his  method  does  not  correctly 
represent  his  practice. 


5mutty  Wheat — Painless  Acquisition 
of  Experience  With  Poultry, 


EDITOR  FARM-rouLTRY :  —  On  page 
40-t  of  the  issue  of  December  1, 1  note 
that  L.  E.  K.  asks  in  regard  to  the 
use  of  smutty  wheat,  and  that  you 
refer  him  to  reply  to  J.  L.,  page  437  of  the 
Issue  of  October  15.  In  that  reply  you  speak 
of  S}no/i>J  wheat.  If  the  smokij  appearance 
and  smell  was  caused  by  fire  I  am  sure  it  does 
not  cover  the  point  L.  E.  K.  referred  to. 
Smutty  wheat  is  quite  common  in  this  section, 
and  we  think  it  is  injurious.  We  purchased 
one  lot  of  wheat  that  was  bad/ij  affected  with 
smut,  and  its  use  caused  a  very  marked 
looseness  of  the  bowels,  and  a  very  consider- 
able falling  oft"  of  egg  yield.  We  thought  the 
bad  effect  was  enough  to  make  it  advisable 
to  get  a  new  supply  of  wheat,  and  burn  that 
which  was  smutty.  Whether  a  little  smut 
In  the  wheat  is  worthy  of  serious  consider- 
ation, I  am  not  prepared  to  say,  but  would 
feel  much  safer  to  use  only  grain  entirely 
free  from  it.  It  may  be  possible  that  is  largely 
responsible  for  the  poor  results  a  good  many 
of  our  acquaintances  have,  "Anything  is  good 
enough  for  a  chicken."' 

One  of  the  greatest  encouragements  for  try- 
ing the  poultry  business  I  know  of  is  your 
persistent  discouraging  of  it.  If  one  tries  It 
on  your  plan  be  will  learn  something  about  it, 
whether  there  is  anything  in  it  or  not,  with- 
out hurting  himself  very  much.  We  found 
that  it  is  possible  to  do  fairly  well  with  a 
limited  number  of  fowls  that  were  given  free 
range,  but  that  more,  enough  more,  would  not 
do  so  well  with  the  same  care  for  this  reason. 
There  is  a  certain  amount  of  forage  fowls  will 
pick  up,  say  the  vegetable  and  meat  elements 
of  their  rations.  Then,  with  the  proper  grain 
elements  and  water  supplied  by  the  attendant, 
fairly  good  results  are  obtained.  Everything 
goes  well  until  enough  fowls  are  kept  to  make 
forage  scarce,  when  a  lot  more  must  be 
learned  about  feeding,  so  as  to  know  how  to 
supply  nil  the  food  elements. 

So  I  believe  one  should  be  very  careful 
Hl>out  increasing  his  flock  too  fast,  even  after 
be  has  had  pretty  good  success  on  a  small 
scale.  It  is  amazing  how  ignorant  one  can  be 
about  something  he  knows  nothing  of.  I  will 
tell  one  on  me.  The  first  copy  of  a  poultry 
paper  I  saw  wai  one  of  FAR.M-PorLTRY.  I 


thought  it  had  an  astonishing  lot  to  say  about 
poultry,  and  wondered  why  they  put  it  all  into 
one  paper.  I  was  sure  there  wouldn't  be 
•enough  material  to  make  as  much  of  a  paper 
as  that  once  a  month  right  along,  but  you 
don't  seem  to  have  run  out  yet,  and  it  has  been 
six  or  eight  years  at  least.  We  are  much 
interested  iu  your  garden  and  poultry  experi- 
ments.

My  thanks  to  Mr.  Page  for  calling  attention 
to  the  inconsistency  in  my  reply  to  L.  E.  K. 
Smutty  wheat  is  so  rare  in  our  markets  that  I 
cannot  remember  when  I  have  seen  any,  while 
smoky  and  moldy  or  musty  wheat  are  very 
frequently  offered  for  sale. 

Am  glad,  too,  to  have  the  appreciation 
expressed  above  of  my  policy  of  repressing 
enthusiasts  who  want  to  go  into  poultry  cul- 
ture heels  over  head.  That  policy  brings 
criticisms  from  people  who  want  the  business 
boomed,  and  even  from  those  it  is  designed  to 
benefit.  While  I  don't  worry  about  the  criti- 
cisms, I  do  appreciate  the  occasional  expres- 
sions of  approval  from  those  whom  my  advice 
may  have  been  instrumental  iu  keeping  in  the 
safe  paths.

EDITOR  Farm-Poi  i.tijv:  — I  wish  lo 
thank  you  for  the  courtesy  you  have, 
shown  rae  in  reply  to  my  recent  letter. 
I  als^o  wish  to  reply  to  your  questions. 
Il  is  easy  to  obtain  here  sliorl>,  bran,  ground 
oats,  barley,  and  wheat.  .Shorts  at  $1  per 
cwt. ;  bran  50  cts.  per  60  pounds ;  ground  oats 
$1.15  per  cwt.;  ground  barley  $1  per  cwt.; 
and  ground  wheat  §1.05  per  cwt.  Middlings 
Is  unknown  here ;  all  of  the  above  are  separate, 
not  mixed;  that  can  then  be  done  to  the  best 
advantage.  We  do  not  have  oats  and  corn 
i!hop,  or  oats  and  wheat  cho[),  as  in  the  east. 
I  hope  this  answers  your  inquiry  fully. 

Have  you  ever  had  any  e.vperience  with  soy 
beans?  U.  S.  Department  of  Agric-nliure 
Bulletin  22,  says  soy  beans  contain  36..3  per 
cent  protein,  and  18  per  cent  fat,  with  27.7  per 
cent  nitrogen  free  extract.  Would  it  not 
make  an  excellent  feed  in  place  of  corn? 

Peas  are  also  easy  to  grow  here.  IIow 
should  they  be  fed? 

If  fresh  cut  bone  and  meat  were  dried,  what 
would  be  their  feeding  value  as  compared 
with  beef  scraps?  What  is  granulated  bone? 
Beef  meal?

The  prices  .Mi.  Trimble  quotes  arc  lower 
than  here  in  Xew  England,  or  —  I  think  — 
almost  anywhere  in  the  east.  .Sliortg  and 
middlings  are  the  same  thing.  In  some  places 
both  terms  are  used.  Here  people  generally 
say  middlings,  and  apply  the  term  •'shorts"  to 
bran.  I  don't  know  whether  it  will  be  pos- 
sible to  get  them  out  of  the  habit  or  not. 

Have  never  had  any  experience  feeiliug  soy 
beans.  I  presume  that  like  other  beans,  tliey 
would  not  be  very  acceptable  to  fowls  as  a 
staple  article  of  diet.  They  are  so  difTerent  in 
character  and  composition  from  corn  that 
they  could  hardly  be  made  a  substitute  for  it- 
wheat  and  barley  are  the  grains  most  reli-hed 
by  fowN,  after  corn,  and  at  the  same  price  as 
corn  are  as  economical  to  feed.  Usually, 
however,  corn  is  far  the  cheapest  of  the  grains, 
and  that  fact  with  the  preference  of  fowls  for 
it  make  it  a  favorite  food. 

I  don't  know  just  how  dried  cut  bone  and 
meat  would  compare  in  feeding  Vilue  vfitb 
beef  scrap,  but  I  have  an  Idea  that  the  fowls 
would  refuse  to  eat  a  good  part  of  the  bone 
after  it  had  dried.  Granulated  bone  Is  dry 
bone  in  granulated  form.  Beef  meal  Is  beef 
scraps,  blood,  etc.,  worked  and  put  up  In  meal 
form. 


Questions  About  Grit. 


EDITOR  Farm-Poultry:—!  note  that 
you  claim  to  be-one  of  the  early  ones, 
(earlier    than   Prof.  Dechman),  to 
claim  that  fowls  do  not  utilize  grit 
to    grind  their  food,  but  for  nutrition  of 
feathers,  etc.     Not  for  argument,  but  for 
enlightenment,  I  wish  to  a^k  : 

1.  — Why,  then.  Is  not  sand  better  than  grit, 
being  so  much  more  reduced  to  begin  with? 

2.  — How  can  the  acid  digestive  juic«s  work 
on  quartz  crystals  (or  sand  either)  as  a  sol- 
vent, it  being  silicic  acid  itsell?  Vegetables 
require  potash  and  soda  in  the  soil,  in  order 
lobe  able  to  dissolve  and  take  up  sand  into 
their  circulation. 

3.  —  AVhat  is  the  advantage  of  angular  grit 
over  smooth  round  pebbles,  if  it  does  not 
grind  the  food  in  the  gizzard?  A.  N. 

I  can't  proiuise  to  give  Mr.  N.  very  much 
enlightenment  on  the  grit  question.  My  early 
skepticism  as  to  the  constant  necessity  of  grit 
came  from  the  observation  that  some  fowls 
kept  without  It  for  a  very  long  time,  and 
apparently  unable  to  get  it,  except  in  insignifi- 
cant quantities,  still  kept  in  perfect  health  and 
condition.  At  the  same  time,  I  frequently 
found  that  when  fowls  did  lose  appetite,  and 
refuse  food,  and  especially  when  they  had 
been  too  heavily  fed  on  wet  mash,  or  given 
wet  mashes  of  bad  consistency,  nothing  was 
as  eflective  to  bring  them  about  quickly  again 
as  a  supply  of  grit.  I  have  seen  fowls  that 
had  got  to  the  point  where  they  would  abso- 
lutely refuse  mash,  given  a  supply  of  grit, 
greedily  eat  a  little  grit,  then  go  and  eat  a  little 
mash;  go  back  and  get  more  grit,  and  finally 
eat  a  good  feed  of  mash,  and  continue  to  feed 
right  after  that. 

Now  from  the  fact  that  hens  often  do  thrive 
without  grit,  but  sometimes  do  have  to  have 
it,  and  are  immediately  benefited  by  its 
mechanical  action,  it  Is  reasonable  to  argue 
that  though  not  constantly  necessary  it  is 
beneficial  in  certain  cases  and  conditions. 
Just  what  these  conditions  are,  I  have  never 
had  time  and  opportunity  to  determine.  I 
have  simply  observed  the  fact,  and  drawn 
what  seem  to  me  the  inevitable  conclusions 
from  them,  leaving  the  physiological  and 
chemical  features  of  the  case  to  be  taken  up, 
by  those  better  qualified  to  Investigate  them. 

I  confess  I  cannot  see  how  anyone  looking 
at  the  gizzard  of  a  fowl,  or  eating  a  giz/.ard, 
can  imagine  that  the  fowl  needs  the  help  of 
any  foreign  substance  lo  grind  its  food  under 
normal  healthy  conditions.  How  far  the 
mineral  properties  in  the  grits  consumed  by 
lowls  are  made  available  in  the  processes  of 
digestion,  1  cannot  sny,  nor  how  it  is  done, 
but  the  general  fact  that  fowls  having  access 
to  a  liberal  supply  of  articles  containing 
mineral  constituents  are  as  a  rule  better 
developed  than  those  that  have  not,  suggests 


■that  some  of  this  material  must  be  utilized  in 
the  process  of  digestion. 

Now  while  I  say  frankly  that  I  have  not 
given  the  subject  such  investigation  as  would 
be  necessary  to  give  intelligent  an-wers  to 
Mr.  N.'s  questions,  I  can  give  hira  some  sug- 
gestions which,  I  think,  are  reasonable,  on 
the  subjects  he  introduces. 

Why  is  not  sand  better  than  grit?  Perhaps 
because  the  sand  particles  pass  out  of  the 
system  with  the  food  too  quickly  to  be  acted 
upon  by  digestive  fl'.iids.  Perhaps  because 
the  larger  pieces  of  grit  rubbed  together  by 
the  action  of  the  gizzard  are  rubbed  oil"  In 
very  fine  particles  easily  acted  upon  by  the 
))ieces  of  crop  and  stomach.  I  have  sometimes 
"nibbled"  bits  of  grit  and  crushed  the  'fine 
particles  between  my  teeth,  and  found  them 
dissolve  very  quickly  in  the  mouth.  So  it 
seems  to  me  not  unreasonable  to  suppose  that 
the  fowl  In  which  the  digestive  secretions  are 
said  to  be  more  powerful  than  in  man  may 
get  a  good  deal  out  of  some  grits  and  get  it 
quite  rapidly.  What  is  the  advantage  of 
angular  over  smooth  gril?  The  angular  grit 
would  lose  particles  much  more  rapidly  than 
the  smooth. 

From  the  interest  now  being  taken  in  the 
grit  question  it  would  not  be  a  bad  idea  if 
some  of  our  experiment  stations  would  take 
it  up,  analyze  grits,  observe  their  ettects  both 
in  general  and  .at  all  stages  of  digestion,  .and 
give  the  public  full  information  as  to  the 
mechanical  and  nutritive  functions  of  grit  and 
the  chemical  and  physiological  aspects  of  its 
use.
